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Whippletree subject of probe 
Mobile home park gets favors, tax breaks

A mobile home park linked to the polit- 


ically Influential family of former Wheel- 
ing T o w n s h i p Democratic Com- 
mlttccman James Stnvros has received a 
flock of government favors, Including 
substantial lax breaks, In the last three 
years. 


A Herald Investigation has disclosed 


that the park, Whipplclrco Village, Inc., 
52S N. Mcllcnry Rd., Wheeling, has 
repeatedly been given preferential gov- 
ernment treatment since It was proposed 
In 1970. 


Some examples: 
• A $163,000 recreation and adminis- 


tration building at the trailer park has 
remained off the tax rolls because no 
copy of tho March, 1071, building permit 
was received at I ho township assessor's 
office. Such permit copies arc supposed 
to be forwarded by the village building 
department. 


• Whlpplctrcc was allowed to connect 


to the new village water system in 1871, 
but was not required to pay "recapture" 
fees mandated for such tic-Ins to that 
system by a 1071 village ordinance. 


• Tho 53-acre trailer park property re- 


mained completely off tho tax rolls from 
September, 1070, when It was purchased 
from the Smite Sister, a tax-exempt re- 
ligious order, until January, 1072. It 
could not bo determined If County Asses- 
sor P.J. Cullcrton's office has made any 
attempt to recover taxes for that period. 


• The site was given trailer park zon- 


ing in record speed by the village, which 
in July, 1070, reversed its previous strict 
policy of banning trailer parks and then 
pushed Whipplctree's zoning through in 
just over three weeks. 


• The property was subdivided without 


village approval when sold to Its present 
owners by the Servile Sisters, despite a 
village ordinance requiring approval of 
all subdivisions. 


• Until last month, Whippletree en- 


joyed the lowest land assessment of any 
mobile home park In the area. The prop- 
erty, whose value was Increased greatly 
by its rare trailer park zoning and exten- 
slvo utility improvements, was assessed 
last year at $5,000 an acre for tax pur- 
poses. Land assessments at other area 
trailer porks average $10,000 to $12,500 
per acre and range from $7,000 to more 
than $20,000. 


LAST MONTH, assessment of Whlp- 


plctrcc was raised to $12,500 an acre. A 
spokesman for Cullcrton's office denied 
that the Increase came after Herald In- 
quiries about the property, which started 
In the second week of July. He said he 
did not know when last month the in- 
crease was put through. 


Whippletree Village Is one of several 


developments under Investigation by a 
federal grand jury seeking evidence of 
building and zoning corruption in Wheel- 
Ing. 


The Herald has learned that federal in- 


vestigators arc looking Into official ac- 


V. S. attorney Thompson

at the Union Hotel. 


One of the big Issues will be the in- 


vestigation that has called a number of 
local officials before the federal grand 
jury but Thompson said he expects to 
limit his remarks to his office and Its 
operations. 


"WHAT I'LL be talking about Is tho 


operation of our office, what we're en- 
gaged In and general remarks about pub- 
lic service In general," he said. 
• "I don't even want to confirm that wo 
have such an Investigation," he said. 
"All I've ever said in public Is we are 
engaged In an Investigation of corruption 
In the suburbs. We have not identified 
any officials or any villages, and I don't 
Intend to. I also said we hope to havo 
some conclusion by the end of the sum- 
mer." 


Herald sources have Indicated that If 


Indictments arc issued as a result of the 
Wheeling Investigation, they will be 
made public before Thompson's speaking 
date. 


GENE SACKETT, past commander of 


the Michael R. Blanchfield American Le- 
gion Post 1068, said Thompson was the 
post's first choice for a speaker at the 
breakfast. 


"Wo think he is a rising star on the 


law enforcement horizon," Sackett said. 
"What we try to do each year is pick a 
speaker who would appeal to the local 
businessman."

Officials in 6 suburbs 
could face indictments 


U. S. Attorney James Thompson said 


yesterday that a federal grand jury now 
hearing evidence In Chicago could re- 
turn Indictments against officials in at 
least six suburban communities by the 
end of August. 


Among communities said to be involved 


in the Investigation are Wheeling, from 
which several officials already have been 
subpoenaed, 
Hoffman 
Estates 
and 


Schaumburg. Charges on which indict- 
ments might bo returned could Include 
bribery, accepting kickbacks, mail fraud 
and tax evasion — stemming rom a 
general Investigation of dealings between 
contractors and village officials. 


tions Involving the trailer park, which Is 
owned by a secret land trust and oper- 
ated by Whippletree Village, Inc. 


Two brothers of James Stavros, Ernest 


and Ted, have been connected with the 
trailer park almost since it was first pro- 
posed In 1970. James "Jimmy" Stavros 
has been a recognized political force in 
Wheeling for many years. 


Ernest last year Identified himself as 


co-owner of Whippletree when the park 
received an award from Northern Illinois 
Gas Co. He also listed one of his sisters 
as part-owner on a form he filled out be- 
fore receiving the award, according to a 
gas company source. 


ERNEST WAS also identified as man- 


ager of Whippletrce's 1040 S. Milwaukee 
Ave. sales office when the sales oper- 
ation was cited In 1971 for zoning viola- 
tions by Cook County.- The proper- 
ty was then rczoned by the County 
Board and the zoning citations were 
dropped. Ted Stavros reportedly is em- 
ployed by Whippletree. 


Tho president and sole Incorporator of 


Whippletree Village, Inc., Is Dr. James 
Faulkner, 1430 N. Arlington Heights Rd., 
Arlington Heights. He was unavailable 
for comment yesterday. 


A man who answered the Whippletree 


office telephone yesterday refused to 
identify himself or discuss the park own- 
ership with a Herald reporter. 


"You'll never find that out, sir. It's in 


a corporation and a land trust. Over the 
telephone, we give no Information," he 
said before hanging up. 


Whippletrce's recreation and adminis- 


tration building, valued at 165,000 on Us 
March 25, 1971, building permit, has re- 
mained off the tax rolls for two years. A 
copy of the permit, which was supposed 
to be sent to the Wheeling Township as- 
sessor's office, was never received, ac- 
cording to a check of records there. 


Such copies, which village building de- 


partments are required to forward to lo- 
cal assessors are used to begin the pro- 
cess that puts new buildings on the tax 
rolls. The Whippletree building apparent- 
ly remained unnoticed during a 1972 In- 
s p e c t l o n of the property by Cut- 
lerton field men when the $5,000-per-acre 
land assessment was set. 


IN DECEMBER, 1072, Marshall The- 


r o u x, Wheeling Township assessor, 
learned of the existence of the building 
and notified Cullerton's office. Records 
of the property are currently out in the 
field and not immediately available, the 
Cullerton spokesman has said. 


William Bleber, building and zoning di- 


rector for the Village of Wheeling, said 
there Is no way his department could 
have withheld the building permit copy 
from the township assessor's office. He 
said it must have been misplaced at The- 
roux's office. 


"That's one thing we don't make a 


practice of. I don't hold back anything 
from anybody," said Bleber. 


"We spend more time making reports 


for different bodies every month. It's out 
of this world. For all the people we have 
to fill out forms for, how come he's the 
only one who doesn't have it?" he said. 


THE BUILDING department files In- 


clude only the permit application for 
Whippletree and no copy of the building 
permit itself. Bleber said the permit

Aug. 15. Bird was a trustee for eight 
years in the village. He won election to 
the board in 1961 until he declined to run 
again at the end of his second term in 
1960. 


The often fiery, red-haired trustee was 


considered a critic of many practices of 
village government during his time in of- 
fice. 


Bird said he was not surprised to re- 


ceive the subpoena when he learned 
through newspaper accounts that the fed- 
eral investigation would 
encompass 


Wheeling matters going back as much as 
six years. 


"ALL I CAN say is that if there was 


corruption in Wheeling and if the reports 
are true, I am sick, sad and angry that It 
has taken place," Bird said. "I had no 
direct or indirect knowledge of any 
wrongdoing in the village and all I know 
of these matters is what I read in the 
papers. 


"I tried to conduct myself above board 


in all my dealings when I was a trustee 
and I assumed everyone else in village 
government was doing the same." 


According to Herald sources. Village 


Pres. Ted C. Scanlon and Building Dir. 
Bill Bieber testified before the grand 
jury yesterday. Both received subpoenas 
from Internal Revenue Service agents 
last week.

copy may have been pulled from the file 
and not returned when village records 
nero subpoenaed by the federal grand 
Jury. 


Whlpptotreo owners saved hundreds 


and possibly thousands of dollars when 
the trailer park was allotted to connect 
In 1971 to the West McIIcnry Road water* 
main, constructed as part of $260,000 wa- 
ter and sewer project by the village. 


The project was built under a "recap- 


ture" ordinance passed Feb. IS, 1971. It 
required property owners along the wa- 
ter and sewer line to pay a portion of the 
construction cost when they connected to 
those lines. 


Properties benefiting directly or In- 


directly from that project — those which 
did not have sewer or water service and 
could bo expected to tic In at some future 
point 
were designated on a map In- 


cluded in the ordinance. 


Whlpplctrec was not designated on the 


map as benefiting from the Improvement 
and was thus allowed to hook Into the 
water system without any "recapture" 
charges. Several village officials have 
said the trailer park was not required to 


pay because water mains were already 
available to It. 


BUT A CHECK of engineering plans on 


the McHcnry Road project shows that 
the nearest water connection before the 
"recapture" project was a 6-inch main 
more than 200 feet away from the point 
where Whlppletree's driveway meets 
Mcflcnry Road. 


Whlppletree did not connect at that 


point but waited until the 12" village wa- 
ter main was completed and tied Into it 
uhcre the driveway meets McHenry 
Road, saving the cost of the 200-foot ex- 
tension. 


Because the trailer park already had 


scwcr service, from a connection to 
mains Installed.by the Servile Sisters, 
village officials may have Inadvertently 
failed to Include it In the "recapture," ac 
cording to Thomas Moody, village engi- 
neering consultant in 1971. 


Moody described the $260,000 construc- 


tion as "primarily a sewer project. The 
water was brought in sort of toward the 
end." 


"Maybe nobody considered they left 


Whlppletree out on the water because 
they had sewer," he said. "The water 
was added as an afterthought. I don't 


know why it wasn't included In there." 


Moody said "It didn't seem like any- 


thing sneaky to me." The final decision 
on which properties would be covered by 
the "recapture" was made by the village 
board and Village Atty. Paul Hamer, he 
said. 


HOWEVER, HAMER said he prepared 


the 1S71 ordinance with a recapture for- 
mula drawn up by Moody. "I don't know 
anything about it at all," he said. The 
final decision designating properties cov- 
ered by the ordinance was up to the vil- 
lage board, he said. 


The rczonlng that 
allowed 
Whlp- 


pletree's construction came In a flourish 
of village activity during July, 1970. The 
proposal zipped through the zoning board 
and village board in just over three 
weeks. This is in contrast to the year or 
more it often takes village officials to 
decide on major projects.

An attorney for the Servile Sisters 


asked the village to change its previous 
no-trailer park policy and rezone the 55- 
acre site. He cited a recent Illinois Su- 
preme Court decision he said prevented 
municipalities from outright bans on 
trailer parks.

Levitt granted go-ahead 
for new Strathmore models 


Levitt and Sons Inc. has been given 


final approval for model homes In Its 
Strathmore Grove Lake County subdivi- 
sion. Construction will begin within the 
next few weeks. 


The village board this week approved 


plans for six models to bo built near Ar- 
lington Heights and Strathmore Court, 
next to the old Strathmoro subdivision 
models. 


Levitt plans are to develop Strathmore 


Grove with Ml single-family homes. The 
development will bo located on a portion 
of the SO-acro Koclpcr-Dcmuth property 


southeast of Arlington Heights and Apia- 
klslc roads. 


Several months ago Levitt asked the 


village for permission to eliminate all du- 
plex units from the development and re- 
place them with single-family homes. 
Ken Campbell, an engineer for Levitt, 
said the change was requested because 
Levitt officials "think there Is a shortage 
of single-family homes in the area." 


ORIGINAL PLANS called for 75 single- 


family homes and 82 duplex units, a total 
of 157 units. Levitt now hopes to build 16 
fewer units. The change has been' ap- 
proved by the plan commission but has 


High building costs cancel 
senior citizen housing plan 


Plans for n senior citizen apartment 


project at n9 S. Milwaukee Avc. have 
liccn scrapped, apparently bccnaio of 
soaring prices In the construction of 
apartment buildings. 


Jerry Itlntz of D. J. Rlntz and Co. said 


he got ai far as applying for building 
permits for the apartment project when 
lih firm decided the project was not eco- 
nomical. Ho said he Is now petitioning 
for n zoning change that would allow the 
construction of a two-story office build- 
ing. 


Early this year, village officials gave 


enthusiastic approval to plans for the se- 
nior citizen apartment project. Both offi- 
cials and developers said the building 
would bring badly needed development 
to the central Wheeling business area. 


IN APPROVING plans for the apart- 


ments, tho village board changed the 
zoning from business to residential. New 
owners of the property, located just 
north of Georgctowne Realty, Inc.', are 
now petitioning to change the zoning 
back to business. 
' 


Rlntz said that his firm originally 


planned to build the apartment when It 
took over the project. 


"And when we came up with tho fig- 


ures, It just didn't click," he said. 
"Apartments arc not tho best thing right 
now. When the costs came In they were 
just out of this world." 


THE LOCATION of the property also 


entered Into the decision to scrap the 


apartment plans, said Rlntz. "Milwaukee 
Avenue In that area Is a heavy traffic 
area," he said, noting an office building 
would be better suited to the area. 


Rlntz said tho office building would 


house various types of professional and 
business operations, including doctors 
and dentists. He said there arc not yet 
any prospective tenants. 


No hearing date has yet been sched- 


uled for the zoning request. The matter 
has been referred by the village board to 
the zoning board. 


not yet been voted on by the village 
board. 


Campbell said four additional homes 


may be eliminated later to provide more 
water retention. He said Levitt officials 
think fewer units and lower densities will 
improve the development. 


Although there will be fewer homes, 


Campbell said Levitt's profit will be 
about the same because profit on single- 
family homes Is greater than on duplex 
units. 


WITH THE CHANGE In the type and 


number of units there would also be a 
zoning change on the property from R-9 
(multi-family) to R-6 (single-family). Of- 
ficials said the zoning change would pro- 
tect the village in the event any of the 
structures in the development were de- 
stroyed in a disaster. If the zoning is 
changed only single-family homes could 
bo built to replace those that were de- 
stroyed. 


Campbell said Levitt plans to build 


three styles of homes at alternate eleva- 
tions In the development. He said there 
will be several variations on each style 
to keep all the homes from looking alike. 
The homes will range in price from 
$45,000 to $55,000, he said. 


On the southern part of the Koclper- 


Demuth property Levitt plans to build 
225 condominiums. On the nearby 61-acrc 
Wagner site the developer plans 312 
townhousc condominiums. Final engi- 
neering plans for these projects have not 
been completed. 


no-trailer policy could be overturned In 
court If the ordinance change and rezon- 
ing >weren't enacted, quickly complied 
despite protests from citizens and from 
School Dlst.

Traditionally, suburban municipalities 


have outlawed trailer parks, citing the 
heavy burden they put on schools be- 
cause house trailers escape real estate 
taxes. Only the land under the trailers Is 
taxed as real estate. 


Wheeling is the only suburb in the area 


to change its no-tfaller policy because of 
the Illinois Supreme Court decision. 


THE PROPERTY'was sold after re- 


zoning and placed In secret land trust. 
To accomplish that sale, one lot owned 
by Scrvlto Sisters had to be subdivided. 
But contrary to village ordinance, that 
subdivision was never submitted for vil- 
lage approval. 


Hamer explained this week that the 


village has no way of learning about 
such subdivisions and Is thus often 
unable to enforce Its ordinance. When 
asked 
If he thought village officials 


should have expected the subdivision be- 
cause they had discussed plans for the 
property during the rezonlng procedures, 
Hamer said he did not think so. 


After that September 1970, sale Whip- 


pletree continued to enjoy the Servile 
Sisters' tax exemption until January, 
1972, thus escaping 15 months of real 
estate taxes. Throughout that time, the 
property carried the valuable trailer 
park zoning. 


The Herald has been unable to deter- 


mine If Cullerton's office has made any 
effort to back-tax the property for that 
period. A request for that information 
was made two weeks ago but could not 
be obtained as of yesterday. 


The Cullerton spokesman said the 


$5,000-per-acre tax assessment was given 
Whlppletree for 1972 because the park's 
roads and utilities had not been com- 
pleted last year when inspected by the 
assessor's field men. 


That statement conflicts with a photo- 


graph published Nov. 6,1971 by the Her- 
ald showing the trailer park In the final 
stages of construction.

Record crops; little hope 


(From Herald news services) 


The country's basic grains — wheat, 


corn and soybeans — will be harvested 
in record volume this year, but there's 
little hope of help for the American con- 
sumer. 


That was the word from the Agricul- 


ture Department yesterday, as it re- 
leased one of the most secretly-prepared 
and widely-awaited crop reports in its 
history. 


Despite the record levels, chances for 


food prices easing are slim and the grain 
shortage — with ensuing scarcity on bas- 
ic items like bread — may continue. 


The problem, according to the depart- 


ment: the record level won't be high 
enough, and too much grain will continue 
to be exported. 


Agriculture Secretary Earl Butz follow- 


ed up the report by saying that despite 
growing pressure to cut back on exports, 
"the policy of the government remains" 
as outlined by President Nixon on July 
18. In that statement, Nixon said export 
rules would stay the same unless there 
was a serious dip in crop expectations or 
foreign demands were extremely large.

Pentagon shows order on 
secret bombing., coverup 


(From Herald news services) 


The Pentagon Thursday made public a 


1969 order carrying the highest possible 
classification in which then Defense Sec- 
retary Melvln R. Laird commanded se- 
cret bombing raids In Cambodia and a 
coverup story reporting they hit targets 
in South Vietnam. 


Disclosure of this order, which ap- 


peared to flatly contradict a statement 
by Laird last month thai he never or- 
dered any records falsified, was a victo- 
ry for the Senate Armed Services Com- 
mittee inquiry into the secret bombing 
and its coverup. 


But the committee was unable to learn 


in a day of intense questioning of Deputy 
Defense Secretary William Clements and 
Adm. Thomas H. Moorer, chairman of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff, who ordered the 
false reports presented to Congress in 
1971 and again this spring as if they were 


the truth. 


Earlier 
in the day, Adm. Moor- 


er had told the committee a dual re- 
porting system — one highly classified 
showing actual missions and another not 
as classified showing the strikes else- 
where — had been kept since the U.S. 
began bombing the Ho Chi Minn trail in 
1966.

"He has admitted to several of the 


murders, along with Henley and Corll," 
Porter said of Brooks. "He admitted to 
taking part in practically all of the kill- 
ings over a three-year period." 


Henley admitted that he knew of the 


slayings, but police said he blamed the 
murdrs on Corll. Henley told officers 
he killed Corll during a paint-sniffing sex 
party Wednesday. 


Both Henley and Brooks told police 


that bodies of young boys — sexually mo- 
lested by Corll before they were killed — 
were buried at Lake Sam Rayburn, 120 
miles northeast of Houston, and near 
High Island, up the Gulf Coast from Gal- 
veston. 


"Henley has confessed and admitted to 


knowing where at least 25 or 30 bodies 
are located and officers are en route to 
Sam Rayburn Reservoir with Henley to 
dig up more bodies," Porter said. "They 
plan to dig there all night." 


Police Inspector G. W. Womick of sub- 


urban Pasadena said the confessions of 
Henley and Brooks "are conflicting. We 
got hold of the end of the string — we're 
just rolling it in." 


Detective D. R. James said more bod- 


ies were expected to be unearthed in the 
Houston boat shed. "We think there are 
more. We think there may be as many as 
19 in there. We're going in there with a 
front-end loader and see." 


Henley led police to the boat shed 


Wednesday night, after saying he .flred 
five shots from a ,22-caliber pistol into 
Corll because the man threatened to kill 
him, a 15-year-old girl and another 20- 
year-old youth during the orgy at Corll's 
home. 


Henley told police Corll wanted him to 


sexually attack the girl while Corll at- 
tacked the youth. 


Senate unit sues Nixon to get tapes 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Tho Senate 


Watergate Committee sued 
President 


Nixon Thursday in an attempt to compel 
him to release his tape-recorded conver- 
sations with aides about Watergate-re- 
lated subjects. 


The complaint asked the U.S. District, 


Court here to issue an injunction order- 
ing Nixon to surrender tho tapes. 


After the suit was filed, three attorneys 


for the committee went to the Executive 
Office Building adjacent to the White 
House and served the court papers on 
three Nixon lawyers. 


The committee contended that Nixon 


lost whatever argument he had that the 
tapes were protected by executive privi- 
lege when he permitted his former chief 
of staff, H. R. Haldeman, to listen to 
some of them after he had left his offi- 
cial position and became just another 
private citizen. 


The same argument was made by spe- 


cial Watergate prosecutor Archibald Cox 
last week in his attempt to win posses- 
sion of the tapes to prepare criminal 
cases against potential defendants. 


Neither suit is expected to be settled 


until it reaches the Supreme Court Nix- 
on has promised to comply with the high 
court's ruling, even If It is that he must 
make tho tapes available. 


The next move in both cases Is the 


White House's. Normally the President 


might have up to 60 days to respond to 
the committee's request, but the panel 
also filed a motion asking the court to 
cut the waiting period to 20 days. 


The senate panel, suing Richard M. 


Nixon "Individually as President of the 
United States," argued that the tapes 
and other documents Nixon has refused 
to furnish "are vitally and immediately 
needed" if the committee is to fulfill its 
mandate from the Senate. 


It stressed that the tape-recorded con- 


versations concerned "allegedly criminal 
acts," not protected by the claim of ex- 
ecutive privilege. 


Former Supreme Court Justice Arthur 


Goldberg entered the debate over the 
tapes, suggesting that other ex-justices 
of the high court listen to them and de- 
cide which portions should be given to 
investigators. 


Nixon remained at Camp David, Md., 


where he was reported "making head- 
way" on the draft of his major address 
on the Watergate scandal. There was no 
decision on when it would be delivered 
on national television, but it's still ex- 
pected by the middle of next week. 


Vice-president Splro Agnew was taking 


"a couple of days off" at Palm Springs, 
Calif., after his office reported he re- 
ceived numerous telegrams and tele- 
phone calls of support for his ringing 
public rebuttal to allegations that he was 
involved in a kickback scheme with con- 


tractors in Maryland.

30 million handguns held 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Americans 


maintain a national arsenal of some 30 
million privately-owned handguns, and 
these should be outlawed by 1983, a fed- 
eral advisory commission recommended. 


A report entitled "A National Strategy 


to Reduce Crime" said; "Americans are 
accumulating handguns at a rate esti- 
mated at 1.8 million weapons a year. The 
national arsenal of privately owned 
handguns Is estimated to be as high as 30 
millions." 


The National Advisory Commission on 


Criminal Justice Standards and Goals, 
which issued the 318-page report, recom- 
mended that existing federal, state and 
local laws relating to handguns be stren- 
uously enforced. It further recommended 
that states undertake publicity cam- 
paigns to education the public fully about 
laws regulating the private possesion of 
handguns. 


The commission said the 1968 Federal 


Gun Control Act encourages states to 
enact their own legislation to control fire- 
arms, but that Congress and the states 
have been slow to act in this area. 


It urged enactment of state legislation 


providing a prison term of up to 25 years..

Rabbi Herman Is the first full-time 


I rabbi for the congregation, which serves 


tho area of Buffalo Grove, Wheeling, and 
Arlington Heights. 


Before his arrival Aug. 1, the congre- 


gation depended on guest rabbis and a 
student rabbi who commuted to the con- 
. grcgallon every two weeks from his Cin- 


cinnati college. 


As he begins his term of service in the 


one and one half-year-old congregation, 
Rabbi Herman says he expects his teach- 
ing role to be rather broadly defined. 


"Teaching means more than just deliv- 


ering a lot of lectures," he said. 


BECAUSE OF the youth of the congre- 


gation, he says ho expects much of his 
time will go Into directing educational 
activities. However, a lot of his time will 
also go into building up the congregation 
as a community, something which Rabbi 
Herman considers to bo of prime impor- 
tance. 


"My own approach is that if you're go- 


Ing to speak to the needs of people today 
especially young people, you've got to 
have the congregation be a community," 
he said. 


"A congregation should be a place 


where people can come and participate 
and belong and feel that in a sense it's a 
sort of a family," ho explained.

ing in various locations throughout the 
community. Tonight, for example, Rabbi 
Herman will conduct his first Sabbath 
service in Chamber Park, 231 Wolf Rd., 
Wheeling. 


The congregation may move into an 


existing facility sometime within the 
next few months. Until then, however, 
Rabbi Herman says he does not see the 
lack of a building as being a significant 
problem. 


"We're really not ready to build yet," 


he said. 


In fact, he says the youth of the con- 


gregation will probably be more of a 
strength than a problem. 


"Because It's a new congregation, 


people will probably be willing to try 
more new things," he said. 


"We're sort of finding our way right 


now," he said. 


As he begins serving the Temple Chai 


congregation, Rabbi Herman seems to be' 
receptive to following that way wherever 
It may go. 
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ing. Recent census figures show Chicago 
with 61 per cent of the county population 
and the suburbs with 39 per cent, al- 
though 66 per cent of board members are 
elected from the city. 


"Census projections show that the

bill. 


The board reversed its decision June 


IB, voting 8 to 6 to reject the proposal. 
Nine Chicago Democrats voted "no" and 
board Pres. George Dunne joined four 
Republicans in voting "yes." 


AT THE press conference, Fulle, who 


is seeking the chairmanship of the Cook 
County Republican organization, was 
asked why the board reversed its vote on 
reapportlonment. Fulle said he knew that 
"I was going to be torpedoed" when he 
saw Democrats huddled In the board 
room before the meeting. 


Fulle said after the June vote that he 


would file the suit. 


A Republican sixth vote could be key 


to important board finance decisions. A 
two-thirds vote Is required for approval.

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Smoke hurts 
nonsmokers 
more: doctor 


A long-lime spokesman In the cam- 


paign to got people to stop smoking sold 
yesterday nonsmokers ore more adverse- 
ly affected by clgarct smoke than are the 
smokers themselves. 


Dr. Harold Levine said nonsmokers 


are being physically abused when they 
come In contact with clgarct smoke and 
that society must adjust to this problem. 


In o humorous yet biting dissection of 


the relationship between smoking and 
health, Dr. Lcvlne told a gathering of 
science and environmental writers at a 
Chicago Lung Association briefing that 
society must devise ways to keep 
smokers and nonsmokers apart. 


"CIGARET SMOKE is more crippl- 


ing to the nonsmoker." Dr. Levino said. 
"Smoke coming off the clgaret Is worso 
for people in the room than the smoko 
going to the lungs of the smoker." 


Dr. Levine suggested the advent of 


nonsmoking areas In public buildings and 
elsewhere Just as on airplanes. 


Dr. Lcvlne Is chief of the pulmonary 


section at Veterans Administration Hos- 
pital In Hlncs, 111., and chairman of the 
Illinois Intcragcncy Council on Smoking 
and Disease, a coalition of 23 health 
agencies and organizations throughout 
the state. 


"Blowing smoko at you Is like spitting 


in your face," Dr. Levino said. Ho added 
that nonsmokers should take evasive ac- 
tion when they come Into contact with 
smokers. 


"I'm an asthmatic and at parties 


where the people are smoking I know 
that In 20 minutes I'll have an asthma 
attack." ho said. "Maybe I should carry 
around a water pistol to put out the 
smoke." 


DR. LEVINE called It "cultural In- 


sanity" that a largo percentage of Illi- 
nois hospitals sell cigarcts In cither ma- 
chines or commissaries and yet treat 
patients for such smoklng-related dis- 
eases as cancer and tuberculosis. 


Ho said there Is some optimism that 


public education programs concerning 
the dangers of smoking are working be- 
cause 30 million Americans have quit 
smoking. 


The lung association, formerly called 


the Tuberculosis Institute of Chicago and 
Cook County, sponsored the briefing at 
the Sheraton-Chicago Hotel. Several 
medical experts discussed the advances 
in treatment and prevention of cancer 
and 
tuberculosis. They stressed a 


stcppcd-up public education program Is 
needed to alert persons to pulmonary-re- 
lated diseases. 


They also agreed that while cases of 


tuberculosis are very common in the ur- 
ban city, suburban areas arc practically 
devoid of the problem because of the dif- 
ferent environmental factors and also be- 
cause of good local health care facilities.

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Herald editorial 
Compel builders 
to help schools 


Too often, crowded schools have 


been a natural consequence of 
m u s h r o o m i n g housing devel- 
opments in Northwest suburbs. 
The developer who builds barren 
land into a full-blown community 
within months creates tremendous 
demands pn already existing sub- 
urbs. 


To meet these demands, local 


.school districts have long pushed 
for "voluntary" contributions from 
builders In the form of land or cash 
or both. This has been necessary to 
accommodate the influx of chil- 
dren from new subdivisions by pro- 
viding schools with operating reve- 
nue until property taxes can be col- 
lected on the new homes. The ex- 
pense of such donations is passed 
on to the home buyer. 


Tho "voluntary" character of 


t h e s e agreements has forced 
school districts to rely on the build- 
er's Integrity and good faith for 
compliance. While there has been 
no legal obligation imposed on 
builders, there certainly has been a 
moral one for the special problems 
created by their major devel- 
opments. 


Unfortunately, too many devel- 


opers are reneging on their "volun- 
tary" commitments. School dis- 
tricts in Prospect Heights, Wheel- 
ing-Buffalo Grove and other North- 
west suburbs are experiencing in- 
creased difficulty in collecting the 
promised donations. 


The urgency of this situation has 


prompted a number of villages in 
recent months to consider some 
means to compel builders to make 
school donations in order to get lo- 
cal approval of their projects. 
Their model is the controversial 
Napcrvlllo ordinance which pro- 
vides a formula to compute the de- 
veloper's donation by multiplying 
tho number of children to be gener- 
ated by the project times a cash 
value per acre of improved land. 


This concept seems to us to be a 


fair way of enabling the schools to 
bridge the critical tax lag.• 


The Naperville ordinance is vig- 


orously opposed by home builders, 
however, and their challenge of its 
constitutionality has been pending 
in circuit court for nearly 11 
months. Since the expense of the 
donation is passed to the customer, 
the builders contend this repre- 
sents discriminatory "double tax- 
ation." They insist that adequate 
school facilities are the responsi- 
bility of the total community, not 
the newcomers. 


We disagree. It is our contention 


that no community can permit a 
developer to build hundreds of 
homes without any sort of provi- 
sion for the education of the people 
who buy them. It is wrong to as- 
sume that the solo burden of meet- 
ing the "newcomer" school de- 
mands should fall only on the 
shoulders of established taxpayers. 


In most cases, these new subdivi- 


sions affect areas where taxes 
have been pushed to record high 
levels, school districts have had to 
bond themselves to the hilt, and 
educational budgets already are 
squeezed. Since the new property 
docs not appear on the tax roll for 
12 to 18 months after the owner 
moves in and his children start go- 
ing to school, the added home cost 
takes the place of taxes and is not 
in addition to them. 


The existing practice of "volun- 


tary" donations has broken down; 
it needs to be clarified and estab- 
lished with a proper legal founda- 
tion. 


Hopefully, there soon may be a 


favorable court decision in the Na- 
perville case which will resolve the 
question of local ordinances. If not, 
this entire issue will have to com- 
mand a top priority from the Illi- 
nois legislature in its next session.

And then wo have our usual "apathetlcs" 
who as long as no issue unwraps them 
from their pseudo-security blanket don't 
give a damn as to how the other half 
lives or doesn't live. 


A house divided cannot stand, political 


issues notwithstanding. I'm sure both 
sides have regrets because of hasty ac- 
tions as well as decisions. 


Well, we have grown up, haven't we? 


Now. that the coals of Indignation have 
cooled somewhat, it is now time to think 
rationally Instead of emotionally. The 
scales of justice are always illustrated In 
an unbalanced position, perhaps to allow

The Herald is to be commended for 


publishing innumerable letters on the 
subject of abortion. In doing so it Is per- 
forming a valuable public service in the 
best tradition of responsible journalism 
for the matter of abortion may prove 
to be one of the most fundamental issues 
of human rights to confront the people 
of the United States. We must resolve it 
through calm and rational discussion. 


With that thought in mind, I would like 


to correct what I believe to be a dan- 
gerous oversight in the recent letter of • 
Ms. Barbara Heinrlch (Fence Post — 
August 6). Referring to the current pol- 
icy of the Northwest Community Hospital 
she 
writes 
that ."Women In the 


area ... are being forbidden rights that 
have been granted to them by the Su- 
preme Court of the United States." 


I am sure that on reflection Ms. 


Heinrlch will agree with me that the 
United States Supreme Court can no 
more "grant" human rights than the le- 
gal system of Nazi Germany could take 
them away. Rights are Inherent in the 
person and in our system the function of 
the United States Supreme Court with re- 
gard to them Is merely to declare what 
rights are recognized explicitly or impli- 
citly In the Constitution of the United 


States. On the issue of abortion specifi- 
cally a majority of the present Court has 
simply stated that under the Constitution 
as presently structured and Interpreted 
the human fetus, during an arbitrary pe- 
riod of time, is not recognized as a per- 
son and, therefore, has no personal 
rights. Consequently, during that period 
of time, It may be aborted without refer- 
ence to the laws of the several states. 


This is parallel to the decision of an 


earlier Court which ruled In the Drcd 
Scott case that a Negro was not recog- 
nized as a person In the Constitution and, 
therefore, could be moved like property 
from state to state without reference to 
the pro or anti-slavery laws of any state. 


Many millions of Americans agree 


with the abortion judgment of the pre- 
sent Court. A minority of the present 
Court and many other millions of Ameri- 
cans disagree with it. None of us, though, 
should fall Into the trap of thinking that 
the Court or any arm of society — even 
an overwhelming majority, for that mat- 
ter, can bestow or eradicate fundamental 
human rights. To do so imperils the free- 
dom we currently enjoy.

American warplanes will cease all at- 


tacks on Communist forces in Cambodia 
at midnight Wednesday, leaving the gov- 
ernment of President Lon Nol to defend 
itself without the U.S. air support which 
has played such a large role in the past 


This will mark the end of direct U.S.

military Intervention in Indochina — the 
final military act In a long and traumatic 
struggle with many of the aspects of a 
Greek tragedy. 


President Nixon did not ask Congress 


to extend its Aug. 15 deadline for the air 
attacks, obviously feeling he would not 
get approval. However, the President 
told Congress that its action setting the 
deadline risked "dangerous political con- 
sequences" in Indochina. 


THE PRESIDENT'S warning failed to 


move Congress or stir any appreciable 
support among the American public. It 
was taken as just one more expression of 
the "domino theory" used so often to jus- 
tify continued U.S. military activities in 
the area. 


The Immediate question posed by the 


end of the bombing Is whether Lon Nol's 
forces can hold Phonm Penh against the 
well-organized Communist elements, un- 
der the control and direction of Hanoi. 
Most American officials see little hope 
that the government forces could prevent 
fall of the capital In the face of a deter- 
mined Communist effort. 


But some officials doubt the Commu- 


nists really want to capture Phonm Penh 
and assume the responsibility for feeding 
and otherwise caring for the refugee- 
swollen city. 


Many American diplomatic officials 


believe that some members of the Lon 
Nol government and leaders of the op- 
posing forces will find a purely Cam- 
bodian solution of the sort which eludes 
Western logic. 


HOWEVER, THE consensus In In- 


formed quarters here Is that North Viet- 
nam probably holds the key to any long- 
term solution In Cambodia. 


The Cambodian Communists, esti- 


mated at 50,000 to 100,000, are a fairly 
effective force built around a group of 
Hanoi-trained leaders who are quite ef- 
ficient and also quite Independent of 
Prince Norodom Sihanouk, who was de- 
posed as chief of state more than three 
years ago. 


Experts here do not foreclose the possi- 


bility that Hanoi will use Sihanouk as a 
figurehead for their political alms In 
Cambodia, but there is no doubt here 
who would run the show. 


Whether Cambodia, under some coali- 


tion or otherwise, Is able to operate as an 
independent and sovereign nation may 
depend upon the pressure Peking Is able 
to bring to bear and the lure of promised 
reconstruction aid from Washington. 


CHINA IS believed very, opposed to 


any major expansion of North Vietnam's 
power into other parts of Southeast Asia 
and presumably will work for a relative- 
ly independent Cambodia. 


The United States Is dangling the pros- 


pect of more than $1 billion hi economic 
aid to North Vietnam over the next five 
years as an inducement to Hanoi to stop 
violating the cease-fire In Vietnam and to 
withdraw its troops from Laos and Cam- 
bodia. 


If all this comes about, Washington 


may have succeeded for the time being 
In delaying the completion of the revolu- 
tion which began In Southeast Asia SO 
years ago and shows few signs of having 
run Its course. (UPI)

Home building cutbacks predicted

NEW YORK — More large corpo- 


ration are becoming Interested In using 
public and educational television stations 
(or specialized advertising campaigns 
the commercial networks find difficult to 
handle. 


There are about 223 such stations In 


the country. They live off local contribu- 
tions, educational subsidies und the fed- 
eral government's annual appropriations 
for the Corporation for Public Broad- 
casting (CPU) which has grown from $5 
million In 1968 to $45 million In the cur- 
rent year. They also sell advertising 
time. 


Currently there is a controversy be- 


tween the CPB, which holds the purse- 
strings, and the Public Broadcasting Ser- 
vice (PBS), which does most of the pro- 
8 r a m m i n g. CPB Chairman Henry 
Loomls wants the PBS to refrain from 
national programs of n controversial na- 
ture. Most of the public and educational 
stations disagree and were getting some 
support from national advertisers In fi- 
nancing such programs. 


HECENTLY MS. JEHE Tognazzinl of 


KCET of Los Angeles, the country's third 
largest public TV station, mndo a cross- 
country trip to call on big corporations 
for help in financing programs for public 
and educational stations. 


Ms. Tognazzlnl visited such representa- 


tive corporations as Burlington Northern, 
Control Data. McDonnell-Douglas, Chrys- 
ler, Kroger, Eastman Kodak, Procter & 
Gamble. 


Among large advertisers already In 


public and educational TV on n substan- 
tial scale arc Mobil Oil, Polaroid, Ford, 
Scars Roebuck, Coca-Cola, General Tele- 


phone, General Foods, Exxon and Xerox. 


Ms. Tognazzinl told United Press Inter- 


national she ran into some interesting re- 
actions. "A number of executives, noting 
that public TV has a big audience among 
older and well-to-do persons, were inter- 
ested in exploring it as a vehicle for at- 
tracting investors," she said. 


She also said several companies, In- 


cluding American Telephone & Tele- 
graph and ZM Co., want to do programs 
on the approaching bicentennial of the 
Union on public TV. International Busi- 
ness Machines Is considering a series on 
arts and the humanities. Another com- 
pany wonts to stage "original plays of 
merit" on public TV. A food company 
wants to do a serial show covering the 
whole area of nutrition. 


STILL ANOTHER firm wants to do a 


big program about no-fault automobile 
Insurance. This firm said the com- 
mercial networks had been cool to this 
proposal, fearing It would lead to com- 
plications under the TV industry's Fair- 
ness Doctrine. 


However, Dr. James Loper, president 


of KCET and retiring president of Public 
Broadcasting Service, told UPI that the 
Fairness Doctrine Is not the main reason 
commercial networks resist the kind of 
programs the public and educational sta- 
tions are trying to sell. 


"The main reason Is that these cultural 


and public service programs simply 
can't command a big enough slice of the 
audience to fulfill the needs of com-, 
mcrclal TV," he sold. 


"And that's why there is a need for a 


public TV system living off contributions 
and subsidies as well as advertising rev- 
enue."

The -going is getting rough for home 


buyers In the market for a mortgage. 
And the money crunch may lead to long- 
er term cutbacks In area home builders' 
construction plans. 


Tight money conditions hurt the- Chi- 


cago area home building market in two 
ways, according to Robert Wlddicombe 
Jr., executive director of the Home 
Builders Association of Greater Chicago. 
"First, as money becomes more scarce 
and costly, ,the builder will decide as a 
purely business decision not to begin a 
new project," he said. 


"The next thing is that there will be no 


assurance that mortgage money will be 
available' to purchasers," Wlddicombe 
continued. "There is a negative cash 
flow In the savings and loan (&L) in 
dustry, and when this happens, the inter- 
est rate goes as high as the usury celling 
will allow." 


THIS IS WHERE the potential home 


buyer encounters a third problem. The 
usury ceiling in Illinois is 8 per cent. The 
fact that S&L's already moved up to the 
7.9 per cent rate is old news. 


This means that lenders must be fi- 


nicky In their choice of customers, Wid- 
dlcombe said. A larger down payment 
may be required, or some associations 
may give preferential service to old cus- 
tomers. 


"Money Is like meat," builder Ed Zale 


added. He's a partner in the Arlington 
Heights-based Zale Construction Co. 
"When the law says you can't raise the 
prices," Zale said, "then the money goes 
to other parts of the country." This trend 
occurred during the 1969-1970 mortgage 
squeeze, when dollars were drained out 
of Illinois. 


Already, the S to 10 per cent down pay- 


ment mortgages have been eliminated in 
this area, says Zale, "and In two to six 


months, this could stop building." 


An answer to this crunch would be to 


enact a bill lifting the usury ceiling In 
I l l i n o i s , Zale said. "Unfortunately 
there's nothing being done on this," be 
said. 


This looks bad, Zale said, when a fi- 


nancial institute gets the go-ahead to 
charge more money for loans. "But it's a 
matter of trying to make the money 
available, he added. 


"The home mortgage situation is very 


bad," said Arlington Heights banker 
Douglas Dodds. He Is president of First 
Arlington National Bank. The demand is 
high, but lenders must earn more than 8 
per cent for their commitments else- 
where, he said. 


The prime rate pushed up to 9 per cent 


early this week, the llth Increase this 
year. This Is only one Indicator of the 
rates paid out to banks, Dodds com- 
mented.

Food freezer can pay off 
for the small family, too

Question: "I've hrnrd that n freezer 


pay* off with a large family because of 
the larger quantities of food stored and 
mwt. I Mould dearly love the can- 
Tenlcncc afforded by a freezer. But, only 
my husband and I are at Jiome now. Ii a 
freezer at alt practical for a small fami- 
ly?" 


Answer: Surprisingly enough, a freezer 


makes more sense for a couple, even a 
single, than for many large families — 
but for different reasons. 


Foods to be stored longer than a day 


really ought to be frozen rather than 
simply refrigerated. When you cooft a 
stew or soup, cook enough for several 
meals and freeze all that Is not eaten the 
first meal. Unless you can freeze meals 
for later use, you may buy only small 
amounts of meat. 


Freeze leftovers for quick meal days 


later to add variety. Thus, you can cook 
In economical quantities and 
freeze 


meals to be eaten later. Also, you can 
freeze half a loaf of bread that otherwise 
might go stalo before two could eat It. A 
rule for small families — keep a freezer 
full and n refrigerator empty to avoid 
leftover waste. 


Question: "With summer travel pick- 


Ing up, we've hail trouble finding rooms 
available. Now, we're thinking of taking 
another trip. What about these free num- 
ber* you can call'tor reservations? Do 
they renlly work?" 


Answer: Telephone reservations sys- 


tems were originally started by hotel and 
car rental agencies as a service for trav- 
el agents. Lately, most of the big chains, 
like Holiday Inn, Sheraton. Quality Mo- 
tels, and Travel-Lodge, have opened 
these cross-country reservation lines to 
everybody. Look In your Sunday travel 
section or one of the magazines with 
travel advertising. You'll find a number 
beginning with Area Code 800 — followed 
by a seven-digit number. 


You can contact national reservation 


services free — even your dime Is re- 
turned after dialing. Reservations will 
normally be held until 6:00 p.m. unless 
you pay ahead for the night. If you plan 
n late arrival, find a unit of the chain 
locally and pay them. They will contact 
the motel and guarantee your reserva- 
tion. 


If you should be delayed, use the free 


800-numbcr to cancel or your deposit will 
bo forfeited. Since the 800-numbcrs arc 
free, you may as well use them to plan 
stop-overs. 


Question: "Sly homeowner's Insurance 


calif for keeping coverage at least equal 
to SO per crnt of the 'replacement value.' 
Exactly what Is this and how ilo I figure 
It?" 


Answer: Replacement cost Is how 


much you would pay to replace your 
dwelling If It should be totally destroyed 
by fire, windstorm, or other physical 
damage. It is not the price you paid for ' 
your house. 


First, you can separate out the value 


of the land, as It would not be destroyed 
In a fire. Grading, driveway, and cost of 
replacing underground Installations, such 
as sewer and water piping, can also be 
deducted from house price. A fire might 
damage concrete foundations, but parts 
could be used In most coses. 


Any of three methods can be used to' 


estimate replacement cost — (1) Multi- 
ply original dwelling cost by an Inflation 
factor. Replacement of a house built la 
1968 would cost about SO per cent more 
today. Factors for different years can be 
obtained from an FHA office or builder. 
(2) Hire a reputable builder to estimate 
the replacement cost. Expect to pay a 


fee for this cost appraisal. (3) Multiply 
the square feet of living space In your 
house by a current cost per square foot 
of comparable construction. 


Question: "For estate valuation pur- 


poses Is the bid or asked price used when 
open end mutual fund shares carry a 
load charge? Are mutual fund shares 
valued like stock with the commission 
out?" 


Answer: Until recently the IRS valued 


mutual fund shares at the asked price 
for estate and gift tax evaluations. The 
nskcd price Includes the load charge you 
refer to. If an owner of mutual fund 
shares tried to sell, ho would get only the 
bid price.

American families spent more and sav- 


ed less during 1972, the United States 
Savings and Loan League reported this 
week. 


In its newly issued 1973 savings and 


loan fact book, the league, principal 
trade organization for the nation's sav- 
ings and loon business, said that the 
American public saved $54.8 billion dur- 
ing last year, a drop of 10 per cent from 
the $60.9 billion of 1971. 


"This contraction from one year to the 


next occurred only three times In the 
decade of the '60s," the fact book stated. 
"The rate of saving also dropped, mov- 
ing down from 8.2 per cent of disposable 
personal Income In 1971 to 6.9 per cent in 
1972." 


The fact book pointed out that figures 


on personal Income, expenditures and 
savings are published quarterly by the 
Department of Commerce. It also said 
that although these figures are widely 
published, they are not widely under- 
stood. 


Personal savings is a residual figure, 


the book explained It represents the af- 
ter-tax income of individuals and fami- 
lies, less expenditures. This figure, how- 
ever, docs not show realistically the total 
personal funds available for Investment, 


"FIRST." the fact book sold, "the 


amount of money available to a family 
for spending or saving Includes not only 
Its current Income, but also the increase 
in credit available to it. The family may 
acquire goods and services, or financial 
assets such as stocks or bonds, through 
the use of credit rather than by making 
cash outlays. Furthermore, the Individ- 
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ual or family can make cash ex- 
penditures to reduce debt, which In real- 
ity Is a form of savings." 
l 


The average American household has 


an incredible array of alternatives for 
savings, the fact book said, it first must 
choose between tangible and financial as- 
sets. Financial assets can be deposited 
in a financial Intermediary such as sav- 
ings and loan association, a savings 
bank, a commercial bank or a credit 
union. 


The household can buy life insurance 


or build up a retirement plan. It can also 
buy direct market instruments, a broad 
range of investments including such di- 
verse holdings as savings bonds and cor- 
porate stocks. 


The league publication pointed out that 


household savings is a very volatile mar- 
ket and can change quickly with shifts in 
public attitude. 


For Instance, In 1966 and 1969 there 


were dramatic shifts from depository in- 
stitutions into direct market instruments. 
In 1971 and 1972 there was a great surge 
toward deposits in financial Institutions 
and a great movement away from direct 
market instruments. 


In 1971 households added $73.6 billion 


to their savings deposits, and cut their 
direct market Investments by $16.8 bil- 
lion. 


In 1972 financial Institutions received 


$79 billion of household savings, while the 
Increase In holdings of direct market in- 
struments was less than $1 billion.

This meant 
the S&L's must compete for high priced 
savings dollar while they are limited on 
their rate of return for mortgages. 


As savings flowed out of the thrift as- 


sociation, some of the institutions cur- 
tailed lending and upgraded their mort- 
gage loan requirements. 


The Chicago Area Council of Savings 


Associations reported that Cook County 
S&L's were also hit by these outflows. 
The estimated $85 million outflow for the 
month of July at about 200 S&L's in Cook 
County Is probably the second largest 
outflow on record. The J121 million 
record outflow was reported in January, 
1970. 


"I don't know if many associations are 


lending out money right now," said 
James Holmes, executive director of the 
association. The institutions probably try 
to take care of previous commitments, 
then their regular customers. Holmes 
conceded there are rumors that the state 
usury celling may be challenged. 
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Blood drought back again 


Once again there Is a blood shortage in the Northwest sub- 


urbs and a blood bank official said yesterday it could get 
uone If more people do not donate. 


Blood wppllcs at the North Suburban Blood Center In Glen- 


view arc 30 per cent below normal, according to Joel John- 
son, the center's blood donor recruiter. The center1 provides 
processed blood for its 11 members hospitals including North- 
west Community in Arlington Heights, Alcxlan Brothers Med- 
leal Center in Elk Grove Village and Holy Family Hospital in 
DCS Plalncs. 


JOHNSON said that if the center docs not get more blood in 


the next five days, critical operations at the hospitals will 
have to be postponed. 


This is already happening in the southern suburbs, he said, 


where the shortage is critical. The North Suburban Blood 
Bank started feeling the shortage Monday, he said. 


The blood center has asked hospital employes to donate 


blood as soon as possible. "That's a measure we use as a last 
resort," Johnson said. The hospitals ore also calling up their 
regular donors. 


Lutheran General Hospital In Park Ridge, not a blood bank 


member. Is also feeling the shortage. "We're in short supply 
and calling up our regular donors," said a spokesman. No 
operations have been postponed. 


"A summer blood shortage Is pretty much an annual 


event," Johnson sold. "People are much more leisure-di- 
rected and simply forget their responsibility. Also many blood 
agencies, although not here, have a lot of people taking vaca- 
tions now and do not draw much blood. We are feeling it 
because we are all In this together." While the center pro- 
vides blood to non-member hospitals, needs of the members 


have top priority, Johnson added. 


TO MAKE the snortage worse, Johnson said, summer is 


"the Injury season" and more blood Is required. Also contrib- 
uting to the problem is a law which went into effect July 1 
that prohibits paying blood donors. Previously about 45 per 
cent of the blood supply was obtained from paid donors. 


"The 4-per cent blood plans have been our mainstay," 


Johnson said, referring to cooperative blood plans offered by 
the blood bank to municipalities. The 4-per cent plan, which 
requires 4-per cent of the population to donate blood to insure 
the blood needs of the entire village, have been adopted by 
Elk Grove Village, Mount Prospect, Buffalo Grove, Hoffman 
Estates, Arlington Heights and Des Plalnes. 


Johnson is urging people to call their local hospitals to find 


out if they are eligible to give blood. He said a person can 
give a pint of blood every eight weeks. 


"We won't call off any operations if the public responds," 


Johnson said. If a donor does not choose to participate In the 
specific blood program of the town in which he lives, he still 
receives coverage for his spouse and children up nge 25. 


TO DONATE blood, you must first make an appointment. 


Times for donations are as follows: Alexlan Brothers, every 
other Saturday, 9 a.m. to noon, second and fourth Thursday 
of the month, 7 p.m. to 9 p.m.; Northwest Community, Tues- 
day, Thursday, 8 a.m. to 11:30 a.m.; Holy Family, Monday, 
6:30 p.m.; Lutheran General, Monday, Wednesday, Friday, 
Saturday, 7:30 a.m. to 2:30 p.m.; Tuesday, Thursday, 7:30 
a.m. to 7:30 p.m.

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Social science students 'turned off 
Oakton prof finds Watergate 
becoming like a 'soap opera' 


by KATHERINE BOYCE 


Students arc "turned off" to Water- 


gale, according to a summer school In- 
structor at Oakton Community College. 


Thomas Conway, teacher of "The Indl- 


vldual In Modern Society," an In- 
troductory course In social science, said 
his students think "politics Is boring." 


The Watergate hearings, with their 


charges and counter charges, arc "be- 
coming more like a soap opera," said 
Conway. The hearings should be ab- 
ridged, ho said, to sort out "all the 
trivia." 


MAKING WATERGATE and otho cur- 


rent events Interesting and relevant to 
the student Is the purpose of Conway's 
course. 


"Every Individual lives In this society. 


He's born Into It, he's trapped Into it," 
said Conway, and he must accept Its po- 
litical systcm.famlly structure and econ- 
omy. Understanding current events and 
how they affect the Individual Is impor- 
tant In "getting along," he sild, whether 
the Issue Is food prices, welfare, divorce, 
or Watergate. 


Students use theories from many social 


sciences such as economics, political sci- 
ence, history and psychology to analyze 
current events. 


In discussing Watergate, students use 


psychology to look at their own per- 
ception of the hearings, as told through 
the media, word of mouth, and testimony 


by the witnesses. 


ISSUES RAISED during the Watergate 


hearings, boll down to "a matter of pub- 
lic confidence," Conway said. Unlike 
most political systems "our political sys- 
tem doesn't depend on authority as much 
as It depends on public confidence." he 
said. The American Revolution spawned 
a new Idea of authority, he said, which 
lies not with government leaders, but 
with the people who delegate authority to 
public officials who earn public con- 
fidence. 


The system has Its problems, said Con- 


way. Public officials are elected for a 
term and usually hold that office even If 
they lose the public's confidence. Stu- 
dents discuss some solutions to that prob- 
lem In class. 


Also at Issue In the Watergate hearings 


is the political question of the rights of 
the President and Congress, Conway 
said. He asks students, "Is the power of 
the executive branch too great?" 


There arc good arguments on both 


sides, said Conway, and none of the 
branches of government are without 
their faults. The last time Congress ac- 
cused a President, it was President An- 
drew Johnson who was Impeached 
"strictly on the grounds of vlndlctlveness 
and hate," he' said. "Congress has 
abused Its privileges, too. Would you 
have any more trust In them than In the 
executive branch?" he asks. 


10 million by the year 2020? 


The population In the six Illinois coun- 


ties that make up metropolitan Chicago 
will total 10,563.000 In the year 2020, the 
planning committee of the Northeastern 
Illinois Planning Commission (NIPC) 
said Wednesday. 


The committee came up with the popu- 


lation figures based on an overall projec- 
tion of 11.5 million people for the entire 
Chicago-Gary region by that year. 


The six-county population projection Is 


the newest step In development of a de- 
tailed population projections broken 
down by township and even smaller 
areas. 


NIPC assistant director Larry Christ- 


mas (old NIPC commissioners that the 
commission might revise Its figures at n 
Inter date If local or county officials 
think the projection is too low. 


The population forcast for the six coun- 


ty region Is lower by one million than the 
NIPC forcast made In 10G4 based on the 
1060 census. 


The newest forecast, based on the 1(170 


census, includes assumptions of a fertil- 
ity rate of 2.1 children born to the aver- 
age woman In her lifetime, a slight In- 
crease In life expectancy, and n constant 


number of white residents leaving the re- 
gion last decade. 


NIPC Is required to complete a de- 


tailed local breakdown on the population 
forecast by June 30, 1975, In order to 
keep the region certified to receive feder- 
al matching grants for new highways, 
park land, sewage plants and other pub- 
lic Investments. 


NIPC staff members will next begin to 


contact county planning agencies in an 
attempt to localize the population projec- 
tions down to n county level. 


IN ALL DISCUSSIONS, Conway tells 


students not to believe the first thing 
they hear but to keep an open mind and 
make a rational conclusion. "Faying too 
much attention to Sam Ervin is just as 
stupid as paying too much attention to 
Nixon," he said. 


Conway, those specialty Is history, said 


studying, events in the past is a big part 
of understanding what is going on today. 


"That's why history has always been 


taught," Conway said, "That's the only 
way you can make history come alive, 
by showing how much of the present Is 
similar to the past." 


For Instance, said Conway, Daniel 


Ellsberg and Benjamin Franklin got 
themselves In the same kind of trouble 
but about 200 years apart. Ellsberg is the 
man accused of stealing the Pentagon 
papers from government files and turn- 
ing them over to the New York Times. 
Franklin was fired as Great Brltian's 
Postmaster General, said Conway, when 
he removed letters of public officials 
from the mail and published them. 


"History Is pretty dull If you don't 


make these connections, said Conway, 
and hopefully it will help leaders of the 
present "Keep from making the same 
mistakes over again." 


"Individual in Modern Society," is also 


offered by Oakton during the school year 
with class' sections taught by Conway 
and other social science teachers. About 
20 students are enrolled In the course 
this summer. 


BECAUSE THE course offers a taste 


of all the social sciences, "It's like walk- 
ing through a supermarket, there is 
something that is bound to interest you," 
Conway said. The course Is particularly 
helpful to new students who have not de- 
cided on a field of study, he said. 


As a text, Conway relies heavily on 


newspaper clippings. "It's a terrific way 
of introducing politics," because the 
journalist is "the middle man," analyz- 
ing; the events and making them diges- 
tible to the layman, he said. Newspapers 
"get the message across," which is bet- 
ter than "letting It rust away in librar- 
ies," Conway said.

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Shelby Lyman on Chess 
|Yoiing Russian Karpov may challenge Bobby Fischer 


I History docs not often give a man an 
• opportunity to record 
a superlative 


achievement even once. But It seems 
that Bobby Fischer may have his second 
chance for greatness In 1975. 
• It Is not unlikely that the winner of the 
Candidates Matches next year and new 
challenger will be the remarkable young 
Russian, Anatolc Karpov. With a matur- 
ity of style and toughness rarely found 
even among older grandmasters, the 22- 
year-old Karpov Improves from tourna- 
'mcnt lo tournament at an unbelievable 
rale. Ills 12'a-l'i score In the Leningrad 
Intcrzonals compares favorably with Fis- 
cher's own performance In the equally 
difficult Palma dc Mallorca tournament 
In 1971. (Fischer was then 28 years old.) 


Supported by the state and trained by 


masters since elementary school, Karpov 
• Is probably a belter player than Fischer 
.was at a comparable age, If for no other 
! reason than that living in the Soviet 
; Union, he has had more opportunity to 
face the world's best players. In fact It Is 
•rumored that he defeated Boris Spassky 
.In a training match before "Reykjavik 
:i»72." 
; Described by Robert Byrne (current 
U.S. Champion) as possessing a "boa- 
constrictor" style, Karpov Is steady 
.when play Is difficult and relentless when 
he has the advanatage. iW 
, THE HOPELESSNESSthd gloom that 
•fell over Soviet chess when defeat 
'scorned Inevitable in Iceland was not un- 
motlvated. Fischer was not 'terribly au- 
dacious to prophesy a 30-year reign as 
champion for himself before the match 
was completed. For his pronunclamcnto 
only echoed a commonly held opinion of 
that moment. 


Why not? Spassky had seemed head 


and shoulders above his contemporaries 
and Fischer wan beating him with ease. 
Karpov was at best a slight hope of the 
future. Even the Russian grandmasters 
had been modest In their praise of him. 


But all that was before Karpov made 


his recent surge. This new dcmi-urgo has 
guaranteed that world chess will not de- 
generate Into a "ho-hum Fischer wins 
again" situation. Such was the cane on 
the American scene when Fischer be- 
came U.S. champion and destroyed all 
opposition. There was no competition; 
the only spectacle was Fischer himself. 


Is Bobby Fbhcr likely lo bo In- 


timidated by this unexpected flowering 
of a substantial opponent? not probably. 
The very qualities that got him through 
his earlier matches should serve him 
well now. 


He has already shown his strength by 


giving no quarter to Spassky, whom he 
had never beaten before. In fact he was 
two points down In the match before he 
started lo win. Whatever Karpov's ex- 
ceptional qualities, Bobby Fischer Is the 
personage extraordinaire of contempo- 
rary chess. Karpov, If he becomes 
challenger will have to show his ability 
to withstand the pressure of playing Fis- 
cher. 


Bobby Is lucky that he may have to 


win the world championship a second 
lime rather than merely demonstrate on 
already demonstrated superiority. If 
Karpov qualified, Bobby will probably be 
eager to play him and beat him.

That's Fischer's price to defend chess title 


PASADENA, Calif. (UPI) - World chess champion Bobby 


Fischer, contrary to rumor, is still actively studying and 
playing his game — and he has definite plans to defend his 
title by 1975. 


In fact, associates say, If the terms arc right, the 30-year- 


old Fischer Is ready right now to defend he title he won last 
year from Russia's Boris Spassky. 


The terms arc simple: One million dollars. 
Other than the news conference he held last December and 


a few scattered guest appearances on television, Fischer has 
led a very private life since he won the title and he has 
consistently refused to talk to the news media. 


BUT INTERVIEWS with his associates and his attorney 


discounted rumors that the Spassky match at Reykjavik, Ice- 
land, had so affected him that he was ready to retire from 
International chess competition. 


"He works on It all the time and does a lot of studying," 


said one chess associate. "That Is his I uslness and there's no 
truth to any rumors that he might retire." 


Fischer's attorney, Stanley R. Rader, was equally firm. 
"The rumors about him retiring are completely groundless 


and are being circulated by people who have not seen him or 
spoken to him and are in no position to judge him," Rader 
said. 


Actually, Radar said negotiations are under way for Fis- 


cher to defend his title against Spassky. "We're very close" 
to an agreement, he said. 


But the terms of any rematch are sUff. 


FIRST OF ALL, Rader said, Fischer wants $1 million plus 


an "equitable division" of such ancillary rights as television. 


Other conditions are that Spassky wants to meet Fischer, 


that Russia would allow a Fischer-Spassky rematch and that 
the International Chess Federation would sanction a re- 
match. 


UNDER FEDERATION rules, Spassky is not automatically 


entitled to a rematch and must qualify through a round of 
eight as Fischer did before last year's championship match. 


"Notwithstanding the rules," Rader said, "we have been 


working toward giving Spassky a rematch. But there might 
be some resentment in chess circles if a rematch was held 
without qualifying. 


"If we can work out the arrangements, then he'll defend," 


Rader said. "I know he will defend by 1975." 


UNDER FEDERATION rules, Fischer has to defend his 


title within three years, or by 1975. 


At his news conference in December, Fischer said in theory 


he thought he could keep the championship for the rest of his 
life and Rader confirmed that he still feels he can and so has 
not been in any hurry to capitalize on his title with com- 
mercial endorsements. 


VHe Intends to be champion the rest of his life so any 


commercial endorsements would have to be long-term," Ra- 
der said. 


Meanwhile, Fischer, whose entire life has centered around 


chess since his sister gave him a chess set when he was 6 
years old, is resting and studying in his apartment, ready 
anytime to prove again that he is the best there is.

Follow this expert advice 
and reap fishing rewards 


There's more to catching fish than 


merely getting bites, or strikes. The fish 
must bo hooked right, played right, and, 
finally, landed right. 


Tho first step to hooking a fish per- 


opcrly Is being sure the hook Is needle- 
sharp. Always sharpen hooks carefully 
before fishing, using a hone or small flic. 
Piles arc best for sharpening large 
hooks, such as those used In muskle and 
saltwater fishing, and hones arc best for 
pointing up small hooks. 


In sharpening hooks stroke the flic or 


hone from the barb to the point of tha 
hook, and never stroke from the hook 
point back towards the barb. Some fish- 
ermen mistakenly hone hooks that way, 
but doing It against the point actually 
dulls rather than sharping a hook. 


Actually, It isn't easy to hook flih. A 


fish Is seldom hooked solidly unless the 
angler "sets" the hooks fast and hard! 


Keep your rod tip low and close to the 


water. When a fish hits, strike back, to 
"set" the hooks, by whipping the rod 
sharply upwards. Be careful to keep 
slack out of the line as much as possible. 
The more line out, Incidentally, the more 
difficult It Is to sink the hooks Into a 
fish's jaw. 


Hit back at a striking fish just as hard 


as you can. The rod and the lino will 
take up much of the shock, and nothing 
will break. 


With certain species of fish It's well to 


"srt" the hooks - that Is, "strike" the 
fish — several times, not just once. 


When flghlntlng or "playing" a hooked 


fish the rod should be held almost verti- 
cally most of the time. The rod should be

'Dear Dr. Lamb — Can a person Ret an 
oVersupply of protein and Is it harmful? 
'.Dear Header — That Is debatable. 
AJany of our food sources don't contain 
just protein, but often the high protein, 
foods contain fats and other food ele- 
ments. To Illustrate, half the calorics In 
ordinary whole milk, which Is often 
called a high protein food, are from fat. 
It uould be just as appropriate to call 
whole milk a high fat food as It would be 
to call It a high protein food. The same 
can be said for lots of meat, poultry and 
cVcn some fish. 
"There are some people who need to 
limit their proteins, particularly if they 
have medical problems such as gout or 
kidney disease. Otherwise, within reason- 
able amounts, excess Intake of protein 
beyond the dally requirements really 
Isn't harmful. If you take more protein 
than the body needs, to either grow new 
(Usucs or replace old ones, It Is simply 
converted by the body to glucose and 
ntay be metabolized as any other sugar 
or the sugar from the protein can be con- 
verted to fat and stored. 


Stony people don't realize that the 


Mdy has the capacity to convert proteins 
to: sugar. The liver Is the great metabolic 
thermostat. Part of the fat molecule 
(glyccrot) can be converted to sugar, 
and sugar can be converted to fat. With- 
la colls, sugar, fat and other chemicals 
can be combined with the nitrogen 
stripped off amlno acids to build new 
nmlno acids and finally new proteins. 
Our bodies arc pretty miraculous ma- 
chines, and they have a superb mecha- 
nism to convert the different foods wo 
cat Into what the body needs for build- 
Ing, or Into energy, or Into energy depos- 
its, which arc fat.

Dear Reader — I can well Imagine 


your distress! No, I did not say that all 
meats cause cancer, and I do not believe 
that they do. Your son has mis- 
interpreted my remarks about cured 
meats. This Is the controversy over the 
use of nitrates, which are used In cold 
cuts and cured hams to protect against 
the growth of germs that cause botulism. 
There's a possibility that If you use too 
much of these preservatives, they may 
Increase the likelihood of cancer. This Is 
a raging controversy which has not even 
been resolved between scientists. 


These remarks arc limited to cured 


meats. It has nothing to do with normal 
lean beef or raw pork, which has not 
been cured, mutton or other meats. 


I don't think there's any evidence 


about meat and cancer which justifies a 
person refusing to eat beef In roasts, 
stews, hamburgers, or pork chops, or 
mutton. The controversy Involves only 
the cured meats. 


In view of the high prices of meats to- 


day, perhaps your son's Idoa Isn't so bad 
at that.

PROVIDENCE, R.I. (UPI) - Since 


she was 4, Judy Lorenzo has been par- 
tially paralyzed. 


The paralysis began following a seiz- 


ure and doctors told her parents there 
was no hope for recovery. 


But her father, Providence City Coun- 


cilman Jerry Lorenzo, refused to give 
up. After hearing Increased publicity giv- 
en to the ancient Chinese method of acu- 
puncture, Lorenzo decided to take his 
daughter to Silver Spring, Md., for treat- 
ment at an acupuncture clinic operated 
by Dr. Myung E. Bae. 


JUDY. NOW 23, has begun to respond 


favorably following two weeks of treat- 
ment earlier this year. She can now open 
one eye and her once distorted mouth 
has straightened. 


"When someone you love Is considered 


a medical reject, that puts you in what 
could be called a sea of despair," said 
Lorenzo. "I have seen with my own eyes 
what acupuncture can do." 


Lorenzo, 46, has been the moving force 


behind a program to set up an acu- 
puncture clinic to Rhode Island. He says 
Dr. Bae has agreed to operate the new 
facility in Providence and they hope to 
have it open to a few weeks. 


"Dr. Bae will work alone for the first 


week or so, then he may send for one of 
his students, said Lorenzo. 


"After the clinic Is set up, I'm going to 


write Sen. (Claiborne) Pell and ask for a 
federal grant," he said. "They are avail- 
able from the National Institute of 
Health, according to the information I 
have." 


He said federal money Is available for 


acupuncture clinics operated by licensed 
doctors who agree to keep books accord- 
tog to federal standards. 


THERE HAS BEEN opposition, how- 


ever. 


Dr. Joseph E. Cannon, director of the 


Rhode Isalnd Department of Health, said 
the practice would be illegal in the state. 
But the state licensing board has in- 


formed Lorenzo that It would be legal so 
long as the practice is done by a doctor 
licensed to the state. 


"For Doctor Cannon or any other med- 


ical doctor to tell me it does not work, or 
it is illegal, is wrong," said Lorenzo. 


ANOTHER PROBLEM. Lorenzo said, 


was that some officials wanted the clinic 
set up at Brown University. "But if It is 
set up there," he said, "it will be limited 
to only 30 or 40 patients. The clinic I am 


trying to set up I have no doubt would be 
able to handle as many people as need 
treatment" 


The councilman added that he doesn't 


believe to making a profit the way other 
clinics to Connecticut and Massachusetts 
do. 


"The way it looks now," he said, 


"we'll have to charge for the treatments 
until we get the federal grant But It will 
only be for operating expenses."

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Orthodoxy, Rome split traced to Pope 


by LOUIS CASSELS 


There are six million Christians In 


America who are neither Catholic fish 
nor Protestant fowl, and they'd thank 
you to remember that. 


They are members of 20 Eastern Or- 


thodox denominations transplanted to 
America by Immigrants from Greece, 
Russia, Romania, Bulgaria, Armenia, 
Serbia and other lands of Eastern Eu- 
rope and the near East where this an* 
clcnt family of churches has always been 
the dominant expression of Christianity. 


The Eastern churches, whose chief 


bishop was the Patriarch of Con- 
stantinople, parted company with West- 
ern Christendom, whose chief bishop was 
the Pope of Rome, In "The Great 
Schism" of 1054. 


THE PRIMARY Issue leading to their 


separation was Rome's assertion of pap- 
al supremacy over the entire Christian 
world, which the Eastern churches were 
not prepared then, and arc not prepared 
now, to acknowledge. 


It Irks the Orthodox to hear someone 


refer to Orthodoxy as "splitting off" 
from Rome. In Orthodox eyes, it was the 
other way around: they didn't leave 
Rome, Rome left them. To the true belie- 
ver, Orthodoxy Is the one, true, original 
Christian church. 


Orthodox Christians cite both Biblical 


and historical evidence that Christianity 
was born at the eastern end of tho Medi- 
terranean. Until It obtained a toehold in 
the Imperial capital of Rome, most of Its 
apostolic activity was concentrated In 
that area. Jcrusulcm, Antloch, Corinth 
and Alexandria were great centers of 
Christian worship long before the Roman 
church emerged from the catacombs. 


In recent years, Pope Paul VI and the 


Patriarch of Constantinople have met to 
exchange "tho kiss of peace" and other 
gestures Intended to symbolize a mutual 
spirit of good will between the long-es- 
tranged communions. But any chance of 
their reuniting seems remote, at best. 


THERE IS a somewhat better chance 


of uniting most Orthodox bodies In this 
country in a single "Orthodox Church of 
America." But even that long-discussed 
project Is hampered by the complexities 


of cold war politics. In several Instances, 
there are two Orthodox bodies represent- 
ing Americans of the same national de- 
scent — for example, two Russian 
groups, two Armenian groups, two Ukra- 
inian groups. 


One of each pair maintains ties with Its 


historic mother church In the homeland; 
the other eschews such relations on 
grounds the mother church, like the 
homeland, is under Communist domina- 
tion. 


Largest and strongest Orthodox body 


In the Western Hemisphere is the Greek 
Orthodox Archdiocese of North and South 
America, which has some two million 
members In the United States. Many of 
the Smaller Orthodox denominations 
have fewer than 100,000 members. 


ALTHOUGH THEY remain poles apart 


on the Issue of papal authority, Eastern 
Orthodoxy and Roman Catholicism close- 
ly resemble each other in doctrine. The 
Orthodox Eucharist, known as "The Di- 
vine Eucharist, known as "The Divine 
Liturgy," Is fundamentally similar to the 
Roman Mass. The most conspicuous dif- 
ference to a visitor at any rate Is that 
the Orthodox service runs much longer, 
sometimes as long as three hours, much 
of which Is spent standing. 


Anticipating modern psychology by 


centuries, Orthodox churches have long 
proceeded on the premise that worship 
should Involve all the senses. To encour- 
age Immersion of the whole person In an 
a t m o s p h e r e of devotion, Orthodox 
churches strive for visual beauty through 
spectacular mosaics on ceilings and 
walls and through richly colored paint- 
Ings of Christ, the Virgin Mary and the 
Saints. 


The latter are called "Ikons" and 


many Orthodox Christians keep them in 
their homes to assist In focusing their 
minds on godly matters when they en- 
gage in private prayer. 


Incense and music — Including the 


singing of chanting of most of the liturgy 
by priest and choir — are other mea- 
sures by which total involvement of the 
senses in worship Is encouraged. 


A L T H O U G H GREEK historically 


played the same role In Orthodox wor- 


Founding fathers win new respect 


One constructive result of the Water- 


gate affair could be a renewed respect 
among the American people for tho 
wisdom of their Founding Fathers. 


Tho men who wrote tho U.S. Con- 


stitution decreed that church and state 
should remain forever separate. In a 
deliberate break with the British sys- 
tem under which the monarch also is 
head of tho church, the architects of 
Iho American way sought to draw a 
clear lino of demarcation between po- 
litical power and spiritual leadership. 


Unfortunately, this concept, which 


seemed so Important to men like Jef- 
ferson and Madison, has never really 
grasped the popular Imagination. 


THROUGHOUT OUR nation's his- 


tory, beginning with George Washing- 
ton, Americans have had a tendency to 
expect their presidents to be more than 
chief executives of the government. 
They have sought to make their presi- 
dents serve also as High Priests, per- 
sonal embodiments and symbols of the 
nation's ethical Ideals and aspirations. 


A very few presidents — Abraham 


Lincoln Is one who comes readily to 
mind — have had the extraordinary 
combination of attributes necessary to 
fulfill this dual role. 


But very often the cherished national 


myth of presldcnt-os-high-prlcst has 
come Into harsh conflict with tho fact 
that most presidents are merely suc- 
cessful politicians who have clawed 
their way to tho top by compromise, 
expedience, ruthlessness or luck. 


A not-lnslgnlflcant number have been 


hack politicians, with no discernible

qualifications even for political lead- 
ership. They were catapulted Into the 
White House by death or assassination 
after they had been rather casually 
chosen for tho undemanding role of 
vice pesldent. 


ALTHOUGH THIS has been going on 


for nearly 200 years, Americans still 
Insist on surrounding the office of 
President of the United States with a 
kind of religious mystique, and ex- 
pecting Its inhabitant to "set a high 
example" of moral rectitude and per- 
sonal piety for the nation. 


This la why presidents rarely seen In 


church before Inauguration Day sud- 
denly become ardent churchgoers once 
they're in the White House. It didn't 
start with Lyndon B. Johnson and 
Richard M. Nixon: George Washington 
did the same thing, for the same rea- 
son. He felt, he recorded In his private 
papers, that churchgoing now was "ex- 
pected" of him. 


The sad but hardly surprising truth 


is that the number of saints who've 
been elected president has been great- 
ly exceeded by the number of men sus- 
ceptible to such human fallings as 
adultery, deceit, double-crossing and 
using the power of government to ob- 
tain wealth, prerequisites or pre- 
rogatives for themselves, their families 
and their friends. 


If Watergate has made one thing per-' 


fcctly clear, it Is that Americans are 
naive to assume there Is some mystical 
aura of righteousness about tho presi- 
dency which automatically assures a 
high standard of ethical sensitivity in 
the White House staff. 


Presidents are NOT high priests. 


They are victorious politicians. And the 
people who work for them and wield 
power In their name are just as apt to 
be liars or crooks as they are to be 
Incorruptible statesmen. 


They all bear watching at all times.

ship that Latin did in Roman Catholic 
worship, the Orthodox churches preceded 
Rome by many years in granting per* 
mission for each national church to use 
its own native language. Thus services 
may be conducted in Greek, Romanian, 
German, Arabic, Russian, any other 
Slavic tSngue or — as Is increasingly the 
case in Orthodox churches in America — 
in English. 


The Orthodox give great reverence to 


the Virgin Mary, and teach that she lived 
a sinless life. But they reject, as late and 
doubtful doctrine, the Catholic dogma 
that Mary was immaculately conceived" 
— that Is, born without taint of original 
sin. 
• 


They also reject the Catholic doctrine 


of purgatory as a state In which souls too 
sinful for Immediate admission to heav- 
en, but nevertheless saved from eternal 
punishment in hell, undergo a temporary 
period oj punishment to "purge" and 
purify them. The Orthodox, In common 
with Protestants, find no warrant in 
scripture or ancient sacred tradition for 
this Catholic teaching. 


Orthodox are much stricter than Cath- 


olics about fasting. They keep a longer 
and sterner Lent, and they still don't eat 
meat on Fridays, although Catholics now 
may do so. 


ON CLERICAL celibacy, Orthdoxy is 


somewhat more flexible than Catholi- 
cism. Once ordained, a priest may not 
marry. But a married man may be or- 
dained a priest and continue to live in 
the married state. Hence any candidate 
for the Orthodox priesthood who is inter- 
ested In matrimony Is well advised to lay 
hold of that estate before ordination. The 
only restriction on a married priest is 
that he may not be elected a bishop or 
become a monk: these offices are re- 
served for celibate clergy. 
' 


It used to be customary for Orthodox 


priests to wear beards and many still do. 
But beards now are regarded as optional, 
and it is not uncommon today to see a" 
cleanshaven Orthodox priest ministering 
to a congregation of bearded young lay- 
men.

THERE WAS A TIME, about two 


months ago, when a hotting man could 
take Jack Nicklaus against the field In a 
professional golf tournament and feel 
pretty confident. 


If you didn't get Nicklaus In the office 


pool, your Interest In the tourney Imme- 
diately diminished. 


If they passed out the slips and some- 


one shouted "Nicklaus Is still left," there 
was a rush to join the pool from all cor- 
ners of our editorial office. 


Bruce Grampian was red-hot for one 


stretch, but who wonts Bruce Crnmpton 
In a pool? Sentiment rides with Arnlc 
Palmer, but cashing with Arnlo these 
days Is another story. Leo Trcvino Is an 
outstanding player, but Lee's game has 
been erratic. 


That was before I left on vacation. 
When I returned, there was a new bet- 


tlntf favorite on the pro lour. 


Nicklaus is still great, and a man to 


beat any time he steps on a course, but 
an Incredible streak has elevated another 
golfer Into a long-awaited position of 
prominence. 


When they pass out the slips In office 


pools these days, tho first question Just 
maybe: 


"Who's got Tom Wclskopt?" 
Wclskopf had been to the bank for 


$633,000 prior to 1973 but still was matur- 
ing slowly as a player to beat In tho 
prestigious events. He'd cash but some- 
how find ways to lose his. tournaments. 
Everybody kept waiting for him to find 
ways to win. 


Wrhknpf tin* found something. Ovrr 


Hie Imt nine tournaments he's posted 
five victories, finished second once, third 
twice, nml fifth. He's earned almimt ns 
much this year as Ben Hogan did in his 
career. 


Nobody expects the Wclskopf surge to 


continue, but It docs create some Inter- 
esting copy for the golf writers who have 
just about run out of things to say about 
Nlcklnus. Trcvino and Palmer. 


Comparisons arc natural, and buffs 


can dust off the record books now and 
examine tho other astonishing streaks In 
golf. 


In 1045 a 33-year-old golfer named By- 


ron Nelson, a Texan with tho prototype 
compact and upright swing, won II off I- 
ciol Professional 
Golfers Association 


tournaments In succession. He won in 
overall, attained a stroke average* of 
68.33. and shot 19 straight rounds under 
70. He shot a 72-hole score of 139 on the 
par 70 Broadmoor course in Seattle. He 
also was second In seven tournaments 
and no lower than ninth. 


Incredibly. IMS wan the only year thai 


Nelson devoted entirely to the PGA tour. 


Prior to his big »rn»nn he had spent a 
large percentage of his time as a teach- 
ing professional and had toured only Ir- 
regularly. Shortly after this 'IS simson he 
went Into semi-retirement. 


"I had reached all the goals I ever 


wanted to reach," Nelson once said when 
asked why he quit the gamo as n com- 
paratively young man. "I wanted to win 
the U.S. Open and the Masters. I wanted 
to be the leading money winner. There 
was nothing left. I had all the money I 
needed, and there wasn't that much mon- 
ey then anyway. I maybe could have had 
another big year, or two or three, but It 
wouldn't have proved anything to me 
anyway." 


Nelson earned about 10 per cent 


($32.511) of all the prize money In 1943. If 
he earned the same percentage on the 
lour today, he would win $600,000 for one 
year. 


There naturally are those critics who 


have contended 'hat Nelson's string In 
1943 Is cheapened because It xras a war 
year and good nlnycrs were In the ser- 
vice. Byron has always contended that 
the record speaks for Itself. 


"The best that any man can do Is to he 


the best In his time." says Ncl*on. "I 
didn't go out to set these reciirds, and If 
anybody wants to argue about them 
that's his privilege. 


"There are • lot more good players 


today than In my day, Although we had 
some very fine ones like Sam Snead and 
Ben Hogan and Jimmy Demaret, Lloyd 
Mangrum and Jug McSpiden. They 
could play with the top boys today." 


TOM WEISKOPF 


Nelson, who serves as a golf analyst on 


television, admits today that he was 
close to "being numb" during the Incred- 
ible streak. 


"Right now, the way I ploy, I dread 


waking up and finding out it was just a 
good real long dream. It isn't really very 
believable. I had this wonderful momen- 
tum going and I didn't seem to have to 
worry about anything or think about any- 
thing — everything I hit went pretty 
much where I wanted It to go. 


"I was almost in a trance. I don't know 


whether the moon got in a certain phase 
and just hung there or what. I'm Inclined 
to think it was something like that, I 
really am. I believe we're all affected by 
conditions we can't understand, and that 
the laws of chance can lead to some 
strange things. I'm not superstitious, but 
It's always struck me funny that you can 
go for weeks and never sec a traffic acci- 
dent, and then you'll sec three in one 
day. How do you account for that? I 
don't pretend to know." 


For Nelson, the pressure obviously 


continued to build throughout the streak, 
and It became a definite problem alter 
four straight wins. 


"Then I started to get big headlines 


everywhere," soys Nelson. "It got to 
where I wouldn't rend the newspaper or 
listen to (ho radio. Everybody wanted to 
talk to me - that was the toughest part. 
We had to promote golf In those days, 
and it was a lot different. I would go to a 
lot of civic-club luncheons in cities where 
we had tournaments, to try to drum up 
Interest. I hated to turn down these In- 
vitations, but it finally got to where I 
couldn't handle them all and keep my 
mind on my game too. I was relieved 
when the streak finally ended. I lost at 
Memphis to Freddie Hans. It wasn't very 
close — I think I finished fourth." 


How would the courses of the Nelson 


era compare with tho modern tourna- 
ment courses? 


"Courses then weren't groomed as 


well." he says. "There was no agronomy 
work done on greens, or fertilizing, and 
the greens were basically poor. The fair- 
ways weren't as good cither. They we- 
ren't watered as much, and were harder. 


"The courses were shorter In my day 


and there wasn't as much rough. As a 
group, the boys today hit the ball harder 
und farther. They have It easier hitting 
to the greens, because the greens are 
watered and hold the ball better. They 
watered greens In my day only to keep 
them alive. We finessed shots more — 
like cutting a 4-wood Into a hard green so 
It would land more softly." 


Fewer and fewer sports records stand 


the test of time. 


Jesse Owens saw his incredible track 


and field marks finally fall. Sammy 
Baugh passed for many football records 
that no longer stand. Hank Aaron contin- 
ues to chase Babe Ruth. 


One record, a. golf record, may last 


forever, and it happened with war ration- 
nlng, and big bands, and the deaths of 
Roosevelt, Mussolini and Hitler. It hap- 
pened In a year climaxed by V-J Day 
and a wild Times Square celebration.

A slngle-engined. plane flew slightly 


crooked. 


Those who witnessed this seemingly 


minor happening knew they had arrived 
at Midlane Country Club — crooked ball 
country. 


Located near the little town of Wad- 


sworth, almost midway between the 294 
Tollway and Waukegan, this challenging 
golf course almost seems situated in a 
wind tunnel, especially last Wednesday. 


Wind — a four-letter word that can 


cool a gallery as well force curses from 
a golfer — was a part of the vocabulary 
of every woman golfer Interviewed. The 
biggest names on the Ladles Profes- 
sional Golf Association (LPGA) tour 
were blown about while trying to prepare 
themselves for the Child and Family Ser- 
vices Open that gets underway today and 
ends on Sunday, 


The tall (Carol Mann), the short (Le- 


Nore Beserra), the old pro (Barbara Ro- 
mack), the young (Laura Baugh), the 
controversial (Jane Blalock), the estab- 
lishment (Donna Caponl), the minority 
(Renee Powell) and the leading money 
winner (Judy Runkin) held court at one 
time or another. They all had great re- 
spect for the par 74, 6523-yard test that 
awaited them. 


"I'm from west Texas," said experi- 


enced Judy Rankln when asked how she 
plays the wind. Winner of over $53,000 
and three titles so far this season, she 
added. "I think all courses require you to 
hit the ball well." 


As far as her success so far, Including 


last weekend's victory in the Pabst Open 
in Columbus, Ohio, she attributed it to 
maturity. "I think a lot better now." 


"Very strong," said Rcnee Powell, 


holding her floppy hat with both hands to 
keep from losing It. "It's one of the wind- 
iest places we've played." 


Renee is one of just a few black wom- 


en In the LPGA tour. She won a tourna- 
ment In Australia in Paril, but has yet to 
capture a U.S. title. "I've never had 


woods out so much," she added. 


Carol Mann, tallest on the tour at 


Woot-3, and many times champion, only 
hit practice shots Wednesday. 


"This kind of wind doesn't help you at 


all," she said, referring to why she didn't 
bother to buck the blustery conditions. 
"The taller you are, the windier it Is." 


Carol said she'd have "to depend on 


her caddy a lot and experience gained 
throughout the years" to make up for the 
lack of practice time at Midlane. 


"It's a beautiful course," said*pixie Le- 


Nore Beserra, whose best finish was llth 
at San Antonio this year. "The greens 
are in good condition compared to some 
we've had to' play." 


LeNore, a 5-foot-3 brunette In only her 


second year In the blgtlme, added that 
"here there's just a constant wind. You 
just have to play it." 


"You need a windshield," said Bar- 


bara Romack, a 40-year-old vet that an- 
other generation would remember. Then 
she went about hitting through the mov- 
ing but Invisible hazard with no obvious 
problems. 


Laura Baugh, an exciting 18-year- 


old, naturally labeled the wind as .(he 
major factor. Secondly, this rookie cited 
the "length of the greens" as being an- 
other challenge. "Sometimes It (ball) 
doesn't take the break" because of the 
wind. 


"That's exhausting out there," said 


Jane Blalock, who is just coming off a 
disqualification (see accompanying sto- 
ry) last weekend. "It (wind) just beats 
you to death." 


"It's going to be tough," admitted Don- 


na Caponi Young, two-time winner of the. 
Women's U.S. Open. "I don't care how 
much it (the wind) calms down." 


After that windy wording from 
the 


women, it looks like Midlane Country 
Club will be loaded with surprises this 
weekend. That means some enjoyably 
difficult golf shots for the gallery to 
watch, but something else again for the 
golfers.

Jane Blalock has daily handicap

Have you ever known a Girl 


Scout you couldn't trust? 


Jane Blalock once wore one of 


those little green outfits as a 
youngster in Portsmouth, N.H. 
From a family of moderate 
means, this self-made woman de- 
veloped the talent to strike a 
little white ball better than just 
about anybody. 


She went from golf's "Rookie 


of the Year" In 1969 to a con- 
sistent veteran In just two years. 
Everything seemed to be swing- 
ing for this blue-eyed, sandy- 
haired, attractive young woman. 
Almost. 


Since her fifth Ladles Profes- 


sional Golf Association (LPGA) 
title early In 1072, Jane Blalock 
has had to live with an almost 
dally handicap — that of being 
known as a cheater. 


She candidly discussed this 


problem as well as other lesser 
known facts about herself over a 
sudsy drink at Midlane Country 
Club in north suburban Wads- 
worth, site of this weekend's 
Child and Family Services Open. 


Jane Isn't one of your "country 


club girls." "It wasn't handed to 
me," she said, referring to her 
lightning rise to being the second 
leading money winner last year. 
She paid for her first clubs and 
found lost balls. 


Jane's had to fight for what 


s h e ' s accomplished, so she 
wasn't about to quit or cry about 
it when, as she explained, "They 
said I moved it (ball) ahead 
when I replaced it (on the 
green)." 


The LPGA attempted to sus- 


pend her for one year, but an At- 
lanta U.S. District Court handed 


out an injunction 
against the 


LPGA. This has allowed her to 
continue playing, but It hasn't 
been easy. 


"I was very uptight last year," 


said this old 27-year-old, who won 
t h r e e 
m o r e 
tournaments 


"through guts alone" after the 
cheating she supposedly had 
done while winning the Suzuki 
Golf International Tournament. 


"There was a lot of animosity" 


which existed among some of her 
f e l l o w players, but "time 
changes a lot of things. 


"I've had the largest galleries. 


They've seemed to have made a 
concentrated effort to cheer me 
on. They have been very, very 
kind to 'me. It's like playing on 
my home course." 


Admittedly, a "very optimistic 


person . . . very carefree . . 


somewhat independent.. . mind- 
Ing my own business" type, Jane 
had the necessary mental make- 
up to keep going. Now — just 
when her court suit appears to he 
swinging In her direction — an- 
other controversy has cropped 
up, though of a much lesser na- 
ture. 


Last weekend at the Pabst 


Open in Columbus, Ohio, she and 
three other 
pros 
were 
dis- 


qualified for moving the wires 
that held up new trees. There 
was a mistake on rule inter- 
pretation. 


"They first disqualified the oth- 


er girls," said Jane, who wasn't 
known to be one of the offenders 
right '.way.

Examining the resurgence of Green Bay 
Devine builds Packers into power

To hear Dan Devine talk, you'd think 


Jim Harrison is "The big one that got 
away." 


Before Green Bay and Chicago tussled 


last Saturday in Milwaukee, Packer 
coach Devine said Bear running back 
Harrison Is perhaps the quickest big man 
he's ever seen. 


Devine could have taken Harrison in 


1971's pro draft but said thanks, but no 
thanks, and employed John Brocklngton 
of Ohio State. 


Maybe Devine knew something about 


235-pound Harrison and a guy named Joe 
Moore that Jim Dooley and Bobby Wai- 
ston hadn't been told. .Or wouldn't be- 
lieve. 


Devine had a good 13-year Big Eight 


coaching career at Missouri and in his 
last four seasons, running backs Harri- 
son and Moore were among the school's 
scholarship kids. 


They were Devine's big guns, Harrison 


blocking and Moore running, and re- 
ceived a fair amount of national acclaim. 


But when Devine stepped Into the pro 


ranks as Packer head coach and general 
manager, Brocklngton was his man. 


Harrison and Moore departed Mlzzou 


for Chicago to play under head coach 
Dooley and player personnel director 
Walston. 
. Dooley later went to Buffalo as an as- 
sistant coach and some critics blame 


Walston's erratic moves for that. Also, 
George Halas' skimpy salaries, as In the 
Dick Gordon episode. 


All Brockington has done for Devine's 


Packers Is assemble 1,000-yard rushing 
seasons each of his first two NFL years. 


It's never been done before, not even 


by Cleveland's Jimmy Brown who had 
12,312 yards in nine years and holds 
many NFL rushing records. 


So Brockington Power should be re- 


spected now, perhaps held in awe as 
years pass. 


Harrison and Moore? Missouri's ex- 


backfield mates warmed the'Bear bench 
in 1971. Harrison ran 13 yards and Moore 
90 for a club that ran almost nowhere. 
Team leader was Don Shy with a paltry 
420 yards. 


Moore was KO'd by knee damage last 


year. Harrison rushed 622 yards but 
faded badly after a good start. 


The Bean, by then under portly Abe 


Glbron. were so Impressed by the Harri- 
sons, Moores. Shys, Cyril Pindcrs and 
Roger Lawsons of this world that they 
obtained Carl Garretl from New Emg- 
land's Patriots. 


Garrett, not Harrison or any of the oth- 


ers, was the workhorse with 20 carries 
and 61 yards last Saturday in County Sta- 
dium when the Bears and Packers tied, 
13-13. 


Yet, Harrison might be the quickest 


big man Devine has ever seen, or so the 
story goes. Do not be fooled; 


It was no mistake that Brocklngton 


came to Green Bay and not Chicago 


where he might have saved Dooley's 
neck. 


Devine took over Green Bay reins from 


Phil Bengston, Vlr.ce Lombardl's hand- 
picked successor under whom the be- 
loved Packers plopped. 


He inherited a club with no proven 


field goal kicker, poor team speed, quar- 
terback problems and a maligned run- 
ning attack. 


Devine went to work. He waggled re- 


serve quarterback Don Horn before the 
Denver Broncos. The Pack netted defen- 
sive end Alden Roche plus an improved 
draft selection which became Brocklng- 
ton. 


Donny Anderson went to St. Louis for 


unhappy Cardinal running back MacAr- 
thur Lane. Brockington and Lane give 
the Pack Its best backfield since Paul 
Homung and Jim Taylor.

Devine reached into the Southeastern 


Conference and plucked Alabama quar- 
terback Scott Hunter on the same draft 
that netted Brockington. 


Then last year, it was quarterback Jer- 


ry Tagge coming over from Nebraska 
and coach Bart Starr running the two 
kids through a crash course in NFL of- 
fensive warfare. 


Starr retired this year as a coach to 


watch his business interests and that 
might hurt.

havlor on the part of coaches, players or 
fans, but I would point out that It seems 
to be symptomatic of this society where- 
by all of the good influence, time, ener- 
gy, and effort that goes Into Legion ball 
can bo so completely overlooked all sea- 
son long by a so-called responsible press, 
and then proceed to be hypercritical 
about one or two situations that occur. 
Theso occurenccs, as regrettable as they 
arc, arc within the jurisdiction of the 
proper Legion authority and I am sure 
they will be dealt with. 


I do not condone abusive behavior to- 


ward an umpire, but I would also point 
out that a team which pays the umpire's 
salary has a right to question the com- 
petency of that umpire when he feels 
that the proper administration of the 
game is not being executed. You fall to 
realize that many of thev> umps are In 
the business for less than altruistic rea- 
sons. 


As to the probcm of change of sites, I 


suggest that you go along with some 
coach for one day as he tries all in his 
power to make a particular field play- 
able, pick up a shovel and broom once 
and you may better understand the prob- 
lems. 


You challenge the rule of a nine-Inning 


game: if you would merely look In the 
state Legion rule book you will see that 
the rule clearly calls for this. You might 
also recognize the wisdom of this rule 
which attempts to ploy a tournament 
without giving advantage to any one 
team. 


Your reference to the balloting for the

knowledge relating to the players, better 
knowledge than any writer who may 
read a set of statistics and then at- 
tempt to make a judgment. I would go 
along with the coaches recommendation 
In such a case. 


You call for the people In Legion ball 


to shape up. I might point out to you 
that, while I may not agree with some 
patlcular actions of some of our coaches, 
all the coaches In the Ninth District arc 
dedicated man, knowledgeable people 
who do a yeoman job against great odds. 
These coaches fight financial problems, 
parent problems, carping critics and 
many others who seek to tear down and 
very seldom find a positive side to on 
Issue.

Though this appearance represents a 


belated reunion of a television comedy 
duo that has not worked together since a 
CBS special — "Was It '66 or '67?" The 
actual year slips Imogene — the Dono- 
vans bavo rarely been separated either 
on or off stage during the last several 
yean. 


They now reside In Dallas, Tex., but 


home Is In actuality on the road, touring 
In plays and musicals throughout the 
country. 


IT'S NOT EASY always landing a 


production for which both are suited, but 
when they can, they do. And of late, It's 
been happening more often than not. 


"It's nice working and being together," 


sold Imogcno over a light lunch con- 
sisting of a scoop of orange shcrbert and 
Iced tea. 


Domestic tranqulllty never suffers she 


affirms. "We mostly have problems 
when we're not together." 


Has it been 17 or 18 mutual produc- 


tions? King claims one figure, Imogene 
the other. It's tho same kind of thing 
with their cat. 


"Is she seven years old?" "No, she's 


eight" 


And where was the production Imme- 


diately following their marriage? 


Imogcno names Hartford. "No, dear, 


I'm sorry but It was Providence for 
sure," disputes King. 


"Just take your pick," laughs Imo- 


gene. "That's what you'll decide yourself 
after you've been around us for awhile." 


BUT TRIVIALITIES like dates and 


places are secondary right now to tho 
matter at hand, "Tho Prisoner of Second 
Avenue," tho play that has brought ev- 
eryone together. 


Imogcno considers It bath one of tho 


most difficult shows she has done and by 
far tho best work to date by playwright 
Nell Simon. 


It's hard to learn because of tho redun- 


dancy of speech, something tho audience 
Isn't even awaro of while watching. 


"You know this Is tho first play Sid 


and I have ever done together?" sho 
continued. "Show of Shows," the tele- 
vision series which established their 
fame as an hilarious comedy team, was 
made up of short sketches. 


"Wo were In on tho writing of those so 


It was almost like all our own dialog," 
sho said. 


FURTHERMORE, Imogcno has not 


even seen Sid since the one television 
special aired by CBS — '68 or '67? 


"Even though wo wcro very successful 


and won something like 11 Emmys, we 
wcro never repeated. I really don't know 
why unless so many other specials wcro 
already under contract they had no 
room," commented Miss Coca. 


Not liking to be bothered with techni- 


calities the veteran comedienne did not 
really know how this present reunion 
with Sid came about. .. only "When I 
heard about It I thought It was mar- 
velous." 


Producer of Arlington Park Theatre, 


David Lonn saw "Prisoner" while It was 
playing In Chicago with Art Carney. Ho 
Immediately thought of Sid Caesar for 
tho male lead, but Sid, when first ap- 
proached with tho Idea, seemed very dis- 
interested. 


What would entice him? Perhaps If 


Imogene Coca played his wife. Quite ob- 
viously It worked. Sid agreed and Imo- 
gcno did not have to be asked twice. 


"WE NEVER REALLY stay In contact 


with ono another even though we do like 
each other very much," said Imogene of 
her relationship through the years with 
Sid. 


"We were never close socially, but 


when we do see each other after a long 
separation, we pick up the conversation 
and start talking like it was only yester- 
day." 


And Miss Coca has no Idea whether or 


not this team effort will promote any 
more Sid and Imogene endeavors In the 
near future. 


"Sid and Max (producer Max Lleb- 


man) have formed their own production 
corporation. They have many plans, but 
I don't ask questions. They know I don't 
like to be told anything until It is actually 
set. I know Max is considering a new 
scries for me ... but a lot can happen 
before anything really comes of that." 


The Donovans are booked up for quite 


some time anyhow. Following their Ar- 
lington engagement, King will step into 
the lead role now held by Sid and man 
and wife will tour with "Prisoner" 
through next April) 


"WE HAVE ONLY two days off after 


wo close here, long enough to pick up our 
winter clothes and get to New York. 


Even though the play Is the same, King 
will obviously play the role differently 
than Sid and I will have to readjust," 
said Imogene. 


But the Donovans are planning to be 


home three weeks over Christmas, and 
already Imogene Is looking forward to 
getting out all the Christmas decorations 
and trimming a tree, a rare treat for a 
couple who Is continually on the move no 
matter what season. 


King and Imogene first met while both 


were appearing on Broadway In "Girls in 
509." It was followed by "Bells Are Ring- 
Ing." 


"I didn't even know his name, King 


what? I always wanted to call him 
Drummond," said Imogene. 


"THAT NAME CAME out of a detec- 


tive story," contends King. But Imogene, 
while admitting to once enjoying a good 
suspense story or two, Is quite adamant 
In denying all love for detective thrillers. 
Both arc avid readers.and spend many a 
spare moment browsing through book 
stores. 


"But at the end of the summer we re- 


alized we still hadn't really worked to- 
gether even though we had been on stage 
at the some time," said King, getting 
back to their early days of courtship, 


"The Four Poster" a two-person 


play, was the answer. 


"We played in a teensy theater In 


Medley 
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Palm Springs just because we wanted to 
do It," said Imogene.. 


THAT SAME PRODUCTION with the 


Donovans broke box office records at the 
Pasadena Playhouse. 


Shortly after, in 1960, they were mar- 


ried on the day before they were to ar- 
rive in Providence or Hartford (which- 
ever it was) to begin rehearsing for 
"Once Upon a Mattress." 


During the last several years the Dono- 


vans have seldom been alone. They are 
accompanied throughout their travels by 
David the cat who adheres strictly to a 
diet of Gerber's baby food. And then, 
only one kind. 


"He's graduated to junior beef though 


before he always required strained. Give 
him a raw piece of meat and he plays 
with it," said Imogene. 


But a cat who prefers baby food Is nat- 


ural company for a couple who once 
owned a duck, Grover Cleveland, who 
dined on nothing but spaghetti and frozen 
peas . . . brought to a short boil. 


"IF THEY WERE overdone he 


wouldn't eat them," added Imogene. 


King's daughter gave Graver to her fa- 


ther and Imogene as an Easter duck 
while they still resided in California. 


"She bought him for 40 cents at the 


Farmer's Market," said King. 


From the beginning Grover received a 


great deal of attention from the family 
and King was worried that Imogene was 
becoming much too attached to the duck. 


"Easter ducks never live very long, so 


I thought," said King. He was wrong. 
Grover celebrated his ninth birthday be- 
fore he died of old age. 


Quite a celebrity, Grover. Edith, Head 


once tried to design a pair of pants for 
him and next door neighbor Stan Kenton 
often had his taping sessions ruined by 
duck calls. 


"If and when we do settle down, I'd 


like to have another duck," said Imo- 
gene.

There is a new smashing musical com- 


edy hit In London that will be coming 
this way In about a year. 


Here, it will not be new, but an old and 


admired friend. It is "Gypsy," which 
opened on Broadway May 21, 1959, and 
ran for 702 performances with the dy- 
namic Ethel Merman as the star. 


No Merman In London — and it's 


something of a mystery why she didn't 
do it there years ago after the Broadway 
run — and no Merman when the show 
. has its second coming here in 1974. 


This time the star in London and here, 


Is and will be Angela Lansbury, who has 
plenty of her own type of dynamism, as 
those who saw her capture Broadway in 
"Mame" in 1966 will attest. As will the 
London critics, who did everything but 
Invent new words of praise for her 
"Gypsy" performance. 


WORD • OF a Broadway revival of 


"Gypsy" comes from Edgar Lansbury, 
co-producer of the London hit and An- 
gela's younger brother. Rather, one of 
two brothers. Edgar has a twin, Bruce, 
vice president of Paramount Pictures 
Television. 


"Angela's contract for the London pro- 


duction of 'Gypsy' goes through next 
January," said Edgar in his New York 
office. "She will take a rest for a couple 
of months, then we'll put together the 
American production, play some tryout 
dates and bring the show to New York. 


"We'll re-do It here completely, of 


course, because the London cast is al- 
most wholly British, and it and the physi- 
cal production can't be Imported." 


An oddity there. For the Lansburys 


were British bom and bred. When World 
War II came along, mother, actress Moy- 
na MacGlll, daughter and two sons be- 
came evacuees to the United States, and 
here-they stayed. Grandfather George 
Lansbury once was the Labor Party 
leader in Parliament. 


ANGELA, AT 18, made her debut In 


Hollywood movies, and went on for years 
in that milieu, appearing in many films 
that gave her good roles. Pretty, ad- 
mired as a fine actress, she never quite 
reached that big-star status in Films. 
Somewhat belatedly, she finally achieved 
it via Broadway and "Mame." 


But did Hollywood cast her in the film 


version of "Mame?" Did it let Richard 
Kiley duplicate his stage success in the 
cinematic version of "Man of La 
Mancha?" Ad infinltum. Of course not. 
Lucille Ball will be seen in a few months 
in the title role of the filmed "Mame," 
despite the fact that Miss Lansbury, un- 
like some other stage stars, was pri- 
marily a motion picture personality. 


However, with the role of Rose in 


"Gypsy," Miss Lansbury can't be too un- 
happy. The character, mother of the late 
Gypsy Rose Lee, who made burlesque 
strip-teasing an art, is one of the strong- 
est ever put on the musical stage, and 
the show ranks with the best of its type. 
It will be a pleasure to see it again. 


As for Edgar Lansbury, he was doing 


all right without the London success of 
"Gypsy." He is co-producer of "God- 
spell," the rock musical about Jesus 
that is hi its third New York year and 
has eight duplicate companies In various 
American cities, not to mention several 
others abroad — the London version is 
well Into its second year — and he pro- 
duced the motion picture version of 
"Godspell," now in release, with equal 
success.

Wheeling actor wins lead role in Disney film

Actor Paul Preston has been cast op- 


posite many gorgeous leading ladies, but 
never ono with webbed feet. 


Even so, Duchess could make a very

HE VIEWS this latest "goose" devel- 


opment however, as the biggest break 
yet In his developing career. 


"If Disney likes me, there Is no telling 


what can happen," sold Preston after 
learning ho had tho part He doesn't try 
to deny that someday he hopes to make a 
name for himself In the California movie 
capital. 


Right now, however, the Intricate, so- 


phisticated world of Hollywood Is a far 
cry from the unpopulated scenic wilds of 
Richfield, Minn., where Preston Is cur- 
rently headed to film the Disney special. 


Though not having read the entire 


script yet, Preston Is familiar with the 
storyline that Is extremely well suited 
for a general audier.cc, he said. 


"I ploy a widower, McKenna, who is 


very withdrawn over the death of his 
wife. I don't wont to see Duchess, my 
tame goose, mate up with this wild Cana- 
dian goose. That's because I know Duke 
will only hurt her, by taking off and leav- 
ing her. 


"Which is all very funny actually," 


said Preston, interrupting himself, "be- 
cause everyone knows Canadian geese 
mate for life. 


"WELL ANYWAY, it's just like I pre- 


dicted," he resumed the telling. "Duke 
leaves Duchess just sitting there and 
heads down to Florida or New Orleans 
or wherever Candlan geese go when they 
migrate. 


"But on the way down be gets shot 


in the wing by a hunter." (This Is not the 
end of the story, dear readers, only the 
beginning.) 


"Wounded Duke watts an the way 


back to Minnesota to Duchess. And, of 
course, the two live happily ever after," 
finished the new Disney actor. 


Preston has yet to meet up with 


weary-footed Duke though Duchess has 
been honking for some time now in the 
small Minnesota town. They were first 
introduced a couple of weeks ago when 
Preston arrived to do a screen test. 


Everything happened very suddenly. 


Several Walt Disney representatives in- 
cluding the director for "The Goose" ar- 
rived in Chicago earlier this summer 
scouting for promising unknown actors. 
Paul Preston's agent notified him and he 
interviewed. 


"I ENDED up talking about everything 


but the script itself," said Preston. "The 
next week I received a call to come to 
Richfield for testing." 


Preston was given the role over eight 


other men.1 The film, adapted from the 
book, "Wild Goose, Brother Goose," will 
be shown on the "Wide World of Dis- 
ney." No date has been announced. 
Filming will continue at least into Octo- 
ber. 


Television is not entirely new for Pres- 


ton. He has appeared in bit guest shots 
on regular series and has also been seen 


in a number of commercials'. But-never 
has be been featured in an entire show. 


"Last whiter, I was approached to do 


an X-rated film. They were willing to 
pay me a lot of money too ... but thank 
God I turned it down," said Preston. 
"I'm certain if I had that in my past, 
Disney would have cancelled me out im- 
mediately." 


PRESTON WON'T even have to cut his 


hair for Disney's preferred conservative 
Image. It's already short for the U.S. 
Naval training film he is in the process 
of completing in Kansas City. 


The local actor, who has often been 


mistaken for Hugh O'Brian, isn't telling 
the whole story in only mentioning him- 
self surrounded by a cast of geese. There 
is more, much more. 


"I do have a love interest that brings 


me out of my shell," he offers with a 
hint of a twinkle to his eye.

The inside Is silk lined and 
made with two concentric circles for 
holding collars.

In 
front Is a small cut glass pomade jar 
with sterling top, and the lost is n square 
copper jewel box with Art Nouveau de- 
cor. The hat pins range from common 
utility jet beads to an elaborate metallic 
rosebud. 


AS I SAID, any of these Items could be 


the start of a fascinating collecting hob- 
by, for countless varieties of each were 
made. I have seen a collection of 3,000 
hatpins, for Instance, each one different. 


Dressing accessories can be useful, 


amusing and sometimes even valuable 
(hatpins were made with diamond tops, 
too!). And this Is not just a woman's 
field. Ads in a current antiques magazine 
tout mustache curlers, shoehorns, men's 
collar and cuff boxes (before shirts were 
made with attached ones) travelers' 
soap, toothbrush, and cigar boxes made 
of sterling silver, and (no man should be 
without one) a genuine 18-karat toothpick 
In Its own gold case.

Into every mother's life must fall a 


rainy day — or one when the kids are 
sick or otherwise unablo to occupy 
themselves. That Is when the lucky 
mother can pull "1001 Ways to Have Fun 
with Children" off the bookshelf and 
solve the dilemma with creative but In- 
expensive activities. 


The author, a pro-school storyteller, 


program planner and children's librar- 
ian, Is mother of three chldrcn for whom 
she collected these ideas to be used, as 
she puts It, "In sickness and In health." 
They are quiet pastimes but nonetheless 
challenging to a child's imagination. 


Like the Boy Scouts, she starts with a 


basic rule: Be prepared. She suggests a 
well-slocked box of Items for crisis times 
— her name for it. "pleasure chest" — in 
which a mother keeps small gifts plus 
odds and ends, junk and other supplies 
which she helpfully lists. These Include 
such Items as paper (construction, tis- 
sue, crepe, white, paper bags), maga- 
zines, catalogs, shoe boxes, soft soap, 
pins, ribbon, scraps of cloth, straws, 
empty spools, etc. plus come kitchen 
staples, flour, starch, macaroni and a 
few others. 


FROM THIS list Mrs. Scargall produc- 


es 1001 Ideas for creative fun with Illus- 
trations (simple sketches). Included are 
seasonal Ideas, kitchen activities and 
games. There's also a chapter on what 
can be a mother's downfall, kids' birth- 
day parties. 


Besides mothers, babysitters, grand- 


mothers, teachers, Girl Scout and Camp- 
fire leaden and others in need of craft 
Ideas for kids will find this a helpful pub- 
lication. It's also small enough to tuck 
into a suitcase or fair sized purse for use 
when traveling. 


The price may seem big for a paper- 


back, but It's what's between the paper 
covers that you're paying for and the 
Ideas are priceless.

On the surface, ITT, a thriving mul- 


tinational conglomerate, seems like the 
droam-come-true of American business 
success celebrating the energy and acu- 
men of Its chieftain, Harold Gcnecn. 


But as the author has it In this truth-Is- 


strangcr-than-fictlon talc, the ambitions 
of Gcnecn for ITT's advancement often 
led the company Into shifty, perhaps ill- 
gal, methods of operation. Newspaper 
readers will remember the company's 
maneuvering in Chile, where It acted 
more like a powerful sovereign nation 
than as a U.S. corporation. 


And then there was Dlta Beard, the 


lobbyist supreme who linked ITT to the 
1072 Republican National Convention and 
the favorable (to ITT) settlement of a 
government antitrust suit. 


The events and people here emerge full 


of drama and well-rounded, almost like a 
piece of fiction. But the author has done 
considerable digging and come up with 
many previously unpublicized ITT stories 
that ore as juicy and replete with scan- 
dal as any of the better-known ones. 


Read this for the sheer horror revealed 


in displays of power abuse and business 
arrogance — or read it just as-the story 
of how a corporation could run amuck 
throughout the world.

Not all jazz has to bo tho high brow, 


extremely sophisticated Improvlsntlonnl 
type. In fact, there are several new jazz 
albums out that can easily be appreciat- 
ed by the popular music audience. 


Chuck Manglone, the Rochester-born 


flugelhornlst, (or the past several years 
has been a leader In this type of jazz. 
Manglone likes to work with orchestras 
— certainly not the typical cup of tea (or 
a jazz musician. 


Mercury Records recently repackaged 


part of Manglonc's May, 1970 concert 
with tho Rochester Philharmonic Orches- 
tra (originally It came out as a two- 
record set, "Friends & Love"). The new 
album, "A Chuck Manglono Concert" 
(SRM1-681), contains the highlights of 
that very successful evening, Including 
his Grammy Award nominee song, "Hill 
Where tho Lord Hides." 


THE RESULTING very pleasant al- 


bum Is good (or cither background music 
or simple enjoyment In itself. I especial- 
ly like the spots where It sounds as If 
intended to be a lush movie score. The 
soloists are Gerry Nlowood on flute and 
sax, Marvin Stamm on trumpet and 
brother Gap Manglone on electric piano. 


Even more Into the popular music 


sound Is Ronnie Foster's "Seet Revival" 
< Blue Note BN-LA098-F). 


The 23-year-old Buffalo organist docs 


delightful Interpretations of "Me and 
Mrs. Jones," "Back Slabbers" and 
"Alone Again (Naturally)." Two other 
songs. "Inol" and "Lisa's Love," 
both written by Foster, ore also out- 
standing. 


Foster credits his organ playing career 


to his first teenage jam session. He knew 
how to play the classics on piano al- 
ready. Yet when he appeared at the ses- 
sion, he found there was only an organ 
and no piano. "It took them half on hour 
to get me up there, then they couldn't get 
me off," Foster says. 


Since then, Foster has worked with 


Grant Green, Stanley Turrcntinc, George 
Benson, Young-Holt Unlimited and Billy 
Turrcntlne. On his own album, ho Is 
helped by Ernest Hayes on electric piano 
and David Splnozza and John Tropca on 


electric guitars. A foxy female chorus 


also pitches in. 


ALTHOUGH YOUNG. Foster appears 


to have a solid future ahead and I don't 
mind It one bit that he is now straddling 
both jazz and pop. 


On the other hand, Herble Mann has 


long been known for his jazz improvisa- 
tions with the flute. 


"Hold On I'm Coming" (Atlantic SD- 


1632) 
Is a collection of five tunes record- 


ed live at lost year's New York and Mon- 
trcoux Jazz Festivals. As usual Mann 
and his Family of Mann gives each song 
a good workout. The two best songs are 
tho very soft, sexy "Hold On I'm Com- 
ing" and the relatively short "Never Can 
Say Goodbye." 


Yet even Mann apparently wants to 


reach the pop audiences. His next album 
will be a collection of shorter tunes, de- 
signed to be even played on AM radio, 
I'm told. I eagerly look forward to It be- 
cause much as I admire Mann's musical 
ability and style, 13 minutes of Improvi- 
sation (as found in this album) ore well 
over enough to make me lose Interest. 
• • * 


VERVE RECORDS has repackaged six 


albums recorded live at the 19S7 Newport 
Jazz Festival (Verve V6-8826-V6-8831). 


The best of the lot Is Volume 6: "Count 


Basle." As always, a Basle album sounds 
like a party, real swinging one you 
wouldn't want to miss. Despite the 
recordings being 16 years old, none of 
the excitement of "then" Is lost "now." 


Unfortunately, each side has only 


about 13 minutes of music and the "A" 
side has a very long and boring In- 
troduction of every member of Basle's 
band. 


The music Is best when the band gets 


to swing or when Jimmy Rushing takes 
the mike to sing "Sent For You Yester- 
day" and "I May Be Wrong." Others 
who help out the Count are Lester 
Young, Jo Jones, Illinois Jacquct and 
Roy Eldridge. 


Volume 1 has its moments too. It's 


called "Ella Fitzgerald and Blllle Holll- 
day." Most striking Is the contrast be- 
tween the two singers, each of whom Is 
given a side. Ella Is the young singer, 
full of sweetness and life as she does 
wonders with her scat arrangement of 
"Airmail Special" or "April In Paris." 
Blllle, who was just two years froji 
death, Is older, more worn. Although her 
voice almost cracks, she still manages to 
do thrilling versions of "My Man" and 
"Lady Sings the Blues."

"The Teddy Wilson Trio and the Gerry

And 
how can one tell whether a plant Is going 
to develop split leaves? —Sara Saxby 


Great gift. You've got one of tho 


easiest of plants to care for. They do well 
with less light than most plants and 
thrive In tho most moderate tempera- 
tures. Sponge tho leaves occasionally 
with soapy water (but don't get the 
soapy stuff In the soil) or an Insecticide; 
one will remove dust and the other con- 
trol Insects. Keep it reasonably moist 
and out of direct sunlight and It should 
do beautifully. 


Af to the leaves, nobody can tell you In 


advance. There arc so many different 
phllodcndrons 
— with 
heart-shaped 


leaves, stat-shapcd, notched, serrated, 
even In dagger form and quite a few 
come up with perforated leaves. You'll 
like what comes, whatever it may be.

stuffed tomatoes as a luncheon dish, I 
worry that they might topple over. There 
must be a trick to getting them to stand 
straight.

Sure Is — and a simple one. Just cut

casting Corp. game show called Three 
On A Match — seen In the afternoon — I 
wrote to the address flashed on the 
screen to see if I, too, could become a 
contestant. 


I received a postcard telling me to go 


to a mldtown New York hotel — the New 
York Sheraton — any Thursday. On July 
5 I went to take their test, which con- 
sisted of 32 multiple-choice questions, 
three choices per question, and which 
were much more difficult to answer than 
those asked on the show. 


A score of 90 per cent or better was 


needed to pass — 29 or better of the 32 
questions right — and I was told by the 
contestant coordinator that fewer than 10 
per cent passed. But, although I guessed 
on three or four of the questions, I did 
succeed In getting a passing score. 


THEN TUB contestant coordinator — 


Don McCoy — asked me a few personal 
questions, and I figured that since I was 
engaged I would have a good chance to 
get on. McCoy asked me, "Do you think 
you would make a good contestant," and 
I answered, "I'm not always an emotion- 
al person, but I get very happy when 
something goes right for me — I was 
very happy when I got engaged." 


After I left the interview — which, in- 


cluding the test itself, took all of 20 min- 
utes — I wasn't too sure I'd ever get on, 
and, If I did, how far in the future it 
would be. 


So I was in shock when a week and a 


day later — hardly an "unlucky" Friday 
the 13th of July — McCoy called me at 
home to ask If I was available for taping 
the following Tuesday. 


I showed up very nervous but thinking 


to myself that the worst I could do was 
win a consolation prize — $50 worth.of 


candy bars or some similar item. 


THE OTHER contestants, McCoy, the 


contestant coordinator and I practiced 
the game. Everyone seemed to know the 
answers to the questions but none of us 
seemed to be very lucky at making 
matches, the whole object of the game, 
the way prizes could be won. 


Although three shows were taped that 


Tuesday, there were quite a few con- 
testants to go on ahead of me, so I 
wasn't sure if I would get on that day, 
but I waited around, ate lunch — which I 
had to pay for — in the NBC Com- 
missary, and after lunch was told, "OK, 
Jack, you're on. Be emotional." 


It was a very surrealistic feeling, 


seeing the audience from the vantage 
point of the panel. I looked across at host 
Bill Cullcn, around at my two fellow pan- 
el mates and found it difficult to believe 
•that I would be seen by millions of 
people In a few weeks. 


Time ran out before any conclusion 


was reached, and I had to come back the 
next day to find out my fate. 


I GOT VERY LITTLE sleep that night. 


Would I win? I had, after all, gotten one- 


third of the way towards that end on 
Tuesday, the only one on the panel to get 
that far. 


Almost at the end of the show, I com- 


pleted my goal, making my third match. 
When that last square was turned over, 
revealing me as the winner, I went "ba- 
nanas." I threw out my hands, covered 
my face and acted very happy. 


But although I was acting somewhat, I 


WAS happy to have won — a car, a two- 


week vacation in Mexico, a bedroom set 
of furniture and a $950 gift certificate 
from Spiegel catalog. 


I lost my championship almost imme- 


diately afterwards, without winning any- 
thing else, but certainly had no reason to 
complain. I had won $5,000 of prizes for 
about 74 hours of my time.

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Educational leader wants her group to 'wake up America9

High schools 
ivithout walls 
catching on

NEW YORK (UPI) - The University 


Without Walls concept which has been 
operating successfully for two years In 
nearly a score of states Is spreading to 
high schools. And high time! 


More than 40 per cent of Americans 


above the age of 22 do not have high 
school diplomas. Various versions of 
Schools Without Walls for educational 
dropouts have emerged In Philadelphia, 
Boston, New York and Chicago, but the 
most ambitious tryout will begin In cen- 
tral New York State next year. 


A regional pilot project has occupied 


experts at the Syracuse University Re- 
search Corp. for more than a year. It 
will become operative hi January in five 
New York counties where annual high 
school dropouts total 10,000. It is aimed 
at high school dropouts of any age — 
adults, veterans, minorities, the rural 
poor and the handicapped — but most 
especially teenagers. 


THE REGIONAL learning Service 


(RLS) project, funded by the Ford and 
Carnegie Foundations and the Depart- 
ment of Health, Education and Welfare, 
faces up to the fact that there are youth 
who ore not suited enough to hour-by- 
hour classroom attendance to earn a 
high school degree. Some students find 
the average high school curriculum out- 
dated and unproductive and would prefer 
to toko a job. 


For these Individuals, New York's 


"eternal degree" program offers an at- 
tractive and flexible alternative to school 
attendance, especially for those who are 
highly self-motivated. 


Once a student Is enrolled, studies are 


geared or other time-consuming respon- 
sibilities such as motherhood. The stu- 
dent may study during the day or M 
night' take two courses or perhaps six 
according to the time available. When 
work is related to studies, credit Is 
added. 


A counseling network is the heart of 


RLS. Each student Is assigned to a learn- 
ing consultant who provides guidance 
and advlco through Individual appoint- 
ments, group counseling, and by tele- 
phono. 


CONSULTANTS, who will be part-time 


RLS employes, are expected to apply 
themselves to this work at least 30 hours 
a week and can work from time to time, 
administer examinations, and are chiefly 
responsible for deciding when to recom- 
mend students to school authorities for 
their degrees. Tutors will be assigned to 
students where necessary. 


Some 400 persons from the educational 


system and the community applied to be 
consultants for the New York project and 
26 were chosen. They Include house- 
wives, college students, educators, busi- 
nessmen and social workers. They will 
go Into three-months' training for coun- 
seling in September in preparation for 
working with the students beginning in 
mid-January. 


The project emphasizes subjects para- 


mount to career development, though 
some students may wish to pursue es- 
oteric subjects for sheer intellectual 
pleasure. RLS developers expect subjects 
many students have no practical use for 
in later life — such as foreign languages, 
physics, algcbrn — will be eliminated 
from most curricula.

members. It is the nation's largest pro- 
fessional group. 


DR. WISE doesn't have any lukewarm 


or wavering feelings about the direction 
for teachers. 


"I think Iff absolutely Imperative that 


the NEA become the vehicle to wake 
America," she says, referring to the 
educational, social, political and 'moral 
problems facing the nation and the 
world. 


Dr. Wise began her teaching career 23 


years ago in Unlonvllle-Chaddf Ford Dis- 
trict, Chester County, Pa. la Mate Col- 
lego she has taken • leading role with 
teams that developed and Implemented 
English and social studies programs for 
slow learners. 


She has served as an organist, choir 


director, Sunday school teacher and 
camp counselor of St. John's Lutheran 
Church, Millheim, Pa. And like the typi- 
cal AU-American mother, she has been a 
Girl Scout leader. 


Following are some specific questions 


put to Dr. Wise — and the answers. 


Q. What can be done about the surplus 


of teachers? 


A. We don't really have a surplus — 


we have an undeivutllliatbn. If we were 
using all the teachers that we needed to 
the public schools today there would be 
no surplus. Indeed there would be a 
shortage. If we bad all the elementary 
guidance counselors that we needd, If 
we had all the teachers for the mentally 
retarded and the children with learning 
disabilities - If we bad the right kinds 
of ratios of teachers to children there 
would be no surplus. 


Q. In view of teacher sorptas, what 


would you say to a young person con- 
templating a career In teaching? 


A. I think there are several things 


that we need to look at with young people 
who are contemplating careers in teach- 
ing. I think we have to be realistic, and 
they have to understand that it's quite 


possible they might not get jobs; but I 
think more than that — if a young person 
really is interested in children and work- 
Ing with them \A teaching, they can be 
directed to those areas where we badly 
need youngsters. 


Q. Is the drag problem (• Kneels wi- 


der better control, getting went? 


A. I really don't think it's a quattfen of 


control. It's difficult to say whether the 
problem Is better or worse. I think what 
we're concerned about is beinf tun that 
in every school there Is drug education. 
That teachers are Involved in helping to 
decide how to do this. We cannot control 
the drug problem — we can only edu- 
cate. 


Q. Isn't some of the problem with 


school finances that teachers have been 
demanding too many raises In recent 
years? 


A. The answer is unequivocally no! 


Teachers have been demanding more 
money — instruction is a large part of 


the budget. But when you realize that the 
average teacher's salary in this country 
is only a few hundred dollars above what 
the United States Government says is a 
minimal standard of living for a family 
of four, when you realise that there are 
teachera in some of our Southern states 
who do not make $10,000 a year salary — 
you realize that what teachera have been 
demanding In salary increases Is catch- 
up. 


Q. If there a trend to year 'round 


athaols? Or — In places where schools 
stay opea yew 'round such as Atlanta, 
Ga, — is the 12-month school year Just 
another experiment? 


A. I'm afraid it still is an experiment 


for the simple reason that those places 
which are open for the year 'round are 
really still open on a very voluntary kind 
of basis. We are still talking about the 
year 'round — but perhaps a voluntary 
summer school. We are always looking 
at alternative methods of educating 


youngsters. There is a trend to see if we 
con better utilize our schools. I think if 
we go to year 'round schools with the 
thought that it is going to save us money, 
then we are being very, very wrong — 
we are being very shortsighted because 
it won't; it will cost us more. But if we 
go to this with the feeling that there are 
many youngsters who will benefit by 
being in school different times of the 
year and that we could perhaps have bet- 
ter education for youngsters with some 
alternatives — then I think It's a very 
healthy sign. 


Q. Are art, made, dance theater — 


•ad the popularly called "enlturil 
tilings" the stepchildren of public ednca- 
tlon? 


A. They shouldn't be .They ought to be 


an integral part. If we are really pre- 
paring children for life as adults they 
ought to have some experiences with all 
of these kinds of things because they are 
important to a total life.

Whippletree subject of probe 
Mobile home park gets favors, tax breaks

A mobile home park linked to the polit- 


ically Influential family of former Wheel- 
I n g T o w n s h i p Democratic Com- 
mlttceman James Stnvros has received a 
flock of government favors, Including 
substantial tax breaks, In the last three 
years. 


A Herald Investigation has disclosed 


that tho park, Whippletree Village, Inc., 
525 N. McHcnry Rd.( Wheeling, has 
repeatedly been given preferential gov- 
ernment treatment since It was proposed 
In 1070. 


Some examples: 
• A $163,000 recreation and adminis- 


tration building at the trailer park has 
remained off the tax rolls because no 
copy of the March, 1971. building permit 
was received at the township assessor's 
office. Such permit copies arc supposed 
to be forwarded by the village building 
department. 


• Whlpplctrco was allowed to connect 


to the new village water system In 1071, 
but was not required to pay "recapture" 
fees mandated for such tic-Ins to that 
system by a 1071 village ordinance. 


• The 55-ncre trailer park property re- 


mained completely off the tax rolls from 
September, 1070, when It was purchased 
from tho Servile Sister, a tax-exempt re- 
ligious order, until January, 1072. It 
could not bo determined If County Asses- 
sor P.J. Cullcrton's office has made any 
attempt to recover taxes (or that period. 


• The site was given trailer park zon- 


ing In record speed by the village, which 
In July, 1070, reversed Its previous strict 
policy of banning trailer parks and then 
pushed Whlppletree's zoning through In 
just over three weeks. 


• The property was subdivided without 


village approval when sold to its present 
owners by the Servile Sisters, despite a 
village ordinance requiring approval of 
all subdivisions. 


• Until last month, Whippletree en- 


joyed the lowest land assessment of any 
mobile home park In the area. The prop- 
erty, whose value was increased greatly 
by its rare trailer park zoning and exten- 
sive utility Improvements, was assessed 
last year at $5,000 an acre for tax pur- 
poses. Land assessments at other area 
trailer parks average $10,000 to $12,500 
per acre and range from $7,000 to more 
than $20,000. 


LAST MONTH, assessment of Whip- 


plctrce was raised to $12,500 an acre. A 
spokesman for Cullcrton's office denied 
that the Increase came after Herald in- 
quiries about the property, which started 
In the second week of July. He said he 
did not know when lost month the In- 
crease was put through. 


Whippletree Village Is one of several 


developments under Investigation by a 
federal grand jury seeking evidence of 
building and zoning corruption In Wheel- 
ing.

"All I've ever said In public Is we are 
engaged In an investigation of corruption 
In the suburbs. We have not Identified 
any officials or any villages, and I don't 
Intend to. I also said we hope to have 
some conclusion by the end of the sum- 
mer." 


Herald sources have Indicated that If 


Indictments are Issued as a result of the 
Wheeling Investigation, they will be 
made public before Thompson's speaking 
datt. 


GENE SACKBTT. past commander of 


tho Michael R. Blanchficld American Le- 
gion Post 1968, said Thompson was the 
post's first choice for a speaker at the 
breakfast. 


"We think he is a rising star on the 


law enforcement horizon," Sacked said. 
"What we try to do each year is pick a 
speaker who would appeal to the local 
businessman."

Two brothers of James Stavros, Ernest 


and Ted, have been connected with the 
trailer park almost since It was first pro- 
posed In 1970. James "Jimmy" Stavros 
nas been a recognized political force In 
Wheeling for many years. 


Ernest last year Identified himself as 


co-owner of Whippletree when the park 
received an award from Northern Illinois 
Gas Co. He also listed one of his sisters 
as part-owner on a form he filled out be- 
fore receiving the award, according to a 
gas company source. 


ERNEST WAS also identified as man- 


ager of Whippletrec's 1040 S. Milwaukee 
Avc. sales office when the sales oper- 
ation was cited In 1971 for zoning viola- 
tions by Cook County. The proper- 
ty was then rezoned by the County 
Board and the zoning citations were 
dropped. Ted Stavros reportedly is em- 
ployed by Whippletree. 


The president and sole Incorporator of 


Whippletree Village, Inc., is Dr. James 
Faulkner, 1430 N. Arlington Heights Rd., 
Arlington Heights, He was unavailable 
for comment yesterday. 


A man who answered the Whippletree 


office telephone yesterday refused to 
Identify himself or discuss the park own- 
ership with a Herald reporter. 


"You'll never find that out, sir. It's in 


a corporation and a land trust. Over the 
telephone, we give no information," he 
said before hanging up. 


Whlppletree's recreation and adminis- 


tration building, valued at 165,000 on Its 
March 25, 1971, building permit, has re- 
mained off the tax rolls for two years. A 
copy of the permit, which was supposed 
to be sent to the Wheeling Township as- 
sessor's office, was never received,'ac- 
cording to a check of records there. 


Such copies, which village building de- 


partments are required to forward to lo- 
cal assessors are used to begin the pro- 
cess that puts new buildings on the tax 
rolls". The Whippletree building apparent- 
ly remained unnoticed during a 1972 in- 
s p e c t t o n of the property by Cut- 
lerton field men when the $5,000-per-acre 
land assessment was set. 


IN DECEMBER, 1972, Marshall The- 


r o u x , Wheeling Township assessor, 
learned of the existence of the building 
and notified Cullerton's office. Records 
of the property are currently out In the 
field and not immediately available, the 
Cullerton spokesman has said. 


William Bleber, building and zoning di- 


rector for the Village of Wheeling, said 
there Is no way his department could 
have withheld the building permit copy 
from the township assessor's office. He 
said It must have been misplaced at The- 
roux's office. 


"That's one thing we don't make a 


practice of. I don't hold back anything 
from anybody," said Bleber. 


"We spend'more time making reports 


for different bodies every month. It's out 
of this world.

Osmon heating bid said to be conflict

Buffalo Grove Village Trustee Edward 


Osmon's Involvement in bidding for a 
contract on a project now before the vil- 
lage board constitutes a conflict of inter- 
est, the Herald has been Informed. 


Osmon, a heating contractor, has made 


a bid for heating work on local real es- 
tate broker Stan Ueberman's proposed 
office-speciality shop center, being con- 
sidered by the village board. 


Barry Gross, deputy chief of the Civil 


Division of the Cook County State's At- 
torneys office, yesterday told the Herald 
he thinks Osmon's involvement con- 
stitutes a conflict of Interest and said it 
would be unwise for him to vote on the 
matter. 


"I feel it's a foolish thing for him to 


vote on. I prefer to see public officials 
steer away from this sort of thing," he 
said. 


GROSS SAID the matter falls under a 


legal "gray area" and he is not certain 
Osmon's Involvement is in violation of 
state statutes regarding the actions of 
public officials. 


"I would say on the surface it's a 


trouble area, but I doubt if its an in- 
dictable offense," he said. 


Gross explained that state statutes on 


what constitutes misconduct by a village 
official are vague and open to inter- 
pretation. He said there have been rela- 
tively few court cases on such matters 
which makes it more difficult to make 
interpretations. 


Probably the only way Osmon would 


be In direct violation of the statutes 
would be if it could be proven that he 
was awarded the heating contract even 
though his bid was higher than some oth- 
ers submitted, Gross said. 


KENNETH ERICKSON, an Illinois as- 


sistant attorney general, was more blunt 
than Gross when commenting on Os- 
mon's Involvement. "There's no question 
about it. It's definitely a conflict of inter- 
est," he said. "If he's got half a brain in 
his head, he'll abstain." 


When asked his legal opinion on the 


matter Monday night, Village Atty. Rich- 
ard Raysa commented, "I think it's a 
borderline case. I think it could conceiv- 
ably be a conflict of interest." 


The village board has directed Raysa 


to Investigate further as well as get a, 
legal opinion from the Illinois attorney 
general's office. 


Three trustees who were contacted by 


the Herald yesterday refused to com- 
ment on the matter until after a legal 
opinion Is rendered. Several other 
trustees could not be reached. 


OSMON, when contacted yesterday, 


said he was seeking his own legal opinion 
from the state's attorney. "If I'm ad- 
vised that it's a conflict of interest, I'll 
abstain from voting." 


"If I'm in conflict, it was an error in 


my Interpretation. I'll abide by the legal 
opinion as I'm obliged to do," Osmon 
said. 


At Monday night's village board meet- 


Ing when the matter was raised, Osmon 
voted to tentatively approve Liebennan's 
project which Is on Dundee Road, west of 
Golfview Terrace. The village will now 
prepare ordinances and the matter will 
come to the board for a final vote In 
about 10 days. 


"The only reason I didn't back off

If they 
come out and ask you where your permit 
Is you just go and apply for one, he said 
adding, they're easy to get. 


"We'll get after the guys who haven't 


gotten their permits but they're just not 
a high priority item," said Marco. "We 
go after the big polluters first." 


MARCO EXPLAINED the EPA faces 


a combination of problems when it 
comes to enforcement of state regu- 
lation: low staffing, and lack of commu- 
nication and cooperation from local offi- 
cials. 


"We can't correct a problem statewide 


In a year," said Marco. "Our enforce- 
ment people are working on a number of 
much more critical discharges in the 
state that are not In compliance with 
state standards." 


Ho described regulations such as the 


sewer permit as a preventative measure 
— a problem solver which would allow 
the EPA to make sure construction and 
emissions are within state standards, 
thereby avoiding future problems. 


"THE GUY who doesn't get a permit 


isn't necessarily a polluter but he may 
be doing himself a disservice," Marco 
said. "Someday when we get to him he 
may find that his plant isn't constructed 
according to state standards. Then he 
has a major problem to solve. If he ap- 
plies for a permit we will give him the 
input so he is sure his plant will be con- 
structed properly." 


Ben I/eland, supervisor of the Des 


Plaines River Basin surveillance section 
of the EPA declined to comment yester- 
day on what, if any, action would be tak- 
en with the violators. 


"My instructions fo (Leland) would be 


as they have been,in the past — handle 
the priorities first," said Marco. 


"It is not a matter of us granting total 


amnesty to everyone who comes in late 
and applies for a permit," he added. 
"We are serious about this. It Is a con- 
siderable burden on the state to issue a 
permit for every sewer hookup, it is up 
to the contractors — they haven't been 
as aggressive as they should have been 
in getting their permits." 


THE STATE requires permits for all 


industrial and commercial buildings, all 
other buildings which would house more 
than 15 people and any other construc- 
tion which would require a Metropolitan 
Sanitary District (MSD) sewer permit. 


The EPA permit form Is identical to 


the MSD sewer permit, however, there is 


no charge for the EPA. Forms are avail- 
able through the EPA's Chicago or 
Springfield offices and, according 
to 


state statute, are processed with 90 days. 


In addition to allowing the EPA to 


serve as a watchdog for substandard 
construction, the .permit also prevents 
o v e r 1 o'a d i n g of sewerage treatment 
plants by controling the number of sewer 
hookups. 


State to fix 
Rte 14 curve 


The Illinois Department of Trans- 


portation has informed DCS Plaines offi- 
cials plans are now in the works to 
straighten out the Northwest Highway 
S-curve. 


But the work will not be done until 


sometime after 1978. 


Mayor Herbert Behrcl said this week 


the highway department's plans call for 
the roadway to be moved south of the 
present curve. There will also be a un- 
derpass below the Chicago and North 
Western railroad tracks at that point. 


He said the plan requires the purchase 


of the former Kirk Chemical property. 


Behrcl estimated cost of the project at 


about $2.5 million. 


The state has. also Indicated it would 


like the city to pay a portion of the cost. 
Behrcl said that this could be accom- 
plished through the use of motor fuel tax 
funds.

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Whipplctree Village in Wheeling probe 
Trailer park gets tax breaks

A mobile home park linked to the polit- 


ically influential family of former Wheel- 
l n « T o w n s h i p Democratic Com- 
mlttecman James Stavroi has received a 
flock of government favors, Including 
substantial tax breaks, In the lost three 
years. 


A Herald Investigation has disclosed 


that the park, Whlppletrec Village, Inc., 
523 N. McHcnry ltd., Wheeling, has 
repeatedly been Riven preferential gov- 
ernment treatment since It was proposed 
In 1070. 


Some examples: 
• A $163,000 recreation and adminis- 


tration building at the trailer park has 
remained off the tax rolls because no 
copy of the March, 1971. building permit 
was received at the township assessor's 
office. Such permit copies arc supposed 
to bo forwarded by the village building 
department. 


• Whlppletrec was allowed to connect 


to the new village water system In 1071, 
but was not required to pay "recapture" 
fees mandated for such tie-Ins to that 
system by a 1071 village ordinance. 


• The SJ-aero trailer park property re- 


mained completely off the tax rolls from 
September, 1970, when It was purchased 
from the Servile Sister, a tax-exempt re- 
ligious order, until January, 1972. It 
could not bo determined If County Asses-. 
»or P.J, Cullcrton's office has made any 
attempt to recover taxes for that period. 


• The site was given trailer pork zon- 


ing In record speed by the village, which 
In July, 1970, reversed Its previous strict 
policy of banning trailer parks and then 
pushed Whlpplctrec's zoning through in 
Ju.it over three weeks. 


• The property was subdivided without 


village approval when sold to Its present 
owners by the Servile Sisters, despite a • 
village ordinance requiring approval of 
all subdivisions. 


• Until lost month, Whlppletrec en- 


joyed the lowest land assessment of any 
mobile home park In the area. The prop- 
erty, whoso value was Increased greatly 
by Its rare trailer park zoning and exten- 
sive utility Improvements, was assessed 
last year at $3,000 an acre for tax pur- 
poses. Land assessments at other area 
trailer parks average $10,000 to $12,500 
per acre and range from $7,000 to more 
than $20,000. 


LAST MONTH, assessment of Whlp- 


pletrec was raised to $12,300 an acre. A 
spokesman for Cullcrton's office denied 
that the Increase came after Herald In- 
quiries nbout the property, which started 
In the second week of July. He said he 
did not know when last month the In- 
crease was put through. 


Whipplctree Village la one ol several 


developments under Investigation by a 
federal grand jury seeking evidence of 
building and zoning corruption In Wheel- 
ing. 


Tlic Herald ha* learned that federal in- 


vestigators nrc looking Into official ac- 
tions Involving the trailer park, which Is 
owned by a secret land trust and oper- 
ated by Whlppletrec Village, Inc. 


Two brothers of James Stavros, Ernest 


and Ted, have been connected with the 
trailer park almost since It was first pro- 
posed In 1970. James "Jimmy" Stavros 
has been a recognized political force In 
Wheeling for many years. 


Ernest last year Identified himself as 


co-owner of Whlpplctreo when the park 
received an award from Northern Illinois 
Gns Co. He also listed one of his sisters 
as part-owner on a form he filled out be- 
fore receiving the award, according to a 
gas company source. 


EKNEST WAS also Identified as man- 


ager of Whlpplctrec's 1040 S. Milwaukee 
Ave. sales office when the sales oper- 
ation was cited In 1971 for zoning viola- 
tions by Cook County. Tlic proper- 
ty was then rczoncd by the County 
Board and the zoning citations were 
dropped. Ted Stnvros reportedly Is cm- 
ployed by Whlppletrec. 


The president and sole Incorporatpr of 


Whlppletrec Village, Inc., is Dr. James 
Faulkner, 1430 N. Arlington Heights Rd., 


Arlington Heights. He was unavailable 
for comment yesterday. 


A man who answered the Whlppletree 


office telephone yesterday refused to 
Identify himself or discuss the park own- 
ership with a Herald reporter. 


"You'll never find that out, sir. It's in 


a corporation and 'a land trust. Over the 
telephone, we give no information," he 
said before hanging up. 


Whlpplctrec's recreation and adminis- 


tration building, valued at 165,000 on Its 
March 25, 1971, building permit, has re- 
mained off the tax rolls .for two years. A 
copy of the permit, which was supposed 
to be sent to the Wheeling Township as- 
sessor's office, was never received, ac- 
cording to a check of records there. 


Such copies, which village building de- 


partments are required to forward to lo- 
cal assessors are used to begin the pro- 
cess that puts new buildings on the tax 
rolls. The Whlppletrec building apparent- 
ly remained unnoticed during a 1072 In- 
s p o c t l o n of the property by Cut- 
Icrton field men when the $5,000-pcr-acre 
land assessment was set. 


IN DECEMBER. 1972, Marshall The- 


r o u x , Wheeling Township assessor, 
learned of the existence of the building 
and notified Cullerton's office. Records 
of the property are currently out in the 
field and not immediately available, the 
Cullcrton spokesman has said. 


William Bleber, building and zoning di- 


rector for the Village of Wheeling, said 
there Is no way his department could 
have withheld the building permit copy 
from the township assessor's office. He 
Mid It must have been misplaced at The- 
roux's office. 


"That's one thing we don't make a 


practice of. I don't hold back anything 
from anybody," said Bleber. 


"We spend more time making reports 


for different bodies every month. It's out 
of this world. For all the people wo have 
to fill out forms for, how come he's the 
only one who doesn't have it?" he said. 


THE BUILDING department flics In- 


clude only the permit application for 
Whipplctree and no copy of the building 
permit Itself. Bleber said the permit 
copy may have been pulled from the file 
and not returned when village records 
were subpoenaed by the federal grand 
jury. 


Whipplctree owners saved hundreds 


and possibly thousands of dollars when 
the trailer park was allowed to connect 
In 1971 to the West McHcnry Road water- 
main, constructed as part of $260,000 wa- 
ter and scwcr project by the village. 


The project was built under a "recap- 


ture" ordinance passed Feb. 15, 1971. It 
required property owners along the wa- 
ter and scwcr line to pay a portion of the 
construction cost when they connected to 
those lines. 


Properties benefiting directly or In- 


directly from that project — those which 
did not have scwcr or water service and 
could be expected to tic In at some future 
point 
were designated on a map In- 


cluded In the ordinance. 


Whlppletrec was not designated on the 


map as benefiting from the improvement 
and was thus allowed to hook Into the 
water system without any "recapture" 
charges. Several village officials have 


said the trailer park was not required to 
pay because water mains were already 
available to It. 


BUT A CHECK of engineering plans on 


the McHenry Road project shows that 
the nearest water connection before the 
"recapture" project was a 6-inch main 
more than 200 feet away from the point 
where Whlppletree's driveway meets 
McHenry Road. 


Whipplctree did not connect at that 


point but waited until the 12" village wa- 
ter main was completed and tied into it 
where the driveway meets McHenry 
Road, saving the cost of the 200-foot ex- 
tension. 


Because the trailer park already had 


sewer service, from a connection to 
mains Installed by the Servile Sisters, 
village officials may have inadvertently 
failed to Include It in the "recapture," ac 
cording to Thomas Moody, village engi- 
neering consultant In 1971. 


Moody described the $260,000 construc- 


tion as "primarily a sewer project. The 
water was brought in sort of toward the 
end." 


"Maybe nobody considered they left 


Whlppletree out on the water because 
they had sewer," he said. "The water 
was added as an afterthought. I don't 
know why it wasn't Included In there." 


Moody said "It didn't seem like any- 


thing sneaky to me." The final decision 
on which properties would be covered by 
the "recapture" was made by the village 
board and Village Atty. Paul Hamer, he 
said. 


HOWEVER, HAMER sold he prepared 


the 1971 ordinance with a recapture for- 
mula drawn up by Moody. "I don't know 
anything about it at all," he said. The 
final decision designating properties cov- 
ered by the ordinance was up to the vil- 
lage board, he said. 


The rezonlng that 
allowed 
Whip- 


pletree's construction came in a flourish 
of village activity during July, 1970. The 
proposal zipped through the zoning board 
and village board in just over three 
weeks. This Is In contrast to the year or 
more It often takes village officials to 
decide on major projects. 


An attorney for the Servile Sisters 


asked the village to change its previous 
no-trailer park policy and rezone the 55* 
acre site. He cited a recent Illinois Su- 
preme Court decision he said prevented 
municipalities from outright bans on 
trailer parks. 


Village officials, saying they feared tho 


You can 


no-trailer policy could be overturned In 
court If the ordinance change and rezon- 
lng weren't enacted, quickly complied 
despite protests from citizens and from 
School Dlst. 21. 


Traditionally, suburban municipalities 


have outlawed trailer parks, citing the 
heavy burden they put on schools be- 
cause house trailers escape real estate 
taxes. Only the land under the trailers Is 
taxed as real estate. 


Wheeling is the only suburb In the area 


to change its no-trailer policy because of 
the Illinois Supreme Court decision. 


THE PROPERTY was sold after re- 


zoning and placed in secret land trust. 
To accomplish that sale, one lot owned 
by Servile Sisters had to be subdivided. 
But contrary to village ordinance, that 
subdivision was never submitted for vil- 
lage approval. 


Hamer explained this week that the 


village has no way of learning about 
such subdivisions and Is thus 
often 


unable to enforce its ordinance. When 
asked If he thought village officials 
should have expected the subdivision be- 
cause they hod discussed plans for the 
property during the rezoning procedures, 
Hamcr said he did not think so. 


After that September 1970, sale Whip- 


pletree continued to enjoy the Servite 
Sisters' tax exemption until January, 
1972, thus escaping 15 months of real 
estate taxes. Throughout that time, the 
property carried die valuable trailer 
park zoning. 


The Herald has been unable to deter- 


mine if Cullerton's office has made any 
effort to back-tax the property for that 
period. A request for that information 
was made two weeks ago but could not 
be obtained as of yesterday. 


The Cullerton spokesman said the 


$5,000-per-acre tax assessment was given 
Whlppletree for 1972 because the park's 
roads and utilities had not been com- 
pleted last year when inspected by the 
assessor's field men. 


That statement conflicts with a photo- 


graph published Nov. 5, 1971 by the Her- 
ald showing the trailer park In the final 
stages of construction.

"Appropriately, the co-plaintiffs repre- 


sent not only themselves in seeking a 
more equitable voice but, by their action, 
they also represent their neighbors, in all 
suburban areas of Cook County," Fulle 
said. 


REPRESENTING Fulle will be two at- 


torneys from Chapman and Cutler, ill 
W. Monroe, Chicago — Richard Ma- 
karski of Chicago and Randall Mitchell 
of Palatine. Makarskl is former head of 
the U.S. district attorney's civil division. 


"This Is strictly a legal question," 


Makarskl said. "This can be done ex- 
peditlously, I think." 


The 10-page suit is based on the U.S. 


Supreme Court's one-man one vote rul- 


ing. Recent census figures show Chicago 
with 61 per cent of the county population 
and the suburbs with 39 per cent, al- 
though 66 per cent of board members are 
elected from the city. 


"Census projections' show that the 


trend will continue and in 1975 the city 
will have only 59 per cent of the popu- 
lation, Makarski said. 


"The board has failed to reapportion. 


Votes of suburban residents are diluted," 
he said. 


COURT RULINGS have allowed vari- 


ation between population and representa- 
tion of up to 16 per cent in states "where 
there is some rational basis for disparity 
— keeping township or county lines." In 
Congressional districts a variation of 2 
per cent is the limit, he said. 


"We're asking the court to either order 


them to reapportion or for the court to 
reapportion the board," Makarskl said. 


In April the board, meeting as Its fi- 


nance committee, voted to approve a 
Fulle-sponsored 9 to 6 reapportlonment 
bill. 


The board reversed its decision June 


18, voting 8 to 6 to reject the proposal. 
Nine Chicago Democrats voted "no" and 
board Pres. George Dunne joined four 
Republicans in voting "yes." 


AT THE press conference, Fulle, who 


is seeking the chairmanship of the Cook 
County Republican organization, 
was 


asked why the board reversed its vote on 
reapportlonment. Fulle said he knew that 
"I was going to be torpedoed" when he 
saw Democrats huddled hi the board 
room before the meeting. 


Fulle said after the June vote that he 


would file the suit. 


A Republican sixth vote could be key 


to important board finance decisions. A 
two-thirds vote is required for approval.

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U.S. cutback hikes school milk price 


It will cost a student In River Trails 


DIst. 26 two cents more next year for a 
H-plnt carton of milk if he brings his 
lunch to school, due to a cutback in fed- 
eral milk subsidies. 


Formerly, the federal government sub- 


sidized the price of milk for students who 
brought their lunches to the tune of four 
cents In DIst. 26. However, Pres. Richard 
Nixon's budget for the 1974 fiscal year 
includes only $25 million for milk sub- 
sidies, a reduction from last year's ap- 
propriation of $95.4 million. As a result, 
most school districts will lose thousands 
of dollars in federal funds for milk. 


"Normally the students pay three 


cents for a H-plnt," said Acting Supt. 


James Retzloff. "The bid price is more 
around seven cents." 


Rather than pass the total cost of the 


milk on to parents, the board votes to 
split the difference and charge five cents 
for milk next year for students who bring 
their lunches. 


THE DISTRICT will absorb the extra 


two cents. The increase will not affect 
students who already buy their lunches 
at school. "We will continue to furnish 
the %-pint with the regular lunch In the 
cafeteria," Retzlaff said. 


In the beginning of the discussion on 


the increase, Board Pres. Lloyd Demel 
said he would only vote for the Increase 
in milk if the board decided to rescind its 
authorization to Increase textbook fees 


by $1.50 per child next year. However, 
Demel voted for the split increase. 


Only one board member, William 


Haase, cast a dissenting vote. "I feel 
it's something that's been subsidized In 
the past and I am opposed to the in- 
crease being passed on to the kids," 
Haase said. 


In other business Tuesday, the board 


approved the appointment of Tomkins E. 
Barnhart, 42, as the new principal at 
Parkview School. Barnhart, of 360 May 
Ave., 
Glen Ellyn, was informally ap- 


pointed to the principal's post at a closed 
meeting of the board in July. Demel said 
the board was satisifed that Barnhart 
had a definite "commitment to stay" at 
Parkview for more than one year. 


Convicted murderer from Stateville 
Prison escapee may get 20 years more

A convicted murderer, caught by Des 


Plalnes police after he fled Stateville 
prison in Jolict, was found guilty on es- 
cape charges Tuesday by a Will County 
Circuit Court jury. 


Walter McCalvin, 20, of Chicago, cur- 


rently serving 75 to 125 years for murder 
and eight consecutive 15 to 30-year terms 
for armed robbery, will appear before 
Judge Angelo Plstilll Sept. 21. for sen- 
tencing. 


According to Ralph Toruno, Will Coun- 


ty assistant state's attorney McCalvin 
may receive another 20-year sentence for 
the escape conviction. 


McCalvin, who has been on inmate at 


Stateville since March, 1971, was re- 
turned to the prison after the trial. 


McCalvin was nabbed Jan. 9 by patrol- 


man Ronald Adams near the Northwest 
Tollway, east of Mount Prospect Road, 
just hours after he had escaped the pris- 
on by hiding in a delivery truck. 


According to police, McCalvin was 


helping unload the truck outside a store 
at Stateville and managed to hide under 
some loading pallets un-noticed by prison 
guards. 


The truck stopped at Bakellne Prod- 


ucts, 1701 Wlnthrop Dr., in Des Plalnes; 
McCalvin jumped out and forced the 
driver Inside. 


McCalvin was caught about 20 minutes 


later a quarter mile away by Adams who 
was patrolling the area. 


Adams fired a warning shot as 


McCalvin ran up a hill toward the toll- 
way. 


McCalvin was arrested in 1970 after he 


and an accomplice shotgunned a man to 
death in the lobby of a Chicago hotel. 
Police said McCalvin also robbed the ho- 
tel and raped the manager's wife the 
night of the killing.

Elk Grove Village 
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Senior citizen 
housing project 
plans revised 


Plans for a 300-unlt Elk Grove Village 


senior citizen housing project have been 
revised to allow more open space, addi- 
tional parking and repositioning of build- 
ings. 


The revised plans will be submitted to 


the village plan commission at Its meet- 
ing Thursday. 


Eugene Callahan, vice president of M. 


Myers and Associates, developers of the 
project, said the Illinois Housing Devel- 
opment Authority (IHDA) has granted 
preliminary approval for a low-cost 
mortgage loan for construction. 


The developers now are awarding bids 


for construction contracts and expect to 
begin work In the spring, according to 
Callahan. 


IN MAY. the village board and plan 


commission, acting with unprecedented 
speed, approved several zoning changes 
to permit the project to be built. The 
changes wore made quickly at the 
request of the developer so an appli- 
cation for the mortgage could be made 
by early June. 


Callnhan said "It is not taking an un- 


duly long time for the loan to be ap- 
proved." He said final approval cannot 
be granted until construction drawings 
are complete. 


The original plans for the project had 


0.8 parking spaces for each apartment 
unit. If additional parking were needed, 
decks would be built. 


The revised plans have 1.33 spaces per 


unit. Callahan said buildings were rcposi- 
tioncd to provide additional surface-level 
parking. Decks for more parking will no 
longer be needed. 


CALLAHAN said no changes have been 


made in the basic design of the buildings 
or the density of the project. 


When completed, the 300 units will be 


one-bedroom and efficiency apartments 
In one and two-story buildings clustered 
throughout the project. 


A "freeze" on federal funds prevents 


rent subsidies from being paid for the 
senior citizens. Callahan said the low-In- 
tcrcst load from IHDA will permit rents 
that moderate-Income senior citizens can 
afford.

Occupational therapist gets 'flighty9 on her weekends

Art teacher, airline stewardess, social 


worker, occupational therapist — these 
diverse occupations can bo listed under a 
single heading — "Jean King's working 
history." 


Miss King Is now a student occupation- 


al therapist at the Nlchoff Pavilion of 
Alexian Brothers Medical Center. Mon- 
day through Friday she is at the hospi- 
tal. On weekends she works as a stew- 
ardess. 


Her student work Is part of her "hospi- 


tal affiliation" required before she can 
be licensed as a therapist. Her classroom 
work as a therapist was done at the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania. Generally, stu- 
dents do their affiliation at a hospital 
near tho school where they received 
training. 


Miss King was able to arrange an affi- 


liation with Alexian Brothers since she is 
based In Chicago for her stewardess job. 


BECAUSE OF THE low patient load at 


the hospital, therapists arc not assigned 
to work only with specific patients. Each 
therapist is expected to work with all the 
patients in the rehabilitation unit of the 
hospital. 


Alexian Brothers rehabilitation unit op- 


erates as a "rehabilitation team" In- 
volving various specialists working to- 
gether. Rehabilitation nurses, physical 
therapists, 
occupational 
therapists, 


speech therapists and other medical per- 
sonnel join together to treat disabled per- 
sons. 


The occupational therapy portion of 


treatment Is designed to provide the 
patient with as much self-reliance and 


Independence as possible In performing 
everyday tasks such as homemaklng, 
eating and dressing. 


"The first step in occupational thera- 


py,".said Miss King, "is to evaluate the 
needs of the patient." 


THE EXTENT of the patient's dis- 


ability Is determined and the therapist 
must plan a program of treatment. Goals 
are then set for the patient as he or she 
goes through treatment. 


"You have to set realistic goals, some- 


thing you think he (the patient) will be 
able to do," said Miss King. 


As a patient progresses, new goals are 


set to encourage the patient to continue 
Improving until he Is making full use of 
his ability. 


Many of the goals, such as being able 


to eat without assistance or dress 


unaided, are major accomplishments for 
the disabled person. 


AT ALEXIAN BROTHERS, patients 


stay for about two months in rehabilita- 
tion training. Occupational therapy ses- 
sions are for two hours dally, one hour in 
the morning and one in the afternoon. 


Miss King described her job as "doing 


certain things for certain patients." She 
works with a patient, helping him to 
learn to do a specific task. 


As an occupational therapist, Miss 


King is expected to devise special equip- 
ment that will assist a patient- if neces- 
sary, to do such routine tasks as picking 
up an object, stirring a pot of food on the 
stove, or putting on a stocking. Much 
equipment is standardized, but every 
patient is different and unique devices 
may be heeded. 


"There are different procedures at dif- 


ferent hospitals," said Miss King. "Here 
I make the special equipment myself. 
At other hospitals the maintenance de-. 
partment does it." 


A small workshop, with a band saw, 


hand tools and work bench, is located In 
the occupational therapy area to make 
the needed splints and other devices. 


VIRGINIA DRENTII, supervisor of the . 


occupational therapy section, said Miss 
King's previous training as an art teach- 
er helps her sketch plans for the equip- 
ment she must make. 


Miss King majored in art as an under- 


graduate student and was an art teacher. 
She later gave up art teaching and be- 
came a stewardess. 


She started training as a therapist be- 


cause she did not want to make a career 
of being a stewardess and wanted to re- 
turn to some form of teaching. 


"I didn't want to work in a class of 30 


people. I wanted closer contact with 
people. I knew about occupational thera- 
py because some of my friends majored 
in it in college. I had done some case 
work as a social worker," she said. 


MISS KING will be at Alexian Brothers 


through September. She then will work 
at the Illinois State Psychiatric Institute 
for three months to complete the re- 
quired six-month affllitation. 


In January, she will take a required 


examination before being licensed. 


Miss King has not yet decided when 


she will leave her airline job. "I will 
need a leave of absence in October 
(when she starts at the state Institute). If 
I don't get it, I will quit then. If I get the 
leave, I may go back (to flying) in 
January."

will have only 59 per cent of the popu- 
lation, Makarski said. 


"The board has failed to reapportion. 


Votes of suburban residents are diluted," 
he said. 


COURT RULINGS have allowed vari- 


ation between population and representa- 
tion of up to 16 per cent in states "where 
there is some rational basis for disparity 
— keeping township or county lines." In 
Congressional districts a variation of 2 
per cent is the limit, he said. 


"We're asking the court to either order 


them to reapportion or for the court to 
reapportion the board," Makarski said. 


In April the board, meeting as Its fi- 


nance committee, voted to approve a 
Fulle-sponsored 9 to 6 reapportlonmect 
bill. 


The board reversed its decision June 


18, voting 8 to 6 to reject the proposal. 
Nine Chicago Democrats voted "no" and 
board Pres. George Dunne joined four 
Republicans in voting "yes." 


AT THE press conference, Fulle, who 


is seeking the chairmanship of the Cook 
County Republican organization, was 
asked why the board reversed its vote on 
reapportionment. Fulle said he knew that 
"I was going to be torpedoed" when he 
saw Democrats huddled in the board 
room before the meeting. 


Fulle said after the June vote that he 


would file the suit. 


A Republican sixth vote could be key 


to important board finance decisions. A 
two-thirds vote is required for approval.

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EPA may demand trains 
to new Cougar stadium

Developers of the proposed sports sta- 


dium In Rosemont might be required to 
provide train service to the facility in 
order to meet stringent new air pollution 
regulations. 


State officials in the Environmental 


Protection Agency said this week that 
cars coming to the new stadium, which 
will be the home of the Chicago Cougars 
hockey team, could add greatly to air 
pollution. 


New federal and state regulations, 


which were ordered in June, are now 
being completed. The requirements will 
sot guidelines for all facilities which 
would attract a large number of cars in 
a short period of time. 


Edward Wilson of the EPA said that 


the new stadium would certainly fall un- 
der the jurisdiction of the agency. Shop- 
ping centers, recreation complexes and 
othr major facilities will be covered by 
the regulations. 


EPA officials suggested that a rail line 


into the stadium might be required to 
reduce the air pollution potential gener- 
ated by spectator traffic. The stadium 
will be built next year near Morse Ave- 
nue and Mannheim Road in Rosemont. 


A PRELIMINARY version of the state 


regulations will probably be completed 
later this month. The regulations will 
then have to be reviewed by federal au- 
thorities and the Illinois Air Pollution 
Control Board before being adopted. 


While no preliminary air pollution test- 


ing has been done in this area, EPA offi- 
cials said that the area certainly Is heav- 
ily congested by car and aircraft emis- 
sions. 


The regulations call for a review of 


plans for any new facility by the North- 
eastern Illinois Plan Commission and the 
state before construction permits can be 
granted. 


If recommendations are made by the 


EPA, developers will have to comply or 
not receive the permit and will not be 
allowed to start construction. 


IN ADDITION to state and regional re- 


view of the plans, other local agencies, 
including municipalities can offer infor- 
mation on the environmental impact of a 
project on their community. 


Aid. Carmen Sarlo (6th) suggested 


Monday that the city begin preparing a 
report on the Impact that the stadium 
might have on the city. 


Rosemont officials have also con- 


tracted with the engineering firm of Bar- 
ton and Aschmann to prepare a traffic 
study of the area, but the report will not 
deal with the environmental Impact the 
stadium will have on the area. 


THE VILLAGE'S mayor, Jack Ste- 


vens, could not be reached for comment 
yesterday on what impact the new regu- 
lations might have on the stadium proj- 
ect. 


A spokesman for the EPA said that air 


standards will probably be tested this 
winter In the Rosemont area.

Tarnished village board wallows in its political feud

A News Analysis 


It was n clean sweep. The Republican 


candidates had wiped out their Village 
Independent Party opponents, knocking 
the Incumbent VIP trustees out of office 
with a clear mandate to change the di- 
rection of tho village. 


Since that April 17 election day, the 


new trustees have indeed changed the di- 
rection of the village, experiencing, In 
the process, a series of ups and downs. 
They've been cheered at meetings on oc- 
casion, and they've been jeered as well. 


One president who attended this week's 


board meeting was overheard to mutter 


under his breath: "What does It take to 
have a recall?" 


Not surprisingly, the two candidates 


who fought it out for village president — 
the winner, Wendell E. Jones, and the 
loser, Clayton W. Brown — take widely 
contrasting views of just what the image 
of the village board is now, four months 


after the election, and how it got that 
way. 


JONES, WHILE saying "It's up to the 


people to judge" the board's image, ad- 
mits the board's image is not as respect- 
able as he would like, because of the 
various controversies, particularly the 
Centner affair, in which the board has 


become embroiled. 


"Other than that," he said, "I think 


our record is very good. This board was 
elected to do a job and we are doing it." 


Jones is convinced that by and large 


the public approves of the board's ac- 
tions. The boos in the audience, he main- 
tains, have come virtually entirely from 


residents who have VIP ties or who were 
opposed to the Republicans from 
the 


start. 


Brown, a VIP trustee, says that's not 


so. Over the* past four months, he says; 
residents have become "more concerned 
than ever before as to the actions of the

A 1073-74 tentative budget calling for 


nearly an 18 per cent Increase In oper- 
ating expenses but no Increase in the tax 
rate has been approved by the Palatine- 
Rolling Meadows Dlst. 15 Board of Edu- 
cation. 


Tho increase In expenditures Is mainly 


due to salary raises, Inflation and reno- 
vation work at Winston Park School in 
Palatine, according to school officials. 


Tho lax rate is expected to remain at 


Its present level of 2.46 per $100 assessed 
valuation. This means a homeowner 
within Dlst. IS with a house assessed at 
$10,000 would pay $246 in taxes to the 
district. 


Stabilization of the lax rate at its pre- 


sent level, despite the 18 per cent 
Increase In expenditures, is possible be- 
cause of an anticipated 58 per cent in- 
crease In revenue to the district accord- 
Ing to Bob Kcllen, director of business 
services. Tho revenue Increase is due to 
an Increase In state aid, Increase of as- 
sessed valuation within the district, an 
estimated 20 per cent early 1074-75 tax 
collection and collection of 91 per cent of 
the 1073-74 expected tax revenue. 


EXPENDITURES during 1073-74 are 


expected to total $15,724,833 exclusive of 
the $184,538 site and construction fund. 
This compares to anticipated 1072-73-ex- 
pcndltures of $13,336,456 exclusive of the 
$2,403,678 site and construction fund. 


Tho site and construction fund, which 


Is funded from bond sales, Is down this 
year because of tho completion of Pala- 
tine Hills Junior High School In Palatine. 
No new school construction will be start- 
ed In the district during 1073-74. 


Expected revenue In the district will 


jump from $9,032,637 to $15,637,052. 


The tentative budget is the best esti- 


mate available because of the uncertain- 
ly of many factors. School officials still 
do not know what their state aid will be 
for 1073-74, teacher salaries have not 
been settled yet and the district will not 
know what its assessed valuation Is until 
the spring. 


Slate aid during 1073-74 has been esti- 


mated at $4,704,868. This represents a 4 
per cent Increase and compares to 
$4,523,184 last year. 


THE ESTIMATED allotment for teach- 


er salaries Is $6,677,172, an Increase of 
more than 10 per cent. School officials 
said this figure was arrived at by Increas 
Ing the current salaries of all teachers 7 
per cent, adding these salaries together 
and dividing by the number of teachers 
employed by the district to arrive at on 


overage teacher salary. Also Included in 
the figure are the salaries for new teach- 
ers, mainly to staff Palatine Hills Junior 
High School, and provisions for tract 
movement for teachers who earned col- 
lege credits during the summer. 


The tentative budget is based on an 


estimated assessed valuation in the dis- 
trict of $342 million. This is a $10 million 
Increase from last year's assessed valu- 
ation. 


School officials feel the estimated In- 


crease in assessed valuation may be low 
and the tax rate could actually go down ' 
If the assessed valuation jumps higher 
than the estimated $10 million. Last year 
tho assessed valuation of the district 
increased $57 million. 


Maximum tax rates will be levied for 


five funds. These arc education 1.61, 
building .25, special education, .02, life 
safety code .05, and working cash .05. 


Tlio bond and Interest fund will de- 


crease from .3104 to .3114 and the rent 
fund will decrease from .0405 to .0394. 


INCREASES ARE expected In the 


transportation fund, .0619 to .08, and the 
Illinois Municipal retirement Fund, .58 to 
.754. 


The estimated tax rates set In the ten- 


tative budget will go out on the spring 
tax bills and the revenue will not be 
available until the 1974-75 fiscal year ex- 
cept In the case of early tax collection. 
The 1073-74 operating budget will be fund 
cd from taxes collected from tho 1972-73 
tax rate. 


Several of the funds arc expected to 


have deficits when tho fiscal year ends 
on June 30, 1974. A deficit of $335,937 Is 
expected in the education fund where ex- 
penditures arc estimated at $11,748,367. 
Nearly 57 per cent of this budget is ex- 
pected to be spent an classroom teacher 
salaries. 


Other anticipated deficits include the

The board has until Sept. 12 to make

of Palatine. Makarskl is former head of 
the U.S. district attorney's civil division. 


"This Is strictly a legal question," 


Makarski said. "This can be done ex- 
pedltlously, I think." 


The 10-page suit Is based on the U.S. 


Supreme Court's one-man one vote rul- 


ing. Recent census figures show Chicago 
with 61 per cent of the county population 
and the suburbs with 39 per cent, al- 
though 66 per cent of board members are 
elected from the city. 


"Census projections show that the 


trend will continue and In 1975 the city 
will have only 59 per cent of the popu- 
lation, Makarski said. 


"The board has failed to reapportion. 


Votes of suburban residents are diluted," 
he said. 


COURT RULINGS have allowed vari- 


ation between population and representa- 
tion of up to 16 per cent in states "where 
there is some rational basis for disparity 
— keeping township or county lines." In 
Congressional districts a variation of 2 
per cent is the limit, he said. 


"We're asking the court to either irder 


them to reapportion or for the court to 
reapportion the board," Makarski said. 


In April the board, meeting as Its fi- 
nance committee, voted to approve a 
Fulle-sponsored 9 to 6 reapportionment 
bill. 


The board reversed its decision June 


18, voting 8 to 6 to reject the proposal. 
Nine Chicago Democrats voted "no" and 
board Pres. George Dunne joined four 
Republicans in voting "yes." 


AT THE press conference, Fulle, who 


is seeking the chairmanship of the Cook 
County Republican organization, was 
asked why the board reversed its vote on 
reapportionment. Fulle said he knew that 
"I was going to be torpedoed" when he 
saw Democrats huddled in the board 
room before the meeting. 


Fulle said after the June vote that he 


would file the suit. 


A Republican sixth vote could be key 


to important board finance decisions. A 
two-thirds vote is required for approval.

Cougars may have to provide trains

Developers of the proposed sports sta- 


dium In Rosemont might be required to 
provide train service to the facility in 
order to meet stringent new air pollution 
regulations. 


State officials In the Environmental 


Protection Agency said this week that 
cars coming to the new stadium, which 
will be the home of the Chicago Cougars 
hockey team, could add greatly to air 
pollution. 


New federal and state regulations, 


which were ordered in June, ore now 
being completed. The requirements will 
set guidelines for all facilities which 
would attract a large number of cars in 
a short period of time. 


Edward Wilson of the EPA said that 


the new stadium would certainly fall un- 
der the jurisdiction of the agency. Shop- 
ping centers, recreation complexes and 
othr major facilities will be covered by 
tho regulations. 


EPA officials suggested that a rail line 


into the stadium might be required to 


reduce the air pollution potential gener- 
ated by spectator traffic. The stadium 
will be built next year near Morse Ave- 
nue and Mannheim Road in Rosemont. 


A PRELIMINARY version of the state 


regulations will probably be completed 
later this month.. The regulations will 
then have to be reviewed by federal au- 
thorities and the Illinois Air Pollution 
Control Board before being adopted. 


While no preliminary ah* pollution test- 


.Ing has been done in this area, EPA offi- 
cials said that the area certainly Is heav- 
ily congested by car and aircraft emis- 
sions. 


The regulations call for a review of 


plans for any new facility by the North- 
eastern Illinois Plan Commission and the 
state before construction permits can be 
granted. 


If recommendations are made by the 


EPA, developers will have to comply or 
not receive the permit and will not be 
allowed to start construction. 


IN ADDITION to state and regional re- 


view of the plans, other local agencies, 
Including municipalities can offer infor- 


mation on the environmental impact of a 
project on their community. 


Aid. Carmen Sarlo (6th) suggested 


Monday that the city begin preparing a 
report on the impact that the stadium 
might have on the city. 


Rosemont officials have also con- 


tracted with the engineering firm of Bar- 
ton and Aschmann to prepare a traffic 
study of the area, but the report will not 
deal with the environmental impact the 
stadium will have on the area. 


THE VILLAGE'S mayor. Jack Ste- 


vens, could not be reached for comment 
yesterday on what Impact the new regu- 
lations might have on the stadium proj- 
ect. 


A spokesman for the EPA said that air 


standards will probably be tested this 
winter in the Rosemont area. 


The EPA conducted preliminary tests 


at several shopping centers in Chicago 
and downstate Illinois last month. The 
tests showed the air pollution in those 
areas did not exceed the limits set down 
in the proposed regulations. 


Lone gasoline bid accepted by schools 


School buses in Palatine-Rolling Mead- 


ows Dist. 15 will continue on their daily 
treks during the upcoming school year 
despite the gasoline shortage. 


One gasoline bid was received by the 


board of education Wednesday and the 
board accepted it. 


ARCO, the district's current supplier, 


was the one company to submit a bid for 
the 145,000 gallons of gasoline needed an- 
nually to operate the school buses and 


other district vehicles. Ten bid specifica- 
tions were sent out but the other com- 
panies Indicated they could not guaran- 
tee the quota of 145,000 gallons of gaso- 
line. 


ARCO HAS guaranteed the present 


145,000 gallons plus or minus 10 per cent. 
The price of the gasoline is currently fro- 
zen at 13.02 cents a gallon. The bid states 
the price of gasoline will increase to two 
cents above the tank wagon price when

board." 


BROWN REGARDS the board's ap- 


proach to matters as "amateurish," and 
describes as "pretty prevalent" the feel- 
ing among voters that perhaps they err- 
ed in voting GOP. 


Certainly, the board's image has tar- 


nished somewhat since the new trustee 
officially took over April 23. Jones ad- 
mits that. 


Jones blames it on efforts by Brown, 


among others, to "discredit and embar- 
rass me end the new board." Brown, for 
his part, retorts: "You don't have to 
make them look bad. They're doing it on 
their own." 


Both agree that the Centner affair — 


the board's forcing the resignation of Po- 
lice Chief Robert R. Centner — has been 
the most controversial of the board's de- 
cisions so far. 


THE BOARD'S action, along with its 


refusal to allow Centner a hearing, 
prompted the circulation of a petition 
calling for a public hearing on the rea- 
sons for the ouster. As the petition ap- 
proached, and eventually passed, the 
number of votes Jones had received in 
the last election, he and other board 
members reversed their decision and 
this week agreed to grant a hearing. 


Jones acknowledges now that the pub- 


lic accusations leveled by the trustees 
against Centner was "perhaps not the 
proper route," and said if he had. a 
chance to do it over again, "it would 
probably be in a quieter fashion," though 
with the same outcome. 


He accuses Brown of "stirring the pot" 


of controversy to make the Republican 
board members look bad, attributing the 
attitude to "sour grapes politics." 


"Every time I've extended my hand to 


him in peace," Jones said, "he bites it." 


BROWN, HOWEVER, says Jones has 


not attempted to make peace, noting that 
Jones consulted bun this week (on the 
appointment of an interim village man- 
ager) for the first time since the elec- 
tion. 


"He has never asked my opinion," 


Brown stated, "and he knows damn well 
I know more about the village than be 
does." 


Brown acknowledges that the Republi- 


can trustees have carried out many of 
their campaign promises, but character- 


izes the actions as "little things" — such 
as reducing the cost of vehicle stickers 
$1 and creating a citizens advisory 
board. "The major things — the planning 
and management of the village — they're 
simply not doing," he says. 


Jones says he is willing to "stand on 


our record" — "all the decisions we've 
made, even the tough ones, have been in 
the best interest of the village" — and 
predicts that the record "is going to get 
better." 


As to the obvious split between Jones 


and Brown, there are few indications 
their relationship will change. 


Though Jones appealed to all board 


members to "get in the same rowboat 
and start rowing in the same direction," 
Brown responds icily: "As long as those 
clowns on the board continue to do the 
things they're doing, you'll continue to 
hear from me."

Developers of the proposed sports sta-

State officials in the Environmental 


Protection Agency said this week that 
cars coming to the new stadium, which 
will be the home of the Chicago Cougars 
hockey team, could add greatly to air 
pollution. 


New federal and state regulations, 


which were ordered in June, are now 
being completed. The requirements will 
set guidelines for all facilities which 
would attract a large number of cars in 
a short period of time. 


Edward Wilson of the EPA said that 


the new stadium would certainly fall un- 
der the jurisdiction of the agency. Shop- 
ping centers, recreation complexes and 
othr major facilities will be covered by 
the regulations. 


EPA officials suggested that a rail line 


into the stadium might be required to 
reduce the air pollution potential gener- 
ated by spectator traffic. The stadium 
will be built next year near Morse Ave- 
nue and Mannheim Road In Rosemont. 


A PRELIMINARY version of the state 


regulations will probably be completed 
later this month. The regulations will 
then have to be reviewed by federal au- 
thorities and the Illinois Air Pollution 
Control Board before being adopted. 


While no preliminary air pollution test- 


ing has been done in this area, EPA offi- 
cials said that the area certainly is heav- 
ily congested by car and aircraft emis- 
sions. 


The regulations call for a review of 


plans for any new facility by the North- 
eastern Illinois Plan Commission and the 
state before construction permits can be 
granted. 


If recommendations are made by the 


EPA, developers will have to comply or 
not receive the permit and will not be 
allowed to start construction. 


IN ADDITION to state and regional re- 


view of the plans, other local agencies, 
including municipalities can offer Infor- 
mation on the environmental impact of a 
project on their community.

enced an $800 loss in two thefts since 
June. 


"I don't know what it Is with these 


kids. They have to keep thqmselves occu- 
pied during the summer so they go 
around destroying things. It's crazy. You 
provide new playgrounds and schools for 
them and they just destroy them," said 
Al Binder, director of the Hoffman Es- 
tates Park District. 


For the past six months, 6 to 13-year- 


olds have been caught stealing unln- 
stalled playground equipment, defacing 
and destroying park signs, and breaking 
windows on Hoffman Estates Park Dis- 
trict property. 


IN THE PAST week-and-a-half, the 


Sloan Park sign has been destroyed with 
on axe. Playground equipment at most 
of parks has been painted and tarred, 
and attempted and successful break-ins 
have occurred at the Hoffman Estates 
Park District headquarters and recrea- 
tion center. 


Window breakage had totaled over $150 


in the past month at all parks. In all, 30 
to 40 cases of vandalism have occurred 
in the past three moonths as compared 
to last year's 6 to 10 summer cases of 
vandalism. 


"We have newer playground equip- 


ment and more park sites this year than 
last year. New equipment and parks at- 
tract kids of all ages and they become 
gathering places subject to vandalism," 
Binder said.

Parents 
effective 
in patrol 


The Parents Observer program, aimed 


at curbing local vandalism, has proven 
effective so far this summer In seven ot 
the 22 schools in Dlst. 54, according to a 
Parent Observer Committee member. 
But volunteers are still needed. The Par- 
ent Observer Committee (POS) has been 
implementing parent observers at scvrn 
schools since June. The program hu 
helped to prevent vandalism from oc- 
curring or to apprehend the vandal in 
many cases. 
The seven elementary schools at which 


the program has been started include 
Hanover Park's Anne Fox 
school: 


Schaumburg's Churchill, Campanelll and 
Hale schools; and Hoffman Estates' Hill- 
crest, MeArthur and Twinbrook schools. 


"It has helped a great deal to have 


parents checking the grounds of these 
schools periodically. If the kids know 
there Is a parent observer at a school, 
they will hesitate to damage anything 
there," said Mrs. Ester Karras, member 
of the POC and representative of the 
Schaumburg Area Council PTA. 


The patrol service program was not 


started prior to June due to lack of ac- 
tive adult Interest, although the program 
has been In the planning for two years. 


A PARENT observer Is not given po- 


lice powers to apprehend or deal with a 
vandal. He is only supposed to check the 
school grounds after dark and report any 
suspicious or malicious acts immediately 
to the police department. Adult observ- 
ers are not meant to be police substitutes 
and are not required to make personal 
contact with the vandal or to testify 
against them. 


With the support of PTA, park, school 


and police representatives, the com- 
mittee has been able to acquire adult 
volunteers to observe. 


"The amount of vandalism that's being 


done to the district schools is very high. 
We need volunteers to deter this van- 
dalism and adults can do just that," Mrs. 
Karras said. 


As the PTAs do not meet 
as 


frequently during the summer, many 
more volunteer adults will probably be 
recruited to help once school begins. 


"I'm certain that with school beginning 


again many more parents will offer their 
time to patrol the schools in their 
areas," she said.

ing. Recent census figures show Chicago 
with 61 per cent of the county population 
and the suburbs with 39 per cent, al- 
though 66 per cent of board members are 
elected from the city. 


"Census projections show that the 


trend will continue and in 1975 the city 
will have only 59 per cent of the popu- 
lation, Makarski said. 


"The board has failed to reapportion. 


Votes of suburban residents are diluted," 
he said. 


COURT RULINGS have allowed vari- 


ation between population and representa- 
tion of up to 16 per cent in states "where 
there is some rational basis for disparity 
— keeping township or county lines." In 
Congressional districts a variation of 2 
per cent is the limit, he said. 


"We're asking the court to either order 


them to reapportion or for the court to 
reapportion the board," Makarski said. 


In April the board, meeting as its fi- 


nance committee, voted to approve 8 
Fulle-sponsored 9 to 6 reapportionment 
bill. 


The board reversed its decision June 


18, voting 8 to 6 to reject the proposal. 
Nine Chicago Democrats voted "no" and 
board Pres.

patrol tho areas regularly as the van- 
dalism occurs as much during the sum- 
mer afternoon as It docs at night. 


Since much of tho new playground 


equipment Is still under the contractor's 
or manufacturer's guarantee, the pork 
district will not incur additional expenses 
to replace new playground equipment 
that has been damaged. Eighty per cent 
of the playground equipment damaged 
this summer has been newly installed. 


THE PARK DISTRICT will have to 


pay about $100 per park district sign and 
approximately $400 per piece of older 
playground equipment that has .been 
damaged. 


"Wo need cooperation from the parents 


and residents. People living around the 
parks haven't been reporting vandalism 
when they sec it taking place. We can't 
apprehend vandals if their acts aren't 
Immediately reported," Binder said. 


Often times, the park district Isn't 


aware that an act of vandalism took 
place until days after when the mainte- 
nance crews make their regular tour of 
tho areas. 


P A U L DERDA. director of the 


Schaumburg Park District, agrees the 


only deterrent for vandalism is to have 
the residents report these Instances as 
they occur. 


"We've been very fortunate so far this 


summer. Hardly any vandalism has oc- 
curred although this Is our heavy season. 
We hove suffered two major thefts," 
Derda said. 


To supplement the annual defacing of 


playground equipment and park district 
buildings, two $150 outdoor speakers 
from Atcher Pool, and two $250 canoes 
were stolen this summer. 


"THE VANDALISM this summer is as 


minimal as it was last summer, but, as 
far as these thefts go, we are going to 
•prosecute the kids who stole these things 
because they are costing the taxpayers 
money," Derda said. 


"We're serving 40 per cent more 


people this year with our additional pork 
district facilities, but these kids just have 
to realize that vandalism and thefts are 
serious problems. We can't afford these 
expensive and annoying instances," he 
said.

lem although kids do other crazy things. 
They stuff school plumbing vents with 
baseball bats and balls, they've tried to 
set mobile classrooms on fire, and 
they've ripped the stairs off of mobile 
classroom units at Blackhawk School 
that will cost us $1,200 to replace," Vlso 
said. 


THE HIGH-IMPACT times for van- 


dalism are when school first let's out, 
first begins, and during the Christmas 
vacation. Three new schools of the dis- 
trict's 25 schools have been major tar- 
gets of vandals. 


"We've been diligently maintaining the 


buildings and replacing broken equip- 
ment right away to prevent any more 
vandalism. Police from all of the sub- 
urbs we are in have been real helpful in 
patroHng the areas," Vlso said.

Developers of the proposed sports sta- 


dium In Rosemont might be required to 
provide train service to the facility In 
order to meet stringent now air pollution 
regulations. 


Slate officials in the Environmental 


Protection Agency said this week that 
cars coming to the new stadium, which 
will bo the home of the Chicago Cougars 
hockey team, could add greatly to air 
pollution. 


New federal and state regulations, 


which were ordered in June, arc now 
being completed. The requirements will 
set guidelines for aU facilities which 
would attract a large number of cars In 
a short period of time. 


Edward Wilson of tho EPA said that 


the new stadium .would certainly fall un- 
der tho jurisdiction of the agency. Shop- 
ping centers, recreation complexes and 
othr major facilities will be covered by 
tho regulations. 


EPA officials suggested that a rail line 


into (he stadium intent be required to 


reduce the air pollution potential gener- 
ated by spectator traffic. The stadium 
will be built next year near Morse Ave- 
nue and Mannheim Road in Rosemont. 


A PRELIMINARY version of the state 


regulations will probably be completed 
later this month. The regulations will 
then have to be reviewed by federal au- 
thorities and the Illinois Air Pollution 
Control Board before being adopted. 


While no preliminary air pollution test- 


Ing has been done in this area, EPA offi- 
cials said that the area certainly Is heav- 
ily congested by car and aircraft emis- 
sions. 


The regulations call for a review of 


plans for any new facility by the North- 
eastern Illinois Plan Commission and the 
state before construction permits can be 
granted. 


If recommendations ore made by the 


EPA, developers will have to comply or 
not receive the permit and will not be 
allowed to start construction. 


IN ADDITION to state and regional re- 


view of the plans, other local agencies, 


Including municipalities can offer infor- 
mation on the environmental Impact of a 
project on their community. 


Aid. Carmen Sarlo (6th)' suggested 


Monday that the city begin preparing a 
report on the Impact that the stadium 
might have on the city. 


Rosemont officials have also con-

next year.

William Altcr's plan to build 300 apart-

Wednesday night the building com- 


mittee voted lo recommend the project's

FIRE AND POLICE protection is of 


particular concern. Anderson said detec- 
tion devices within a home or business 
could be hooked up to the cable system 
so smoke or heat detection devices would 
trigger an alarm at the fire station. Bur- 
glar detection devices could trigger an 
alarm at the police station. 


The system can provide 24-hour protec- 


tion whether a family is home or not," 
Anderson said. 


In the larger apartment and townhouse 


planned unit developments, a cable sys- 
tem can be used to provide security, he 
said. Beyond the safety aspect, cable 
systems can be used to measure water 
usage and read utility meters. 


Traffic safety and control could be 


aided If key Intersections are monitored 
by the cable system. An operator would 
bo able to see the traffic volume at an 
intersection and change the traffic sig- 
nals accordingly. 


A possible commercial use Anderson 


mentioned would permit residents to 
shop at home from lists provided on the 
cable system. 


THE MOST OBVIOUS commercial use 


Is cable TV's ability to bring clearer and 
more varied television reception to a 
home. It multiplies the number of chan- 
nels available. 


In places such as Carpenlcrsvillc, the 


closest community already using cable 
television, one of these additional chan- 
nels is reserved for local use only. 
Events such as village board meetings 
have been run In their entirety. 


Fire Chief Lawrence A. Palritz, who 


has already begun researching cable 
TV's possiblities, said there were uses 
other than fire detection that would aid 
his department. 


In Weston, W. Va., Pairitz said, a 


cable system is used to call volunteer 
firemen to duty. Such a system here 
could alert off-duty firemen or even doc- 
tors should a crisis situation develop. 
Severe weather warnings could be sent 
by cable television too, he said.

Mount Prospect's one-woman inspection team 


Down on her knees with a flashlight, 


pecking Into corners under a sink — cer- 
tainly not a very glamorous Job, but defi- 
nitely a necessary one. 


The responsibility for Inspecting res- 


taurants and food handlers wltltin Mount 
Prospect falls to village hcatlh officer 
Marjorie Boswell. 


Each of (he village's 45 or so restau- 


rants has to be Inspected at least once a 
>car and possibly three times, if Mrs. 
Boswell decides. Usually the restaurants 
are Inspected prior to tho distribution of 
business licenses. 


Mrs. Boswell tries to keep tho exact 


lime of each restaurant's inspection a se- 
cret so there can be no last minute clean 
up She explains that her inspection 
starts with a drive around tho premises. 


"I check for weeds and litter and to 


see If the garbage la being handled prop- 
erly," she said. 


Onco she enters a restaurant, Mrs. 


Boswell goes directly to the rear food 
preparation area and asks for the man- 
ager. Again, she is trying to allow no 
time for clean-up. 


There are two main alms to Mrs. Bos- 


well's Inspections. She Is trying to find 
and eliminate any unsanitary or bac- 
teria-breeding conditions. Also, she Is 
helping the food handlers to better under- 
stand their job and to care more about 
their performance. 


A thermometer is her biggest weapon 


against bacteria. She uses it to check the 
temperature in the dishwasher (It has to 
be hot enough) and the temperature of 


the salad dressings (they have to be cold 
enough). 


"SALAD DRESSINGS arc a real bug- 


aboo," she explains. If the temperature 
Is too warm, bacteria will breed very ra- 
pidly. 


For the same reason, she checks to see 


if the Ice cream scoops are kept In run- 
ning water and the Ice scoop left In the 
cold Ice. The running water and the cold 
ice both help slow down the growth of 
bacteria. 


Refrigerator and freezer temperatures 


are also checked and the contents of 
each must be on racks above the floor. 


With the restaurant employes, Mrs. 


Boswell said she tries for a working rela- 
tionship. "I feel a better understanding 
(of food care) on the part of food han- 


dling employes Is Important," she said. 


One of her ways to achieve this under- 


standing is to make each employe feel 
his or her job is important. "The most 
important job Is the dishwasher," Mrs. 
Boswell tells the girl running that ma- 
chine. She then quizzes the girl as to 
what the correct water temperature 
should be. The girl knows and Mrs. Bos- 
well rewards her with a smile. 


AS MRS. BOSWELL goes through the 


food preparation area, she stops to chat 
with each employe. While her talk puts 
them at ease, she is actually checking to 
see If fingernails and aprons are clean 
and if hairnets are proper. 


The chefs must wear hats if cooking 


and she checks their "general appear- 
ance" and technique of food handling. 


Someday soon, Mrs. Boswell said she 
hopes to set up classes In food handling. 


Other things she checks for are grease, 


accumulations of dirt on the floors or 
walls and the cleanliness of the wash- 
rooms for the public and employes. The 
employe dining room must be as clean 
as the public dining room. 


Kirs. Boswell even gets down to the 


basement of the restaurant to check out 
the mechanical equipment for leaks or 
other obvious defects. One thing she says 
happens a lot is that people will use a 
water softener as a garbage can. 


Each inspection costs the restaurant 


owner about $10 and it costs Mrs. Bos- 
well quite a bit of bending. "But it keeps 
you in shape," she said as she stopped to 
check another corner for dirt. 


School official 
disputes ' 
reading9 rap 


The Prospect Heights Education Asso- 


ciation (PHEA) contention that 30 per 
cent of Prospect Heights Dlst. 23 child- 
dren have reading problems was dis- 
puted at Wednesday night's meeting of 
the school board. 


A report prepared by Tom Rich, Dist. 


23 assistant superintendent, indicates 
only 8 per cent of the children scored 
below their own grade level on scholastic 
achievement tests 


One of the demands originally made by 


the PHEA during contract negotiations 
was the hiring of three reading special- 
ists for Dist. 23 schools. Ken Bates, 
PHEA negotiator, told the board that 
teachers rated reading difficulties as 
their No 1 problem. At one negotiating 
session, Bates said 30 per cent of the 
children entering junior high had reading 
problems. 


According to Rich, a study of fifth- 


grade reading scores showed only 8 per 
cent of the youngsters were one year or 
more below grade level Board member 
Vincent Battaglia said these children 
would be placed in a reading help pro- 
gram at MacArthur Junior High School. 


After hearing the report, the board 


drafted a letter asking for an explanation 
of the PHEA's figure at the next negotia- 
tion session. 


"If that many children are having 


trouble, the scholastic 
achievement 


scores and grades for reading don't in- 
dicate the problem," Battaglia said. 


In other action, the board approved tha 


hiring of U new teachers and three 
teacher aides.

League of Women's Voters, the West- 
minster Presbyterian Church of DCS 
Plaines will open its doors Aug. 20, to 
low and moderate-Income Northwest sub- 
urban families, whose children need den- 
tal care — but can't afford it. 


THE NEED FOR the clinic was 


prompted by a 1971 survey of public 
schools that showed more than 2,000 chil- 
dren living in Northwest Cook County

uses for cable TV also, Palrltz said. Fire 
safety courses could become a regular 
part of school curricula and bo shown by 
television, cutting down on the time and 
number of flro department personnel 
needed. 


If a two-way cable system were adopted 


In tho village, residents could "talk 
back." Fires and other emergencies 
could be reported even if the telephone 
system were inoperative. Conceivably, 
village-wide polls or c\cn voting could 
take place over the system, with perhaps 
social security numbers being used as 
control devices. 


One serious question with all these 


uses that will have to be answered Is how 
the village can ensure all homes and 
businesses have the facilities. Under 
existing cable systems, tho residents 
must pay for the system with an in- 
itflllation charge and a monthly charge. 


Village Mgr. Robert J. Epplcy sees 


other problems with the adoption of a 
cable television system. He said many 
firms start In the business because they 
see It as a "get rich quick scheme." 


"A lot of fly-by-nights you'vo never 


heard of just wrote to every village and 


town in their neighborhood asking for a 
franchise," Eppley said. About six firms 
have asked for n franchise here, In- 
cluding one local group that has now be- 
come affiliated with the franchise oper- 
ating in CarpcntersviUc. 


EPPLEY SPOKE of the problems en- 


countered in Carpentersvllle. He has 
talked to the manager there on several 
occasions. 


"It's no way near a majority of the 


residents" who have the system, he said. 
"The big attraction is the number of 
(television) shows that the system can 
bring in." 


He said be felt that public ser- 


vice uses will be realized may be overly 
optimistic, unless the village deddes to 
subsidize the system in some way to in- 
sure all residences are hooked to It. 


Eppley said early bugs In the Carpen- 


tersvllle system cost them a lost of cus- 
tomers and now extensive campaigns are 
being waged to win them back. In Car- 
pentersvllle, the system Is run by a pri- 
vate corporation, L.V.O. Cable Co., 
which pays the village 5 per cent a year. 
The first year's check to the government 
was only $4,000 despite a population of 
26,000, Eppley said.

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Ratio: 3 units for each house 
Apartment building pace 
ahead of one-family homes

The number of apartments being built 


In Arlington Heights Is outpacing the de- 
velopment of single-family homes by a 
ratio of 3 to 1. 


Apartments, which Includes all forms 


of multi-family housing, now make up 3D 
per cent of the total number of dwelling 
units in the village, according to a statis- 
tical update of 1970 Census figures 
recently compiled by the village planning 
department. 


The figures, based on a survey of 


building permits, show that from April 1, 
1070 through Aug. 1 of this year, the 
number of apartment units climbed from 
4,573 to 8.0M — a 33 per cent Increase. 


Over the same time period, the num- 


ber of single family residences for which 
building permits were Issued increased 
from 13,096 to 14,444 - a 10.3 per cent 
rise. 


VII.UGE PLANNER Joe Kcslcr said 


because the survey was based on tabula- 
tion of building rather than occupancy 
permits, the actual number of apartment 
residents would be somewhat lower. 


There arc no hard-and-fast planning 


rules on the ideal ratio of apartments to 
single family homes, Kcslcr said. 


"My personal opinion Is that if you 


have more than 33 per cent apartments 
the whole community changes in charac- 
ter," he added. 


"In the future, we should not approve 


just multi-family projects. There should 
be a combination of single-family, at- 
tached homes and apartments. This 
would keep the balance that homeowners 
arc so concerned about," he said. 


There is only one multi-family devel- 


opment now pending before the plan 
commission that includes more than just 
a token number of single-family homes. 
It is the project planned by I. Simon & 
Associates for property at the northeast 
corner of Palatine Road and Rte. 53, the 
old Chelsea Square site. 


ARLINGTON HEIGHTS Village Pres. 


Jack Walsh said that as far as he is con- 
cerned, future multi-family rczonlngs 
"arc In the icebox freeze right now." 


As members of the Arlington Heights 


Caucus party, Walsh and all eight village 
trustees are politically pledged to "main- 
tain the single-family residential nature 
of the community and protect residential 
areas by prohibiting the use of spot zon- 
ing for multiple family units In these 
areas."

Handicaps partly overcome

difficult. It does not make it Impossible, 
as Larry Bcrgcson will readily tell you.

Arlington Heights Park District, donates 
two nights a week to a handicapped rec- 
reational program. A junior at Northeast 
Missouri State University majoring In 
special education, his Tuesday and 
Thursday nights are spent with those in- 
dividuals often forgotten when it comes 
tlmo for swimming, tumbling or trampo- 
line.

owners that there are too many apart- 
ments in the village. "It is obvious to all 
people, even without knowing the per- 
centages, that there is a considerable 
amount of multiple." 


But he denied that apartment building 


was threatening the "single family resi- 
dential nature of the community." 


"You'have to look at the location, as 


well as just the number of units," Walsh 
said, citing as examples the concentra- 
tion of apartments near Forest View 
High School and along Rand Road. 
"That's what makes the numbers so 
high," he said. 


Many of the apartment projects ap- 


proved recently are on land that already 
had multi-family zoning, he said. 


A 432-UNIT condominium devel- 


opment, Surrey Park, recently was ap- 
proved for a site south of the Twelve 
Oaks apartments on Wllke Road. And on 
Monday, the village board approved a re- 
vised plan for a 318-unlt project, Randha- 
vcn, at the corner of Rand Road and 
Rte. 53. 


Neither one of these two developments 


was Included In the planning depart- 
ment's survey, Kesler said. 


"We've got to be negative to any fur- 


ther multi-family rezonlng and devel- 
opment other than what's thrust upon 
us," Walsh said, adding, however, that 
there were bound to be "obvious ex- 
ceptions." 


The high cost of land, labor and mate- 


rials has put builders In the position of 
no longer wanting to develop single-fami- 
ly housing In Arlington Heights, Kesler 
says. But many developers will settle for 
a mixture of housing types, he said. 


WALSH SAID that the high cost of land 


that Is offered for speculative sale In no 
way mandates that the property be re- 
zoned for higher density development. 


"That economic argument 
doesn't 


mean anything to me personally. It's ab- 
solutely meaningless, since all purchases 
are subject to rezonlng anyway. Without 
It, they (developers) simply don't pro- 
ceed." 


The single-family nature of Arlington 


Heights can be preserved in the future, 
according to Walsh. But maybe not in 
the same form that now exists in subdivi- 
sions throughout the village. 


Citing what he called "trends of contem 


porary design," such as the clustering of 
homes on smaller lots with a common 
open area, he remarked, "the whole 
world isn't Interested In owning a two- 
story, five-bedroom Colonial."

An Arlington Heights woman

The neighbor contacted Frank 


Charlton, village health director, 
In mid-May about cutting the 
weeds. August is here and so are 
the weeds, she points out. 


Charlton confirms the woman 


called him, but claims he ex- 
plained the situation to her then 
and in later telephone conversa- 
tions. 


"I've told her, and I thought 


she understood, that we can't get 
a tractor In there. We need a 
hand crew on the job, but my 


rector Frank Charlton. But he has of- 
fared to take applications from pri- 
vate parties to weed out the offend- 
ing foliage. 


contractors say they can't spare 
the men," he said. 


"There was a house there 


about 30' years ago. Nobody but 
us has taken care of it. Now look 
at it," she said of the lot. 


The lot is divided into two dis- 


tinct sections. The front portion 
is neatly trimmed grass. The 
back area is a growth of weeds 
10 feet tall. A row of bushes sep- 
arates the two portions. 


SHE SAID SHE has mowed the 


front area of the property since 
her house was built next door 25 
years ago. Another neighbor, she 
said, had a garden in the back 
section once but has since lost in- 
terest and allowed the place to 
go wild. 


Cbarlton explained his depart- 


ment has gone through the prop- 
er channels to contact the lot 
owner about cutting the weeds. 
The owner failed to comply, 
Charlton said, so the village Is- 
sued a cutting order, with the 
cost to be reclaimed through a 
property lien. But, Charlton says, 
his privately contracted cutters 
won't cut the lot for fear of dam- 
aging their machinery on the 
thick growth. 


Charlton adds, however, that 


most vacant lots have been 
trimmed this summer, some 
twice. There are five other lots, 
he said, where the terrain, na- 
ture of the growth and hidden de- 
bris prevent successful weed con- 
trol by the standard tractor oper- 
ation. 


"There are trees in there and 


bushes and probably some de- 
bris. A tractor just couldn't get 
in there successfully," he said. 


The weeds could be cut by 


hand, but the contractors don't 
want to tie up their crews during 
the busy season with such a 
small lot, he said. 


CHARLTON SAID the lot is un- 


usual, and he has come up with 
an unusual solution. "I don't 
want this department to become 
a summer employment center, 
but I'll pay to have that done. 
It'd be good money for some 
neighborhood kids." 


The job would pay about $25, 


he estimated. 


Charlton said he would accept 


applications for this one-tinri job 
from anyone who would be able 
to do it. He said village funds 
would pay the party who got in 
there and removed the weeds. 


"I don't want to give the im- 


pression that I'm having other 
people do my job by finding weed 
cutters. But, if you can find 
somebody to do it, I'll pay 
them." 


He said he yould have to select 


the applicant and inspect the 
work to mrte sure it was done 
correctly before payment was 
made. 


It appears that a telephone call 


to Charlton by someone with a 
sharp scythe can answer the 
call: Cut where tractors fear to 
tread.

allowed 20 days to answer. Fulle pre- 
dicted a hearing by October.

REPRESENTING Fulle will be two at- 


torneys from Chapman and Cutler, 111 
W. Monroe, Chicago — Richard Ma- 
karskl of Chicago and Randall Mitchell 
of Palatine. Makarski is former head of 
the U.S. district attorney's civil division. 


"This Is strictly a legal question," 


Makarski said. "This can be done ex- 
pedltiously, I think." 


The 10-page suit is based on the U.S. 


Supreme Court's one-man one vote nil- 


ing. Recent census figures show Chicago 
with 61 per cent of the county population 
and the suburbs with 39 per cent, al- 
though 66 per cent of board members are 
elected from the city. 


"Census projections show that the 


trend will continue and in 1975 the city 
will have only 59 per cent of the popu- 
lation, Makarski said. 


"The board has failed to reapportion. 


Votes of suburban residents are diluted," 
he said. 


COURT RULINGS have allowed vari- 


ation between population and representa- 
tion of up to 16 per cent in states "where 
there Is some rational basis for disparity 
— keeping township or county lines." In 
Congressional districts a variation of 2 
per cent is the limit, he said. 


"We're asking the court to either order 


them to reapportion or for the court to 
reapportion the board," Makarski said. 


In April the board, meeting as its fi- 


nance committee, voted to approve a 
Fulle-sponsored 9 to 6 reapportlonment 
bill. 


The board reversed its decision June 


IB, voting 8 to 6 to reject the proposal. 
Nine Chicago Democrats voted "no" and 
board Pres. George Dunne joined four 
Republicans in voting "yes." 


AT THE press conference, Fulle, who 


is seeking the chairmanship of the Cook 
County Republican organization, was 
asked why the board reversed its vote on 
reapportlonment. Fulle said he knew that 
"I was going to be torpedoed" when he 
saw Democrats huddled In the board 
room before the meeting. 


Fulle said after the June vote that he 


would file the suit. 


A Republican sixth vote could be key 


to Important board finance decisions. A 
two-thirds vote is required for approval.

Protection Agency said this week that 
cars coming to the new stadium, which 
will be tho homo of the Chicago Cougars 
hockey team, could add greatly to air 
pollution. 


New federal and state regulations, 


which were ordered in June, arc now 
being completed. The requirements will 
sot guidelines for all facilities which 
would attract a largo number of cars in 
a short period of time. 


Edward Wilson of the EPA said that 


(he new stadium would certainly fall un- 
der the jurisdiction of the agency. Shop- 
ping centers, recreation complexes and 
othr major facilities will be covered by 
Iho regulations. 


EPA officials suggested that a rail lino 


Into tho stadium might bo required to 
reduce tho air pollution potential gener- 
ated by spectator traffic. Tho stadium 
will bo built next year near Morse Ave- 
nuo and Mannheim Road in Roscmont. 


A PRELIMINARY version of the state 


regulations will probably be completed 
later this month. The regulations will 
then have to be reviewed by federal au- 
thorities and tho Illinois Air Pollution 
Control Board before being adopted. 


While no preliminary air pollution .test- 


ing has been dono In this area, EPA offi- 


cials said that the area certainly is heav- 
ily congested by car and aircraft emis- 
sions. 


Tho regulations call for a review of 


plans for any new facility by the North- 
eastern Illinois Plan Commission and the 
stato before construction permits can be 
granted. 


If recommendations are made by tho 


EPA, developers will have to comply or 
not receive the permit and will not be 
allotted to start construction.

CBS against 'Today'-ABC next?

"Today and 'Tonight" have long been untouchables at 


NBC. Those ordinary program titles have labeled two 
shows that arc anything but ordinary. Simply staled. 
'Today** and 'Tonight** arc two of the best, most widely- 
accepted television programs in the medium's history. 


THE COMPETITION THROWN up by NBC's two net- 


work rivals. ABC and CBS. against the pair has been erratic 
at best. In the case of the late-evening "Tonight" program, 
both NBC opponents have 
tried-and failed-to knock off 
Johnny Carson. What they have 
managed to do lately, however, 
is to present programming oppo- 
site Tonight" that does not at- 
tempt to imitate Carson, but in- 
stead offers the viewer a fairly 
clear choice. Consequently. CBS 
(which tried the talk show Tor- 
mat with Merv Griffin) is now 
doing pretty well with network 
movies. ABCs experiment with "Wide World of Entertain- 
ment" has proven worthwhile, with a variety of* talk, come- 
dy, drama and musicoppositc Carson. 


The case of NBC's early morning "Today" show is a dif- 


ferent story. For years, the network has poured millions of 
dollars into the breakfast-time show. News, weather, sports 
interviews and a finely-tailored format geared at allowing 
local NBC affiliates to "breakaway" from the net's feed to 
air items of a strictly local nature. As a result. "Today" is 
most attractive to the affiliates. Additionally. NBC has fea- 
tured a host of personalities to work the "Today" show. 
Names like Hugh Downs. Frank McGee. Barbara Wallers. 
Frank Blair. Joe Garagiola. Judith Crist, and Gene Shalil 
have become household words to morning TV gazers. 


CBS HAS BEEN trying to lure a share of that audience 


away with its "CBS Morning News." a 60-minute effort 
with newsman Frank Hart. Despite the excellence of the 
CBS news operation and Hart's reputation as one of the 
business* foremost news broadcasters, the CBS show has 
lacked the flair and pizzazof "Today. ** 
' 


In ABC's case, no attempt has been made to compete. 


Being the youngest of the three commercial nets. ABC has 
not been delivering a feed to its affiliates until late morning. 
As a result, the locals have had to go it on their own. 


IF IT APPEARS, therefore, that the time is ripe for some 


good ol* American competition against "Today." they 
you're thinking pretty much along the lines of CBS and 
ABC executives.The battle has been proclaimed. 


CBS has just started its revamped "Morning News." plac- 


ing newsman Hughes Rudd and pert, attractive Sally Quinn 
as co-anchorman. In restructuring the show. CBS makes no 
secret that it's after a sizable portion of the early morning 
crowd. Rudd is a no-nonsense, veteran news correspondent. 
Miss Quinn recently joined CBS News after years at the 
Washington Post, where her job there brought her elbow- 
to-elbow many times with NBCs female 'Today" stalwart. 
Barbara Walters. Now. they'll be going at it hcad-to-hcad. - 


ABC. on the heels of the CBS move, has now announced 


that it will begin-Msometime before the first of next 
year"-a 90-minute or two-hour morning show. Nothing 
has been announced beyond that, but one source says that 
Los Angeles* ABC local host Ralph Story may be in line for 
the job. Story's "A.M." program in that West Coast megalo- 
polis is a ratings giant against "Today."
